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Wage Freeze Heats Up Town 


Cops Fight Freeze

department privately estimated that the 
number of tickets placed on windshields 
over the past week has tripled from the 
amount usually written. 

The parking complaints are valid, 
police say ; no one is wrongfully being 
penalized. But it has not been customary 
for police to ticket every parked car in 
town which is facing the wrong direction 
in front of a house or parking in the street 
when there is no sign of snow in the sky. 

Unlike their refusal to march in the 
Memorial Day parade, the recent rash of 
issued parking tickets are not the result 
of an official union plan, according to of¬ 
ficials in the Police Association. 

•It (an order to ticket more than usual > 
is not coming from me." said union presi¬ 
dent Sgt. Francis Manzie. ‘‘As far as I 
know, they’re just doing their job of enfor¬ 
cing the law." 

But the police have not always con¬ 
sidered it their job to ticket cars for what 
some would call “petty" violations. 

“Perhaps they have become a lot more 
conscientious since they didn't get their 
raises," suggested Lt. Andrew Crawford. 

“Maybe it has something to do with the 
attitudes of the individual officers," said 
Sgt. Kenneth Albertelli. 

Although none of the policemen would 
publicly say the ticketing was a direct 
result of the Town Meeting action, they did 
privately admit ticketing had increased 
and said they hoped it would draw atten¬ 
tion to their cause 

The policemen feel they were dealt an 
unfair blow by Town Meeting May 19 when 
members voted to hold their pay raises 
hostage until town of ficials come up with

Custodians Will 
Wait For Talks 
Before Acting

The 51 school custodians caught in 
Town Meeting’s pay freeze are 
depressed at the prospect of losing their 
raises, and uncertain of the final result of 
the May 19 Town Meeting vote.

But for now. they will continue to do 
their jobs until their negotiating team 
sits down with its counterpart from the 
School Committee. 

“Morale around here stinks." said 
William Began, the custodian’s 
representative to the bargaining unit. 
“You always look forward to thgt raise 
on Julv 1. with the cost-of-living the way 
it is. 

“But I’m sure we can cope for 
awhile," added Began “We re going to 
do our job that’s what we’re doing now 
and wait to see what happens " 

Began said before the custodians 
decide to take any action, they will 
discuss the pay freeze with their union 


representative, and begin negotiations 
with the School Committee. 

The 51 member custodians’ union is 
Local 254 of the AFL-CIO Service Em¬ 
ployees International. The Service 
Employees’ business agent. Francis 
Fanning, was in on the original contract 
negotiations with the School Committee. 

Began declined to comment on what 
the custodians would be seeking from the 
upcoming negotiations, and confessed he 
wasn’t sure what Town Meeting wanted 
from them. 

“I was working at it (the Town 
Meeting session that resulted in the 
freezei." said Began. “It seemed they 
gave two different reasons (for the vote) 

one to freeze the raises until they 
came up with a way to pay for them, and 
the other to go hack to the negotiating 
table. 

“We’re just going to wait until we see 
what we can and cannot do," Began said. 

According to School Committee 
members, what will happen next is that 
the committee’s negotiating team of San¬ 
dra Bodgers and Assistant Supt. Jack Fall 
on will meet with the custodians to discuss 
the meaning of the Town Meeting vote. 

“As a bargaining group. I think the 
custodians are aware of our situation, but 
they, like us. are not entirely clear on what 
Town Meeting expects," said Bodgers. 

“We ll probably plan a meeting with 
the custodians after we’ve talked to our 
legal counsel and have an idea what we’re 
doing." added Bodgers. 

That meeting will probably go no fur 
ther than an analysis of the Town Meeting 
vote to freeze the salaries, Bodger 
cautioned 

“We certainly must sit down with the 
custodians’ bargaining unit, at least to 
alert them to what ’s happened," she said. 
“And to let them know we won’t have a 
good answer for awhile." 

So it seems that for the custodians and 
the School Committee, the next few 
months will be months of watching and 
waiting For what, they’re not sure of

Police Protest Mars 
Memorial Parade

As they marched in the Memorial Day 
parade Monday while rain poured 
relentlessly from the dark sky, Win¬ 
chester’s veterans were thinking about 
their fellow soldiers who died in a war. 
The approximately 20 veterans marching 
in the annual parade were there to pay 
tribute to those missing men. 

But the marching vets were also think¬ 
ing about another group of men missing 
from the parade — the Winchester police 
force. The police broke their tradition of 
marching as a color guard unit at the head 
of the parade to protest the recent Town 
Meeting decision to temporarily freeze 
their salaries. 

Town Meeting voted May 19 to freeze 
the salaries of all town employees whose 
contracts expire June 30. pending the 
release of a plan from town officials to 
balance the budget. The freeze affects 
school custodians, people in managaerial 
positions and the patrolmen’s association 
who had negotiated a contract last month 
with town officials for a 7 percent raise 
beginning July 1. 

The veterans who marched in the 
parade Monday were disappointed and 
angry that the police chose to mar their 
observance because of reasons unrelated 
to Memorial Day. 

“The town has always done a good job 
for the vets, but my only trouble with the 
parade this year is that the problems over 
the pay structure spoiled the police color 
guard being in the parade," complained 
World War I veteran John Horn of Hem¬ 
ingway st. "That was the best part of the 
parade." 

Members of the Medford Police I)ept. 
were enlisted by parade organizers to lie 
the color guard and to fire the gunshots at 
four specified times — a job traditionally 
done by the Winchester police. 

"I feel very badly that they 
(policemen) are not here," agreed World 
War II veteran and Parade Marshal War¬ 
ren T. Bolivar of Middlesex st “They 


shouldn’t have used this holiday to protest 
their problem." 

The fact that they did prompted plen¬ 
ty of comments which sometimes drown¬ 
ed out talk of the observance itself. 

“I think it’s a wonderful parade, but I 
wish the police would have marched with 
us,’’ said VFW auxiliary member 
Margaret Donahue. “1 know they have a 
gripe with the town, but why take it out on 
us?" 

The policemen said they hoped their 
Memorial Day protest would publicize 
their situation and inspire residents to call

Town Starts On 
Five-Year Plan, 
Contract Talks

Town officials are caught in a 
dilemma as they try to cope with last 
week’s Town Meeting vote to freeze 
employee salaries until the town comes 
up with a five-year financial plan 

Those officials simply don’t know 
whether the Town Meeting members 
wanted lower raises for the police, school 
custodians and professional employees, 
or if they are molding those raises 
hostage until they see the plan 

“There is good reason to interpret 
what Town Meeting wanted either way." 
commented School Committee Member 
Sandra Bodgers. who is on the 
negotiating team for the custodians’ 
contract. 

“We (the School Committee) did 
discuss the fact that it means one of two 
things." she continued. 

“And there is some uncertainty as to 
which one of the two (a new contract or a 
financial plan) Town Meeting is ex 
peeling.’’ 

So. town officials are working on both 
aspects of the vote, with Town Manager 
Thomas Groux working out the financial 
plan and the Board of Selectmen and the 
School Committee reopening 
negotiations with the police and the 
custodians. 

At the Town Manager’s Office 
Friday, the desks of Groux and Assistant 
Town Manager Bick White were littered 
with budget sheets, personnel records 
and adding machine tapes, as the two 
worked to get the financial plan ready by 
August 

The School Committee plans to 
discuss the renewed contract 
negotiations with its legal counsel and 


then discuss with the custodians what the 
Town Meeting vote meant 

And the Board of Selectmen hope to 
finish the second round of negotiations

Non-Union Workers 
Are Disappointed, 
But Not Bitter

I’lie largest group of town employees 
affected by the recent Town Meeting 
decision to freeze salaries also seems the 
most understanding of the plight that put 
their raises in limbo. 

Eighty-five town employees, ranging 
from department heads to part-time 
school crossing guards, were caught 
when Town Meeting voted to hold off 
raises this year until town officials come 
up with a five-year financial plan. 

The H5 non-union employees were 
scheduled to receive a 7 percent raise 
before Town Meeting iced the increases. 

But although those employees are 
naturally disappointed that their raise 
won’t come through on July, many of 
those interviewed by The Star weren’t 
bitter toward Town Meeting because of 
the decision. 

“A lot of people out there didn’t get a 
thing for a raise this year." observed one 
Town Hall employee “This is a society 
where people are fortunate or un 
fortunate. We’re fortunate to have a job. 
but unfortunate to get caught in this pay 
freeze." 

The employee, who like other town 
employees interviewed asked not to be 
identified, added that the only problem 
he had with the Town Meeting vote was 
that it only applied to a fraction of the 
town’s workers. 

“If it were townwide, it wouldn’t 
bother me a bit." he said. “I understand 
the town has money problems, and has to 
do something about them 

The town employees covered by the 
freeze include 40 police officers, 51 
custodians and the 85 professional, 
managerial and part-time employees. 

Those 85 employees include the town 
manager and assistant town manager, 
the comptroller and the assistant 
comptroller, the town treasurer, town 
clerk, town engineer and assistant town 
engineer, the data processing coor¬ 
dinator. the director of health and the 
health inspector, the library director and 
the recreation director, the building 
commissioner and the zoning assistant, 
as well as the fire and police chiefs 


Four employees in the Engineering 
Dept., nine part lime library employees, 
the four police-fire dispatchers, the dog 
officer and the Kecreation Department’s 
youth coordinator were also included in 
the freeze

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Weather Draws Trespassers To

Water Supt. Richard Warrington 
loves rainy weekends — the rain bolsters 
the town’s water supply and keeps 
trespassers away from the reservoirs. 

But the rain can’t keep up forever, 
and the annual trek of fishermen, 
swimmers and teenage partiers to the 
three off-limits reservoirs has already 
begun. 

A week ago, vandals pulled ot one of 
the boards holding back the water at the 
North Reservoir spillway, and drained 


about five million gallons from the pond. 

And on the same weekend, a Medford 
man tried to drive his four-wheel-drive 
truck over the South Reservoir bridge. 
He didn’t make it, and the truck ended up 
nose down in the water. 

“They come out of the woodwork once 
the weather gets nice,” said Warrington. 
“We’ve got men up there chasing people 
all day long. We’ve really got to keep an 
eye on the place, or it gets out of hand.” 

It certainly started getting out of 
hand early this year 


Early on the Saturday morning of 
May 21. Winchester police got a call that 
a truck had just crashed into the South 
Reservoir. 

“Apparently, he got in to the Fells 
with a four-wheel-drive, came flying 
across the top of the South Reservoir 
Dam and didn’t make the bridge," said 
Warrington. “He ended up nose-down in 
the channel after about a 20-foot drop. 

“Fortunately, there was no oil or gas 
leakage into the water supply.” added 


WHS Seniors Urged Not To 
Drink And Drive After Prom

It happens every year. High School 
seniors, with only days before 
graduation, waste lives on Prom night. 

Seniors are warned every spring 
before senior activities not to drive after 
drinking, but even with all the warnings 
and past accidents, someone always gets 
hurt. 

This year. WHS administrators and 
certain faculty members are doing more 
than just warning students of the 


potential dangers of mixing alcohol and 
driving. A group of five students, three 
administrators, and two faculty mem¬ 
bers devised a combination of rules and 
precautionary measures to keep drunk 
seniors from being behind the steering 
wheel on Prom night which is tonight. 

Seniors were first given a 90-minute 
presentation which included a movie 
showing what happens when a drunk 
person tries to drive, and various 
speakers urged seniors not to drive after

too much to drink during their senior 
prom do not have to risk their lives and 
the lives of their friends by attempting to 
drive home. Instead, they can call 721 - 
1056, a hotline number which will con¬ 
nect them with a volunteer who will pick 
students up and drive them home. No 
questions will be asked. 

The hotline was established by 
Continental Cable in co-operation with 
the Winchester Police Dept. There will 
be no policemen involved in answering 
the calls or giving the rides so that 
students will feel comfortable about 


calling. 

The service will be offered on a 
strictly confidential basis. The only 
police involvement in the program is the 
coordination of volunteers offering their 
services. 

Anyone who wishes to volunteer to 
help with the hotline operation, should 
contact Sgt. Jim Pierce or Officer Kevin 
Mawn at 729-1212. Once the volunteers 
are coordinated, the policemen’s in¬ 
volvement in the operation will stop. 
Students are urged to take advantage of 
this opportunity to ensure a safe prom 
celebration.

As a prerequisite to buying Prom 
tickets, seniors and their parents had to 
sign contracts which stated where the 
parents could be reached if their son or 
daughter was found drinking. 

If, when the student gets to the Prom, 
it is obvious that he has been drinking, 
chaperones will call his parents who will 
have to come and pick him up. If the 
parents are unable to do so. the student 
will be sent home by taxi. 

The penalty for drinking at the Prom 
or at any other school-sponsored activity 
is the suspension of the student from 
participating in graduation exercises. 

Vincent Larocco. WHS principal, 
stresses that the rules have not been 
changed this year from any other year. 
The only difference is in the increase in 
publicity so that parents and student 
would be aware of the rules and the 
penalties involved in breaking them. 

He also admits that the rules have 
never been enforced to the extent they 
should have been.

All 
dog owners with unlicensed animals will 
be subject to a $20 fine.

Warrington. “But they had to got a 
wrecker in to pull the truck straight up 
and back on the embankment.” 

According to a police report filed by 
officer Fred Camman. the police station 
received a call at 9 a.m. Saturday from 
Water Dept, employee Mike Bastalis, 
reporting a truck in the reservoir. 

When Camman and Sgt William 
Saraco arrived at the South Reservoir, 
they found a 1975 Ford Bronco nose-down 
in the reservoir, about 150 yards from 
South Border rd. 

The owner of the Bronco. Michael 
Chubbs of Medford, was contacted by 
police and came to the station at 11 a m. 
He was cited for trespassing. 

The weekend didn’t get any better for 
Water Dept, crews, as they discovered 
Monday morning that someone had drain¬ 
ed millions of gallons from the North 
Reservoir. 

“When we went up there first thing 
Monday morning to do a routine 
elevation check, we found the water in 
the North Reservoir had dropped slightly 
but abruptly.” said Warrington. “We 
checked it out. and found someone had 
removed part of a stop log holding the 
water back at the spillway. 

“It’s unfortunate, because some 
water - about five million gallons was 
wasted,” continued Warrrington. “It's 
not a significant amount there is still 
about 600-plus million gallons in there 
but I hate to see any amount of water 
wasted.” 

If the town had purchased that water 
from the Metropolitan District Com 
mission, pumping the MIX’ water from 
Spot Pond in Stoneham. the vandals 
would have wasted about $ 1.200 worth of 
water. 

Luckily, the rainy spring filled the 
reservoirs to capacity. The town didn’t 
have to pump from Spot Pond this year, 
said Warrington, and the MIX’ water bill 
is about half of last year’s $190,000 as a 
result. 

To try and dampen the enthusiasm of 
the trespassers at the reservoirs, the 
Water Dept, has begun to send daily 
patrols into the Fells. 

“This time of year we step up our 
patrols.” said Warrington. “We 
routinely send men in there once a day.

and that’s helping out. And the MIX’ has 
been patrolling quite a bit as of late.” 

But the real influx of trespassers 
hasn’t even begun yet, Warrington ad¬ 
ded. 

“Once the nice warm days start, the 
swimmers will be out,” he said. “We 
spend most of our time extracting 
swimmers from the reservoirs.” 

The problem of trespassing at the 
reservoirs isn't a new one - the town 
first took over control of the land 
surrounding the three ponds in the 1920s 
because of the numbers of people 
swimming in the water supply. 

“There used to be a trolley going to 


the Sheep Folds (off Route 28 in 
Stoneham about 100 yards from the 
North Reservoir),” related Warrington. 
“It used to come up 28 from Boston, and 
apparently the Sheep Folds were a 
favorite picnicking area for years. 

“We have records showing that 
hundreds of people used to walk from the 
Sheep Folds to the reservoir, go swim¬ 
ming. then go back and have their pic¬ 
nic.” said Warrington. 

At least the trolley is no longer around 
to bring trespassers door directly to the 
reservoirs. But then again, they didn’t 
have four-wheel-drive trucks in the 
1920s.

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Organizer Hopes Race Will Be Annual Town Tradition 


Race Set For June 12 


Bicycle 

On June 12, Winchester will again have 
a bicycle race for the benefit of its citizens. 

The sponsor. Keith McPhail, has 
established a course from the McCall 
Junior High School parking lot to the 
Public Library, right onto Washington st. 
and up Main st. to the Bacon st. intersec¬ 
tion. From there the riders will go down 
Bacon to Mystic Valley pkwy. and com¬ 
plete the route at the school. 

All in all. the race route will be travel¬ 
ed 14 times for a total of 21 miles. McPhail 
said that the race is specifically open to 
all residents over age 12. and not just for 
amateur racers as the previous races had 
been. 

As a former resident of Winchester. 
McPhail wanted to provide the town with 
another activity that would make the town 
a little more unique 


“Winchester is developing a good 
sense of identity” said McPhail. Events 
like this just help reinforce the idea that 
we have a nice community and it helps 
everyone to have communitywide events 
like Town Day and the annual foot race. " 

There are some limitations placed on 
the race but for solely safety related pur¬ 
poses. For one. each rider must wear a 
helmet and have his bicycle checked at the 
Mystic Valley Wheel Works in order to be 
an entered contestant. Also, there is a 
limit on the number of riders in the race. 

“I want to make sure that pack isn’t too 
unwieldy, so the maximum number of 
riders is 125. This should prevent too much 
bunching at the first and second corners." 
said McPhail. 

The main worry of the organizer is 
safety for the riders when they are in a 


group or when they are coming through 
the corners in threes and fours. 

As McPhail stated, "Most of the peo¬ 
ple in this race will have little, if any, ex¬ 
perience, racing in a group and I want to 
impress the entrants that they should have 
some fun instead of going for broke and 
trying to win the race." 

In an effort to minimize any possible 
dangers, McPhail and Officers John 
McKinley and Kevin Mawn have 
restricted traffic on the route for the dura¬ 
tion of the race. The route itself was 
chosen because it had the least number of 
major intersections. 

"Officers McKinley and Mawn sug¬ 
gested the Main st., Bacon st., Mystic 
Valley route," explained McPhail, "and 
I agreed with them. It provides some 
variety for the riders and it is not a traf¬ 


fic nightmare for the police dept, and 
myself. "The Police Dept., by the way, 
has been invaluable to me." 

Asked what he wanted most for the 
race, McPhail exclaimed, "Riders! I 
would like 125 entrants that all finish and 
then next year perhaps I can increase the 
number or even add a swimming event 
and the town can have a mini-triathalon. 
Next to that, I need about 10 volunteers to 
stand at the end of the streets that must 
be blocked off. I would prefer residents 
from that street because they may see the 
excitement and feel that the event is wor¬ 
thwhile instead of an inconvenience." 

If all goes according to plan, McPhail 
hopes to make the "Black Horse Classic" 
an annual race in the town. Entry forms 
can be obtained at Mystic Valley Wheel 
Works on Main st. until June 6, which is 
the cut off date.

- A i7-year-old Stevens st. youth was

No citations were issued The 
driver told police her car hit the bicycle 
after the boy attempted to cross in front 
of her car from a walkway next to the 
Immaculate Conception School on 
Sheridan cir. 

DeLuca said when he arrived at 
Sheridan Cir.. he saw the boy lying in the 
street and Fire Dept. EMTs were taking 
care of him. The bicycle was lying at the 
side of the road, police said. 

During a later interview from his 
hospital bed. the boy could not 
remember what happened, according to 
police.

A 42-year-old Charlestown man

The phrase “blanc de blancs” literally means 
“white from whites," or white wine from white 
grapes. Many French champagne producers use the 
phrase to connote wines made entirely from the 
Pinot Chardonnay grape, as opposed to the Pinot 
Noir. Producers of sparkling wine outside the 
Champagne District of France sometimes call their 
wines "blanc de blancs" to indicate that they are 
similar to champagne, at least in terms of their bub¬ 
bles. In California the term is used to connote a dry 
white wine because champagnes vinified entirely 
from white grapes are supposed to be drier than 
those made from red grapes or a combination of red

Is Not So Alluring

I saw this program on TV a 
few weeks ago that dealt with the 
whole topic of obesity and weight- 
consciousness in American 
culture. 

At one point, toward the mid¬ 
dle I think it was, they showed a 
little chunk of human fat on a 
slide. It looked just the way I’d 
always pictured it: like greasy 
cottage cheese, like an oily lump 
of white suet. 

So there it is, I thought to 
myself. There’s the adversary 
I’ve been grappling with all my 
life: Fat with a capital F — the 
eternal, the implacable foe. 

When I was 3 years old, my 
mom used to stuff me into this lit¬ 
tle homemade sweater the size of 
a potholder. I looked like a brand- 
new tube of toothpaste in it, or 
maybe like a kielbasa. I was as 
plump and roly-poly as a walking 
doughnut hole. When 1 wore this 
sweater, my sister couldn’t resist 
squeezing my little arms, pin¬ 
ching me, actually. She’d take 
hold of a fistful of babyfat and 
just kind of knead it, like so much 
clay. 

I came to dread the days when 
Mom would put me in the Pinch 
Sweater. I came to regard 


sickly blue miseries of non-fat 
milk. 

Like many female teenagers, 
I’d binge: cheese doodles, extra¬ 
thick shakes, salted peanuts — 
the works. Like many female 
teenagers, I’d also diet. I’d eat 
nothing but grapefruit, or nothing 
but gum. I’d refuse all nutriment, 
maintaining that I’d eaten 
earlier. I’d place a few stray cor¬ 
nflakes in a cereal bowl and swish 
some milk around in a glass — 
just so my mother would think it 
was so. I’d scatter bread crumbs 
about to hint at sandwich¬ 
making. And then I’d weigh 
myself and weigh myself and 
weigh myself. 

I was a real good candidate for 
anorexia nervosa. A lot of us were 
as teenagers. 

The fact is, a lot of us still are. 
Of all the people who looked with 
horror at photographs of Karen 
Carpenter in the years before her 
death, I bet three-quarters, the 
women especially, found that 
they could well understand how 
she could have fallen prey to such 
self-destructiveness. 

There’s the lure of thinness, 
and the old and wholly inaccurate 
saying that you can’t be too rich 
or too thin.

myself, even at that tender age, 
as a fat person. 

Now to be sure, I was a bit on 
the round side back then. But my 
sister wasn’t exactly a person of 
normal dimension herself. She 
looked, back in those years, like 
a human being built out of Tinker 
Toys. She was tall and she was 
SKINNY. She weighed about as 
much as an armful of 
coathangers. She’d had sup¬ 
plemental bottles as a baby, and 
supplemental snacks as an older 
child. Halfway through the mor¬ 
ning activities, at summer camp, 
for example, she’d be hauled in to 
the nurse’s office and force-fed a 
small meal of cookies and milk. 
In the seventh grade, she weigh¬ 
ed 68' l» pounds. She weighed that 
for most of her junior high school 
career, I think. 

The point is, to her the whole 
rest of the world looked fat. Since 
I was the handiest example of this 
rest-of-the-world, I received her 
frequent observations as to my 
own personal pudge quotient. 

To make matters worse, in 
comparison to hers, my junior 
high school weigh-ins were on the 
other end of the scale: I sailed 
from 90 to 115 in one breathtaking 
summer. 1 had a build like a 
Rubens madonna, like three 
Rubens madonnas, like a pre- 
teen Miss Piggy in penny loafers. 

Thus did I grow up regarding 
myself as Oliver Hardy to her 
Stan Laurel, as butternut squash 
to her string bean. Thus did I 
begin my ongoing battle with the 
scales, my campaign against 
calories, my romance with the 


But beyond that, there’s the 
question of control that many 
dieters are obsessed with. It gives 
us a good feeling in this chaotic 
and dubious world to be able to 
say, Here is one thing I can con¬ 
trol: I can control what goes into 
my mouth. If I can’t affect the 
world or the people around me, I 
can at least affect the process of 
my own ingestion. 

Well, find something else to 
control, is what I say. Control the 
length of your toenails, control 
your TV-watching pattern, con¬ 
trol your pet’s bathroom habits. 

But don’t break your heart 
and your health in pursuit of the 
questionable ideal of exaggerated 
slenderness. It’s a battle without 
a conclusion, a boxing match with 
no final bell. 

We all weigh about what we 
should, I daresay, according to 
our various builds, according to 
the individual genetic recipes 
cooked up for us by our parents. 

And what’s more, most of us 
look pretty normal. My sister no 
longer looks like Tinker Toys and 
I no longer look like an overstuff¬ 
ed chair. 

To God, I expect we all look 
about the same: like walking pop- 
sicles with heads; like water 
balloons filled with bone and mus¬ 
cle and greasy cottage cheese; 
like tiny washable wind-up toys 
unaccountably obsessed with our 
sizes and shapes.

TM Assessor 
Salary Action 
Story Clarified 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

I write to correct an error in the “TM 
Can’t Decide on Whether To Slice 
Assessor’s Salaries” article, which 
appeared in the May 19 issue of The 
Winchester Star. 

In that article it was reported that 
“...Town Meeting member Noreen 
Arcari...moved to reduce the salaries of 
the three assessors by 75 percent” and 
that “Arcari made the motion on behalf 
of (he Assessment Review Com¬ 
mittee...” 

In putting forward this motion Mrs. 
Arcari was acting as an elected Town 
Meeting member and not as a 
representative of the Assessment 
Review Committee. As I stated later at 
the same session of Town Meeting, the 
committee still supported its original 
recommendation to maintain com¬ 
pensation for the assessors at the current 
level for FY84 and then to reduce the 
compensation to $2,000 per year for all 
three assessors in FY85. Current com¬ 
pensations for the assessors are $6,545 
per year for the chairman and $4,452 per 
year for the other two members. 

I believe that it is important that the 
positions presented at Town Meeting be 
accurately reported to the public, and I 
appreciate your attention to this matter.

While there may be financial reasons 
why the town cannot continue to grant 
well-deserved pay increases at the 
previous levels — we feel it was unwar¬ 
ranted to authorize no increase, instead of 
possibly at a reduced level. 

We believe that this action, while sav¬ 
ing the town a few dollars in salaries, will 
end up costing us taxpayers many more 
dollars in losses of efficient services, due 
to our town employees feeling that their 
efforts on our l>ehalf have not been proper¬ 
ly evaluated. 

We believe an injustice has been done, 
and must be corrected. Remember you 
“only get what vou pav for.” We urge that 


Town Meeting members be contacted to 
correct this glaring injustice.

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Beacon Hill Roll Call 


HUMAN LIFE AMEND¬ 
MENT (S 438): Senate approved 
20-19, resolutions urging the U.S. 
Congress to enact a “human life 
bill.” The Senate, two weeks ago, 
rejected the measure 19-17. 

Supporters argued the resolu¬ 
tions would send a message to 
Congress that the Massachusetts 
legislature is pro-life and wants to 
stop abortion and protect the 
rights of the unborn. 

Some opponents offered “pro- 
choice” arguments and sup¬ 
ported a woman’s right to have 
an abortion. Many said a “human 
life bill” goes too far and could 
prohibit abortions even when a 
mother’s life is in danger and in 
cases of rape or incest. 

A “Yea” vote is for the resolu¬ 
tions. A “Nay” vote is against 
them. 

Sen Richard Kraus voted no. 

PAY RAISE (II 2573): House 
approved 115-29, a bill giving pay 
hikes of almost $17,000 to 
registers of the probate and fami¬ 
ly court departments in 12 coun¬ 
tries and lesser hikes to registers 


in two other countries. 

Supporters argued the hikes 
are necessary and long overdue 
in order to attract and retain 
well-qualified people. 

Opponents said this $280,000 
package is unnecessary and sim¬ 
ply another example of special in¬ 
terest legislation that costs the 
taxpayer money. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it. 

Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh 
voted yes. 

PREVAILING WAGE (II 
2129): House approved 131-16, a 
bill increasing penalties for fail¬ 
ure to pay the prevailing wage 
rate on public construction con¬ 
tracts. The bill would change the 
$100 minimum fine to $1,000 and 
increase the maximum fine from 
$500 to $5,000. 

Supporters argued the fines 
are low, have not been changed 
since 1935, and should be increas¬ 
ed in light of the increasing size 
of building contracts. 

Opponents said the increases 
were excessive and not 


necessary.

Police And McCall Students Spend Day Learning Trust 

From ‘Punks* And ‘Pigs* To ‘People* And ‘Pals* 


policemen joined each group of 
eight students. Then they were off 
to do the Challenge Course. 

F'irst, the group leader went 
over the essential factors in order 
to ensure group safety, stressing 
cooperation and trust. 

The first exercise used to 
establish trust was the “Trust 
Fall.” The group would stand 
together with their arms in¬ 
terlocked as one group member 
fell down onto the outstretched 
arms. They did this both in¬ 
dividually and as a group with the 
group member falling off a wall. 

The biggest challenge came 
when Officer Kevin Mawn, a tres 
grand policeman, took a shot. The 
students managed to catch 
Mawn, but not for long, as they 
went tumbling to the ground. 

The next activity involved get¬ 
ting a tire up and over a tall pole 
without the tire touching the pole. 
The entire group had to par¬ 
ticipate and work together in 
order to accomplish the feat. 
Other tests were making a 
human knot and trying to escape, 
and getting the entire group over 
a 10-foot wall. The kids were fin¬ 


ding to their amazement that 
policemen were nice guys and not 
“Pigs.” 

During lunch, a few questions 
revealed that the kids had learn¬ 
ed, in student David Banks’ 
words, that “Police are people 
too.” 

“It was fun,” commented stu¬ 
dent Kim Small. “We really 
learned how to cooperate well in 
a group.” 

Kara Marshall added, “We 
think of police now, as not ‘cops’ 
but part of a group. It was a lot 
of fun and a heck of a lot better 
than school.” 

Cynthia Pasciuto and Jane 
Keith stated, “We learned to trust 
people; it was a constant 
challenge.” 

After lunch, the camp direc¬ 
tor gave a speech, stressing that 
policemen care and want to help. 
He gave several examples of 
time the police have proved to be 
good friends and how a uniform 
can throw us off.

Kraus related again his 
strong commitment toward maintaining 
the well-being of public education and his 
long-term goals in the area of tax reform.

"I don’t think that <the level of the 
raises > was the issue at all." said Groux. 
“I think the message from the Town 
Meeting members was: Tell us what’s 
going on. convince us the future is being 
planned for." 

Much of the debate surrounding the 
pay freeze at Town Meeting was not on 
the salary levels, but how the town would 
pay for a growing budget deficit 

Next year’s $2 million deficit will be 
covered by the town’s $4.(1 million in 
savings, but Town Meeting member 
Robert Frank, the main force behind the 
freeze, pointed out that the following 
year’s predicted $3 million deficit would 
be too much for the savings to handle. 

“I didn’t interpret the vote as anti¬ 
employee so much as a legitimate 
criticism of the leadership, and I’m 
including myself in that boat, for not 
appearing to have a long-range view of 
how the town of Winchester will deal 
with the effects of Proposition 2.5 on the 
budget." said Groux. 

One of the reasons behind the deficit 
is that the town’s expenses are growing 
at a rate of six percent, while Prop 2.5 
prevents the town’s tax levy from in¬ 
creasing by more than 2.5 percent an 
nually. 

"We have been dealing with 2.5 since 
day one." contined Groux. "On Dec. 4. 
1980, the day Proposition 2.5 took effect, 
on that very day we recommended to 
Town Meeting cutting the budget by 
nearly $700,000 to make sure that the 
fiscal year would close with a balanced 
budget. 

"I think we’ve kept the faith with the 
taxpayers who voted for Proposition 2.5. 
and I think we’re continuing to do that." 
added Groux. "But obviously, we’ve got 
to lay that out on paper, and look at a 
longer period of time." 

Groux said that to develop that long 
range view of the budget would take him 
about two months 

But Selectmen Chairman Edward 
O’Connell may not wait that long to bring 
back a new police contract to Town 
Meeting. 

"I can’t say that one has to precede 
the other." said O’Connell. "Supposing 
we reach a determination that the 
negotiations go very well. That may spur 
us to do something, even though the plan 
is not complete. 

"I’m not offering this as any sort of 
prediction, but something could be 
moved at Town Meeting if we came to 
believe we had a settlement that would 
fly although I’m not sure what Town 
Meeting’s mood is as to what it would 
consider a good settlement 

"Once we feel we’ve done a 
responsible job. and come up with a

settlement we can bring back to Town 
Meeting. I don’t feel there need be any 
delay in moving on that." concluded 
O’Connell. 

School Committee members, on the 
other hand, feel that Town Meeting 
wants to see the financial plan first, and 
then decide if the plan reveals a need for 
lower raises. 

"We are going back to the custodians 
again, notifying them of what has 
happened, and inviting them to return to 
the bargaining table." said School 
Committee Chairman Constance Papas. 

"I don’t think that (the TM vote) was 
an attempt necessarily to lower the 
settlement, though." added Papas. "My 
interpretation is that Town Meeting is 
looking for a plan that addresses the 
issue of how we’re going to pay for our 
contractual commitments within the 
constraints of the budget and Proposition 
2.5." 

Rodgers said that at least at the 
beginning of the new round of 
negotiations with the custodians, she and 
Assistant Supt Jack Fallon would 
simply explain to the custodians what 
the Town Meeting vote meant 

"I think the important thing at the 
moment is to make the custodians aware 
of what happened at Town Meeting." 
said Rodgers. "We certainly must sit 
down with the custodians’ bargaining 
unit, at least alert them to what hap¬ 
pened. and let them know we won’t have 
a good answer for awhile. " 

Neither Rodgers and Fallon for the 
School Committee, nor Alan Macdonald 
and Mark Lombardi for the selectmen, 
have sat down to the bargaining table 
yet. 

But town officials agree that when the 
renewed negotiations do begin, they will 
be radically different from past 
bargaining. 

"The Town Meeting vote certainly 
adds another very important dimension 
both sides have to deal with," com¬ 
mented Papas. "It will make the 
negotiations that much more complex." 

"The negotiations are going to be 
tough, obviously." said O’Connell. "I 
think the police force really does feel, as 
it said in last week’s article in The Star’ 
that they are being singled out. And 1 feel 
some sympathy for them. 

"There is something called wounded 
pride here," added O’Connell. "And I 
don’t know what the effect of that on 
their approach to the negotiations will 
be." 

Not only will the Town Meeting vote 
affect the police negotiations. O’Connell 
said, but "over the next year or so. 
everything will be colored by the per¬ 
sonnel article."

their Town Meeting members. 

"We just wanted people to take notice 
and realize that this was a protest against 
Town Meeting not appropriating our 
raises," said Police Association president 
Sgt. Francis Manzie. "We thought what 
they (Town Meeting members) did was 
very unfair and that’s why we didn’t 
march. 

Manzie said any anger generated by 
the absence of the police in the parade 
should be directed toward Town Meeting 
members — not at the policemen."The 
Town Meeting members are the townspeo¬ 
ple’s representatives and they made that 
vote (to freeze salaries) with the people 
in mind,” Manzie said. "If anyone was 
upset that we didn’t march in the parade, 
perhaps they should speak to their Town 
Meeting members. 

"We strongly feel the town hasn’t 
treated us fairly at all," he added. "Peo¬ 
ple say it wasn’t fair of us not lo march 
in the parade, but no one seems to care 
that the Town Meeting was not fair to us. 
We’ve been let down by Town Meeting and 
indirectly by the town." 

But neither the steady rain nor the ab¬ 
sent police force could dampen the 
significance of Memorial Day for the vets 
who participated in the parade. 

"It’s our day,” said James Michael 
Feeney of Woburn, a World War II 
veteran and former Winchester resident. 
"We came back and we’re lucky to be 
back but this day is for all veterans. We 
lost a lot of people in the war and this day 
is for all of them.’ 

"I’m here to honor my comrades who 
fell in battle," said Bolivar. "Each year 
the rank (of living veterans) gets fewer 
and fewer. We lost 17 vets since last year." 

The holiday was established before the 
Vietnam War was fought, hut the Vietnam 
veterans marching in or watching the 
parade Monday did not feel left out. But 
some of them had always felt that way. 

"Our war was unpopular, but they’re 
just coming around to recognizing Viet¬ 
nam Vets," said Daniel McGee, a Win¬ 
chester policeman working during the 
parade. "But I still think they’re 10 years 
too late. The other veterans got their 
popularity when they came home from the 
war and we didn’t. 

"But we lost a lot of friends too." he

"What incentive is there to do a good 
job if you’re not going to get a raise?" 
asked one. "Why pick on some groups 
this year? They should have waited until 
next year and frozen everyone’s 
salaries." 

(The major groups not covered hv the 
freeze — the teachers, firefighters.- 
clerical workers and DPW employees - 
are in the middle of their two-year 
contracts, which will come up for review 
next year.)

McGee walked over lo the bulletin 
board in front of Town Hall and pointed 
to the seven names of Winchester men 
who died during the Vietnam war. "Those 
were all my friends," he said “I knew 
every one of them." 

Dressed in camouflaged fatigues. Viet¬ 
nam veteran and former Winchester resi¬ 
dent Kevin Sullivan from Reading was 
pleased with what he perceived as a re¬ 
cent change of sentiment toward Vietnam 
veterans. 

"I think they’re starting to do a lot for 
Vietnam veterans," he said. "Things are 
really shaping up " 

"1 march every year to honor the dead 
and the friends I lost." he continued. "I 
haven't missed this parade in 13 years It s 
nice to pay your respects to the dead and 
I think this day means something special 
to every vet." 

Sullivan was also disappointed that for 
the first time in his parade-marching 
career, the policemen were not part ol the 
festivities. 

"I personally think they should have 
marched," he said. "It's (Memorial Day) 
to remember the dead. It has nothing to 
do with town business.’ 

Jane Haggerty, whose husband Paul is 
the caretaker of the veterans’ graves, 
said she was sad about the absence ol the 
policemen. "I wish they had come,” she 
said. "I miss them " 

Haggerty and the rest of the faithful 
parade participants will not have to worry 
about World War II veteran James Con¬ 
nelly of Mystic Valley pkwy. not showing 
up to march. 

"As long as I can march in the memory 
of my friends who did not come back. 1 
will."Connelly vowed. "They gave their 
lives to keep this country free.” 

Connelly said the absence of the police 
in the parade will not lie forgotten. "I think 
the town will think about it in the future 
and they will perceive it as a lack of 
respect, responsibility and courtesy to the 
town,” he said. 

Michael Saraco Jr. of Hemingway st. 
just shook his head when questioned about 
the police action. “I wouldn’t want to com¬ 
ment on that." he said. "It’s unfortunate 
the whole thing had to happen."

Sometimes mortgages 
are held by a number of in¬ 
dividuals in shares, rather 
than by one person or a 
financial institution This ar¬ 
rangement usually follows

Joseph Dilorio

When Joseph Dilorio arrived in Boston 
f»8 years ago at age 17. his hands were 
hardened from 10 years labor in the fig. 
grape and date groves in his native Torre 
LeNocelle in the province of Avellino in 
central Italy, near Naples 

He left school after the second grade 
to support his mother and sisters. 

So it was natural that Mr. Dilorio found 
his way to Russell’s truck farm in Win¬ 
chester - where at one time or another, 
every kid in Winchester seems to have 
worked. According to his son. John. Mr. 
Dilorio walked four miles a day to work 
for five cents an hour, while living with a 
cousin. Angelo Deminico. Later, he briefly 
worked for the old Beggs and Cobb 
Tannery. 

When he died of respiratory failure 
Saturday in Choate Memorial Hospital. 
Woburn, at age 85, Mr. Dilorio had been 
more than the landscape gardener to bet¬ 
ween 60 and 80 Winchester homeowners. 
The Washington st. resident was, to some, 
a part of the “family and to many other 
residents, the grandfather figure they call¬ 
ed “Peppi" whose simple, straight words 
rooted in the humble wisdom of a lifetime 
of toil - taught many the value of w'ork 

His son, John P. Dilorio of Andover, 
president of the Bank of Boston. Mid¬ 
dlesex in Burlington - where, naturally, his 
father was the landscape gardener - said 
his father “had no formal education but 
he thought it was the greatest thing in the 
world and was an educator himself to 
those he met.” 

John was graduated in 1956 from Dart¬ 
mouth and his brother. Joseph E. from the 
University of Dayton in 1958. Joseph is a 
mathematics teacher at McCall Junior 
High in Winchester and a Lowell resident. 

Mr. Dilorio learned English in night 
school before starting his landscaping 
business full-time in 1922. 

John Dilorio remembers the constant 
“pet sayings” his father gave to Win¬ 
chester kids, especially the refrain: “Do 
the best you can with what you’ve got. and 
that’s good enough." “He taught us all 
that hard work never killed anyone.” his 
son said. 

“From the time we were 6 or 7 on, we 


worked summers with him...when a lot of 
kids were playing ball. He had 65 people 
whose yards he took care of. and in the 
winter, we shoveled their snow." 

John Dilorio recalls the boys trying to 
keep up with their tireless dad. “We used 
to tease him, saying, ‘Dad we had only 
worked half a day today - only 12 hours.’ ” 

Mr. Dilorio opened his first savings 
account in 1917 with a 50-cents deposit in 
the Winchester Savings Bank. “He had 
been making 55 cents a day for an 11-hour 
day. and each week he put $2, maybe $8 
in the bank, and each month he sent the 
money back to Italy to his mother, Maria 
(Deminico) Dilorio. who died in 1931." 

Mr. Dilorio met Margaret Nuzzo 
through friends in Boston’s North End'and 
they were married in 19:12 in St. Leonard’s 
Church. Over the years, Mr. Dilorio 
became very knowledgeable on in¬ 
digenous plants and was often called on 
for advice by landscape architects. He 
also was a source of knowledge for various 
feed companies, including the John D. 
Lyon and Vaughn Cos., among others, 
family members said. 

Among his favorite customers, was his 
first - and one which became a second 
“family” to him - Gilbert Hood and Gilbert 
Hood Jr. of Winchester, vice president and 
treasurer of the Hood Milk Co. Mr. Dilorio 
frequently took care of the Hood children 
as well as their gardens. 

His son said that even at the end, in 
sickness, Mr. Dilorio was still "giving in¬ 
structions as to what flowers to plant, 
which shrubs to trim. He was still plugg¬ 
ing until the last." 

Mr. Dilorio was a charter member of 
the Winchester I^odge Sons of Italy No. 
1580 and also of the Circolo Torrese Club 
in Boston. 

Besides his wife and sons, he leaves six 
grandchildren. Mark S., Debra A . Joseph 
W., and John P. Jr., Linda M. and Lisa A. 
Dilorio. 

Funeral services were held from the 
Lane Funeral Home on June 1, followed 
by a funeral mass in St. Mary’s Church. 

Burial was in Wildwood Cemetery.

a five-year plan to balance the budget. 

The ticketing has been noticed, but 
reactions from affected residents have not 
necessarily been sympathetic toward the 
police. 

The selectmen have been receiving 
telephone calls from angry people inquir¬ 
ing and complaining about the sudden in¬ 
crease in ticketing. Comments from 
people at the Memorial Day parade also 
indicated a feeling of anger on the part of 
residents about the policemen’s reaction 
to Town Meeting’s decision to freeze the 
salaries of all town employees whose con¬ 
tracts expire June 30. 

“I have had conversations with people 
about the parking tickets," said Select¬ 
man Alan Macdonald. "I think they are 
angry that the police are expressing their 
displeasure with the Town Meeting action 
by taking it out on the residents of the 
community. 

Macdonald noted that the policemen 
could not be criticized for issuing tickets 
for valid parking violations, but it is lack 
of consistency which bothers him about 
the ticketing. 

“I’ve had people say to me that if they 
really were going to give out tickets for all 
those violations, they should to it all the 
time not just when they're upset," he 
said. “Then people would get the message 
not to park illegally. 

“But in the meantime, residents feel 
they’re being picked on liecause of the con¬ 
tract situation and that this is not normal 
ticketing practice," he added. 

Selectman Mark Lombardi had heard 
similar complaints from his constituents. 
Lombardi also noted that the police 
department could not be faulted for 
penalizing violators as long as it is done 
consistently. 

“The public is surprised that the police 
are enforcing overnight parking when that 
is usually only done during snow emergen¬ 
cies," he said. “I’m wondering if the 
police department should be commended, 
but it seems as if they are only ticketing 
because they are angry. 

The policemen claim Winchester 
residents have always received special, 
personalized treatment from their police 
department. Unlike the situation in 
Woburn and surrounding towns, they have 
always done extra services for their 
residents, they say, such as courtesy pro¬ 
viding information about dump hours and 
school closings and ignoring "petty” park¬ 
ing violations. The policemen now feel 
let down by the town and do not plan to 
continue to provide those "extras" which 
they feel were not appreciated. 

“We have always given excellent ser¬ 
vice to the town of Winchester and it’s 
very, very unfair to us that Town Meeting 
cut our raises,” Manzie said. “They put 
us in a hard situation. Do they now' expect 
us not to enforce the law. 

“People say. ‘Why take it out on us?’ 


and ‘It’s not fair,” Manzie continued. “But 
no one seems to care that Town Meeting 
was unfair to us, I can see their point, but 
we also have a point and it’s a valid one." 

The policemen’s “point" is that they 
negotiated with town officials for a con¬ 
tract and reached an agreement which 
provided for a 7 percent raise beginning 
July 1 and a 6 percent raise the following 
year. Also included in that contract was 
a $2.50 per hour raise for detail work 
which includes supervising an area w'hen 
construction is being done or an event is 
taking place which requires additional 
supervision. 

The policemen are angry their 
negotiated contract w'as turned down by 
people who were not involved in the pro¬ 
cess. They are especially angry that the 
same people who refused to approve the 
contract approved contracts last year for 
other town employees including 
firefighters and teachers. 

If the raises are granted later this year 
by a Special Town Meeting, provisions can 
be made for the police to receive pay 
retroactive to July 1. But there is no w'ay 
they can be reimbursed for the extra 
money they would have received doing 
detail work since those wages are paid by 
outside companies when a job is 
completed. 

Therefore the policemen feel they must 
take immediate measures such as their 
Memorial Day protest (see related story) 
to resolve the situation as quickly as 
possilble. 

After speaking with residents, 
however, Macdonald and Lombardi did 
not feel the policemen’s reaction will be 
beneficial to their cause.

Macdonald 
said. "Those two things just don’t go 
together." 

“I think the police department needs 
as many friends as they can get in this 
town and it doesn't seem to me that their 
actions are getting people on their side." 
Lombardi agreed. “I haven't heard 
anyone who got a ticket say they are go¬ 
ing to start hollering to their Town 
Meeting members to give the policemen 
their raises. If anything, it would Ik* just 
the opposite. So I don't think it’s working. " 

Both selectmen also said the Memorial 
Day protest would probably backfire on 
the policemen. And they both felt the 
policemen’s refusal to participate was 
wrong. 

The biggest thing that concerns me 
was their decision not to march," Lombar¬ 
di said. "The holiday is to honor veterans 
and when it comes to a point when so¬ 
meone doesn’t march because of dollars 
and cents it makes me ask. ‘Would those 
same people not fight to protect their 
country because they’re worried they 
won’t get paid enough money?’ 

“Whoever is advising them (police) is 
not giving them the right advice," Lom¬ 
bardi concluded. 

Manzie countered that his union’s 
refusal to march did not translate into a 
lack of respect for veterans or the holiday. 

“We observe Memorial Day in other 
ways besides marching," he said. “Most 
of us (policemen) are veterans and just 
because we don’t march as police officers 
doesn’t mean we’re not taking part in the

Memorial Day observance." 

Macdonald said he thought the goal of 
the Memorial Day protest was probably 
not achieved. 

“I don’t feel there is any link between 
marching in a Memorial Day parade and 
sending a message to Town Meeting 
members," Macdonald said. “Memorial 
Day is a very special day when we 
remember those people — particularly 
from Winchester - who gave their lives 
for their country and to skip participation 
in that day in order to send a message to 
Town Meeting members to me had no 
relevance. 

“I’m fully aware the police are unhap¬ 
py with the vote of Town Meeting, but I 
think those people who participate in the 
Memorial Day service were supporters of 
the police department’s position so their 
action was really a shot at their friends," 
said Macdonald. 

“So I think the message was 
misdirected," he added. “I didn’t notice 
very many town Meeting members along 
the parade route so I don’t believe very 
manv of them received the message." 

While they may not have personally 
witnessed the Memorial Day protest, it 
may soon be hard for Town Meeting 
members to miss the message of the 
police officers. Union officials are meeting 
this week to determine their next course 
of action. 

Whether or not increased ticketing will 
continue on an individual basis, become 
a union action or stop altogether remains 
to be seen. But it seems certain the 
policemen are planning to do more than 
just sit around and wait for the outcome 
of the pay freeze situation.

Freeze Meant 


Lower Raises, 
Give Us Plan

The May 19 Town Meeting vote to 
temporarily freeze the salaries of 155 
town employees has provoked mixed 
reactions of rage, frustration and em¬ 
pathy from the affected policemen, 
school custodians and people in 
managerial positions. 

But one emotion permeates the 
potpourri of reactions: one of confusion 
about interpreting the decision to freeze 
wages for all employees whose contracts 
expire June 30. Officials and employees 
are uncertain of the motive behind the 
refusal to approve 155 salaries until town 
officials develop a plan to balance the 
budget. 

The town officials holding the key to 
open the salary deadlock are unsure 
whether the freeze was a protest to the 7 
percent raises negotiated for policemen 
and school custodians or a message that 
Town Meeting will not approve any more 
raises until they know where the money 
will come from. 

Town Meeting members say the 
controversial decision was meant to lie a 
combination of both. 

Twenty Town Meeting members 
recently polled by The Star said they 


placed the salaries in limbo to send out 
two messages: Town employees can no 
longer receive 7 percent raises each year 
when the Proposition 2.5 tax limitation 
law makes it impossible for towns to 
increase their annual taxes by more than 
2.5 percent; and given the restraints of 
that tax-cutting measure, town officials 
had better start finding a way to fund the 
budget without primarily relying on 
savings. 

“It was a method to put some 
pressure upon town officials to see how 
this budget was going to be balanced in 
the next few years." said Town Meeting 
member James Skahan. “The only 
reason we’re not going into a red 
situation is because we’re using our 
savings. But they’re forecast to run out 
next year.” 

Most Town Meeting members in¬ 
terviewed by The Star said it is un¬ 
fortunate the policemen feel angry and 
hurt and they have been unfairly singled 
out and given the shall by the town. But 
most of those Town Meeting members 
also said the freeze was inevitable. 

“I ’.hink the policemen’s reactions are

Selectmen To Keep 
Hands Off In Cop 

Disability Case

A final attempt at an out-of-court set¬ 
tlement by a police lieutenant seeking in¬ 
jury compensation failed Monday. 

The courts will now decide whether 
Police Lt. John Frongillo will receive pay¬ 
ment for medical bills and compensation 
wages stemming from a back injury he 
suffered in May 1982. 

The 2fi-year police veteran has not 
received wages or medical payments 
since March 17, 1983, when his annual 
allotment of sick days ran out. Until then. 
Frongillo had been receiving sick pay. 

Frongillo recently filed a suit against 
the town in Middlesex Superior Court for 
failing to pay him worker’s compensation 
wages. Policemen and firemen who are in¬ 
jured on the job are entitled to worker’s 
compensation which is equivalent to their 


full salaries. There has been some con¬ 
troversy as to whether Frongillo was in¬ 
jured on the job. 

Monday night, Frongillo and his at¬ 
torney had hoped to settle the suit out of 
court by asking the selectmen to order the 
Town Manager to pay Frongillo compen¬ 
sation wages. 

“You have the right to place this man 
on line of duty pay and to pay his bills 
tonight," Attorney Augustus Camelio told 
the selectmen after presenting Frongillo’s 
case. "We come to you tonight because we 
have a man who does not wish to get the 
town involved in a long track of 
litigation." 

It appears that wish will not come true, 
however, as the selectmen chose to leave

To Face Education Inflation

II might have been more lilting lor 
some of Sunday’s Winchester High School 
graduates if their diplomas were rolled up 
with their student loan applications. 

For the approximately 81) percent o! 
those graduates who will go on to college, 
the two certificates go hand-in-hand. Both 
welcome them to the real world ol modern 
college costs. 

The college-bound grads will have to 
face total costs that average $10,000 to 
$12,500 this year in public out-of-state 
and private colleges and universities, 
and can reach as high as $ 5,000 to $(i,ooo 
even for public in state schools 

It’s likely that those costs will double 
by the time the WHS graduates finish 
their college education. College expenses 
in Massachusetts are today between (>7 
percent and 115 percent higher than they 
were five years ago. 

Although rising costs haven’t 
deterred students from applying to their 
preferred colleges, the expense has sent 
them scrambling after scholarship and 
loan applications And in some cases, the 
education inflation has kept them from 
attending their more expensive first 
choices. 

According to a Winchester Savings 
Bank (WSB) student loan represen¬ 
tative. the rush for applications has been 
a month ahead of schedule this year and 
the number of forms taken out so far 
points to a big increase in loan ap¬ 
plications over last year This, despite 
declining WHS student populations. 

When they are seeking those loans, 
students are also asking for greater 
amounts than they have in the past, 
according to financial aid offices at three- 
local universities, the WSB. and the 
Massachusetts Higher Education 
Assistance Corp. 

But e\en those larger amounts can’t 
cushion the impact of the rising college 
costs, according to those offices. Overall, 
students today are paying a higher 



percentage of their tuition, room and 
board and other expenses than they did 
in previous years. 

Even those students who are not 
applying for any form of financial aid 
this year worry that if the cost ol higher 
education continues to rise, they may 
have to apply in the future. 

The cost of attending a college or 
university includes much more than the 
actual tuition. Room and board, books 
and supplies, health insurance, and fees 
for student unions, special activities, and 
some facilities and courses can easily 
increase the cost of attending an in¬ 
stitution by several thousand dollars 
over the tuition. 

The tuition for a freshman entering 
Northeastern University in Boston this 
coming fall, for example, is a little over 
$5,700. but the estimated cost ol actual 
attendance is over Sio.ooo. not including 
books and supplies. At Tufts University 
in Medford the jump is from a tuition of 
slightly over $8,500 to an actual cost of 
close to $13,000 


College-bound

There are some alternatives, such as 
in state public colleges and universities. 
The University ol Massachusetts at 
Amherst estimates all costs for its in¬ 
coming students, including books and 
supplies, as $4,343. The tuition alone is 
$1,129 for Massachusetts residents. 

The University of Lowell and 
Southeastern Massachusetts University 
have tuitions of just under $1000 for in¬ 
state students entering this fall, while 
Massachusetts community and state 
colleges boast tuitions as low as $034 for 
state residents 

However, although many other 
communities are reporting increases in 
the number of students attending the less 
expensive Massachusetts state colleges 
and universities. Winchester students 
haye not reflected that change so far 
Kids are still crazy about the private 
four-year institutions." said Winchester 
High School Guidance Dept, head Tony 
DeBiase 

“From what 1 hear from my 
colleagues in colleges and in other 


communities, there is a trend toward 
state colleges and universities; that’s not 
happening in Winchester to any 
significant degree." said DeBiase. 

In fact, says DeBiase, the opposite 
change seems to have occurred with 
respect to the two institutions with the 
highest draw for Winchester students. 
UMass Amherst and Northeastern 

“From what my secretary told me 
i about the figures she has established so 
far). Northeastern has beaten UMass 
Amherst, usually UMass is first and 
Northeastern is number two." said 
DeBiase. He suggests the change might 
be due to increased interest in Nor 
theastern's cooperative education 
program and the fact that it is within 
commuting distance of Winchester, as 
both factors could save students some 
money. 

Others feel that Winchester students 
may simply he able to weather the 
tuition increases a few years longer than 
students in neighboring communities 
because of the town's generally higher 
income level. 

One student who considered Nor¬ 
theastern says that if the university has 
a special appeal in terms ol saving 
money, that appeal is in the co-op 
program and not in its proximity for 
commuting. 

“The reason I’m not going there is 
because I can't afford to go there I m 
going to Fitchburg State < College» where 
I can get the same education for a lot less 
money, i My parents and I • talked about 
my going and living at home, then we got 
into the cost of commuting and having to 
pay for parking and the hassle of it," 
said Marilyn Mueller of Ridgefield rd . a 
1983 WHS graduate 

“1 think a lot of < Northeastern's 
appeal) is the co-op program because a 
lot of the kids 1 know who are going there 
are going to live there.’ she said

The Winchester Police Dept. Union 
does not plan on keeping a low profile un¬ 
til u special Town Meeting is called this 
summer to discuss police salary raises. 

Hut the 40-member Police Assn, has no 
more protests planned either The union 
members believe their refusal to march 
in the Memorial Day parade made the 
town aware that they were angry that 
Town Meeting froze their salaries until 
town officials develop a plan to balance 
the budget. 

Now the police hope to let everybody 


know why they are angry To do that, they 
w ill have a booth at Town Day manned by 
non-uniformed. off-duty officers who will 
be answering questions and giving out 
information. 

“We will set up a booth to show the 
positive aspects of the Winchester Police 
Dept.," said Police Assn. Pres. Francis 
Manzie. "We want to make the people 
aware of what the Winchester Police Dept, 
is all about. We ll tell them whatever they 
would like to know." 

Manzie is certain he has enough 
evidence to convince people his union 
members deserve the 7.5 percent raise 


they negotiated and agreed upon with 
town officials. 

“On Town Day. I will have information 
showing that, when compared with liisur 
rounding towns including Arlington. 
Woburn, Medford and Concord, we make 
less money than about 13 ol them." Man 
zie said. "We don't feel we are overpaid 
at all.

The Dept, of Public Works iDPVV) is 
considering plans to prevent vandalism 
near the town reservoir in the Fells. 
Town Manager Thomas Groux told the 
selectmen Monday that the DPW might 
place a fence across the road running 
between the North and South Reservoirs. 

The DPW began investigating in¬ 
stalling a fence entrance to the Fells 
after a pick-up truck was driven into the 
reservoir two weeks ago. The owner of 


the truck was charged w ith trespassing 
“It must be a sliding fence because other 
trucks have to get through there." Groux 
said. 

The DPW is considering building 
another fence to prevent a repeal of a 
different vandalism incident which 
occurred last week. Five million gallons 
of water spilled from the reservoir after 
someone removed a panel from the 
spillway.

comes in but we lost $2.50 per hour which 
we can never get back," Manzie said 
"That money is not retroactive 

Manzie said although his union does not 
have any more protests on the agenda, he 
can not say whether the increased number 
of parking tickets will continue to be 
issued. The number of parking tickets 
issued nearly tripled the week after the 
freeze, police officials estimated 
privately. 

“There might be some things people 
are or are not doing through their own con¬ 
science. but that is all voluntary and is up 
to whatever their consciences dictate." 
Manzie said. 

The Memorial Day protest and the in¬ 
creased ticketing has provoked reactions 
from regret to anger from Town Meeting 
members. Most of 20 members interview¬ 
ed by The Star called it "unfortunate" that 
hepoli cemen felt unfairly singled out in 
die pay freeze decision 


But some Town Meeting members had 
stronger reactions. 

"I thought it was a little bit childish 
that they should pout and take it out on 
us." sail! Town Meeting member Clarence 
Horggaard. "But all town employees 
should be reminded that we don’t work for 
them. As taxpayers, they work for us 
“As far as my obligation is concerned 
as a Town Meeting member. I represent 
the taxpayer and not the public 
employees," he added. “I am down there 
to represent the tax payers." 

And some Town Meeting members 
who chose to remain anonymous felt the 
protests would only hurt the policemen’s 
hope of getting their raises 

"They should not bite the hand that 
feeds them." one member said. 

Hut the policemen do not fool they have 
a choice. 

“We feel the hand that feeds us is try¬ 
ing to starve us." Manzie said

I.D. Of Memorial Parade 
Color Guard Incorrect

The Color Guard in the Winchester 
Memorial Day parade was indentified 
incorrectly last week. The Melrose VFW 
marched in the front of Winchester’s 
parade as the color guard. 

The Winchester Police Dept, usually 
marches as the color guard but had 
refused to march in the parade this year. 
The refusal was a protest of the recent 
Town Meeting decision to freeze their 
salaries until town officials develop a 
plan to balance the budget. 


The Board of Selectmen were quite 
surprised Monday morning when they 
could not find any traces of parking 
meters downtown. 

The selectmen had voted last week to 
remove the meter heads but said they 
did not think the poles would also be 
removed. 

I thought we voted to remove only the 
parking meter heads.” Selectman Mark 
Lombardi said Monday. “Then I find the 
poles are removed too and the holes 
filled up.” 

“Where did the money for that come 
from?” he asked. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux told 
the selectmen that after the heads were 
removed, the chiefs of the police and the 
public works departments declared the 
headless poles unsale. 

“Given the size of the poles, (DPW 
Director) Dorn Serratore and (Police) 
Chief McHugh thought the poles would 
pose a hazard.” Groux said. “So to make 
them safe, they were removed. They 
were sawed down at street level and the 
holes were filled with sand.” 

That situation provoked mixed 
reactions from the selectmen. “That 
means if we decided to put the heads 
back on we would have to go to big

Medford police union President 
Dana Moriarty said he supported the 
Winchester policemen’s refusal to 
participate in the parade and would 
never have participated in Winchester’s 
parade.

Of Students Win Scholarships 


The Winchester Scholarship Foun¬ 
dation has awarded scholarships totaling 
$39,516 to 36 Winchester students as 
initial aid to assist them in pursuing 
higher education. 

The awards were awarded to 33 
graduates from the Winchester High 
School Class of 1983, to one 1983 graduate 
of the Northeast Metropolitan Regional 
Vocational School, and to two graduates 
from the Winchester High School Class 
of 1982 who are just beginning their 
higher education.

Latin Students Honored For Test 


Seventy-two Winchester High School 
Latin students were recently honored at 
a reception for their outstanding perfor¬ 
mance in the 1983 National Latin Exam. 
The exam was administered to students 
on a volunteer basis in each of the three 
levels of Latin at the high school. 

Each level exam, consisting of 40 
multiple-choice questions, is based on 
reading comprehension, grammar, 
mythology, history, and derivatives. More 
than 38,000 Latin students throughout the 
country took the exam.

Emerson’s

I’ve been reading some of the 
works of Ralph Waldo Emerson 
lately. 

He was a wonderful old nine¬ 
teenth-century character, the 
father of Transcendentalism, one 
of the original American 
idealists. 

He lived right in Concord, as 
everybody knows. You can drive 
by his house today and all but see 
him strolling the garden path¬ 
ways, with his thin face and high 
forehead, with that funny expres¬ 
sion. both mild and pensive, that 
he wore in every picture anyone 
ever took or painted or sketched 
of him. 

He looks, in those pictures, 
like Jesus would have looked had 
he arrived 1800 years later, and' 
as a New England Yankee. 

The analogy isn’t far off, in 
fact. Because in his own way, 
Emerson was a kind of messiah. 
He spoke of redeeming the young 
American culture from the bon¬ 
dage of European standards and 
ideas. He spoke of ushering in a 
new way — of altering life 
radically and tuning in to its shin¬ 
ing truths — all by means of a 
close observation of the natural 
world. 

To him, there were all sorts of 
clues to the secrets of the cosmos 
just lying about, hidden and yet 
apparent, written in the hiero¬ 
glyphics of brooks and streams, 
and in the dreamy migrations of 


Sereni ty — 

Concord’s bird population. 

His writing is inspiring. He 
was a remarkable person. I 
wouldn't be reading so much of 
his stuff if I didn’t think so. 

Some of the most quotable 
quotes in all our literature come 
from Emerson, like the one about 
a foolish consistency being the 
hobgoblin of little minds, for 
example. He said that. 

He also said, “The day is his 
who works in it with serenity and 
great aims.” 

He had oodles of serenity, 
Emerson did, serenity by the bar¬ 
relful. He probably had it shipped 
in weekly to that fine old house — 
delivered, by horse and buggy 
perhaps, by burly Irish immi¬ 
grants living in Cambridgeport. 

Serenity came easy to this 
great man. He spent a lot of time 
in his study, you see. 

He never did work a steady 
job. Oh, he lectured some and 
travelled about a bit to do that. 
But mostly he lounged around 
amongst his bookshelves, or took 
long leisurely walks down on the 
piece of land he owned at Walden 
Pond. 

He read philosophy and scrib¬ 
bled elevated thoughts down in 
his notebook. 

He was a pretty solitary guy, 
the way I see it. Serene, but 
solitary. 

That serenity he prized so as 
the key to well-being probably

wouldn’t be maintained if he 
weren’t so solitary. I imagine 
serenity heads for the door pretty 
quickly once you start mixing 
yourself up with the problems of 
messy humanity. 

Emerson said as much, in 
fact: “The doctrine of hatred 
must be preached, as the 
counteraction of the doctrine of 
love, when that pules and whines. 
I shun father and mother and 
wife and brother when my genius 
calls me. . . .” 

His genius called him a lot, of 
course. And those folks he men¬ 
tioned, the wives and brothers 
and all, I think they got shunned 
pretty regularly when the call 
came through. 

I suppose he loved his family 
as much as the next man, though 
he did make his wife change her 
name so it would have a more 
classical ring to it; though he did 
remark when his little boy died 
how interesting it was that he felt 
no sadness. 

I find myself wondering what 
it was like for that family, what 
it was like for his wife especially. 
I bet she resented that study of 
his; I bet she wished he’d pad out 
in his carpet-slippers occasional¬ 
ly and shoot the breeze with her 
while she planned the meals or 
trimmed the wicks. 

... I started reading Emer¬ 
son when I was around 12, and I 
expect to be reading him still 
when I’m 90.

Today 

A lot of what he writes is sim¬ 
ple and lovely and true. It’s also 
pretty lofty. You feel, as you skim 
through his thoughts, that you’re 
up in the clouds with him, far far 
above the world of human 
emotion. 

You feel pretty serene your¬ 
self, is how you feel. I like that. 
Serene is a nice way to feel. Only 
it isn’t really real somehow. 

For most of us, serenity 
doesn’t make a very frequent ap¬ 
pearance on the daily menu. Am¬ 
bivalence does, sure. Confusion 
and noisy chaos too. But sereni¬ 
ty? It’s as rare as lobsters in 
Iowa. 

It isn’t native to the soil of the 
average human heart. It has to be 
trucked in and it’s expensive to 
import. I have a feeling some¬ 
body else had to pay through the 
nose to keep Mr. Emerson sup¬ 
plied with it. 

Which isn’t to say that he 
didn’t make good use of all that 
serenity. He passes in on to his 
readers, after all. 

He had a wonderful mind. And 
his candle burned bright. 

It’s just that I think other peo¬ 
ple always got stuck trimming his 
wicks for him.

Royall House Open House Set 


The members of the Koyall Mouse 
Assn, would like to invite all residents to 
a free open house at The Isaac Royall 
House at the intersection of Main and 
George st. in Medford. The showing will 
be Sunday. June 12 from 2 to 4 p.m. 

The Isaac Royall House, one of the 
oldest houses in America, is a choice ex 
ample of Geoigian architecture. The 
history of the distinguished landmark 
dates back to 1631 when the General Court 
granted Gov. John Winthrop 600 acres of 
land on which he built a brick farmhouse 


with a broad view of the Mystic River. 
Beginning in 1677. the house passed into 
the hands of the Lidgett family and was 
later owned by Lt Gov. John Usher of 
New Hampshire. 

Col. Isaac Royall bought the far¬ 
mhouse in 1732 and converted and expand¬ 
ed it into the elegant mansion it is today. 
The Royall Assn, dedicated to the preset- 
vation of the home, received a windfall 
from the Frederick Bridge Collection of 
Winchester about 20 years ago and was 
able to furnish the entire mansion with 


priceless antiques. A few choice pieces of 
Queen Anne were donated by the 
Shephard Brooks family 

The mansion has enjoyed much 
popularity from the time the battle of 
Hunker liill was planned at the home to 
a 1974 write-up in Home and Gardens 
magazine where one of the rooms was 
listed as one of the great American rooms. 

The Royall Assn is anxious to share 
the splendor of the home with Winchester 
residents and their friends Children under 
12 must be accompanied by an adult.

Middlesex League tennis coaches, take 
heed. The secret of the Sachemette tennis 
team’s success is ice cream sundaes. 

The chocolate-coated confections have 
propelled the Sachemettes to the top of the 
Middlesex League, and, as of this week, 
to the Eastern Massachusetts 
championship. 

Coach Roseann Innes has been train¬ 
ing her charges on a steady diet of sun¬ 
daes, treating the Sachemette raqueteers 
to an ice cream delight each time they won 
a big match. 

At this point in the season, Innes must 
have lost track of the sundaes she's pur¬ 
chased - the Sachemettes went 14-0 in the 
regular season, beat arch-rival Lexington 
three times, and on Tuesday captured the 
EMass crown with a all-too-close victory 
over Lineoln-Sudbury, 3-2.

It’s a good thing that the Sachemettes 
had their ice cream cake after the Lineoln- 
Sudbury match, because the contest itself 
was n^ piece of cake. 

The finals were the only time in the 
tournament — the only time this season

ly challenged. 

They pummelled their opponents by 5-0 
scores in both the quarterfinals, against 
Wellesley, and the semifinals, against 
Lexington.

understandable and regrettable.” said 
Town Meeting member Otto Schaefer. “I 
hope they'll come to realize that nothing 
was done on anybody 's part as a result of 
dissatisfaction with their services or a 
feeling that they’re overpaid compared 
w ith other town employees 

Despite the fact that other town 
employees received 7 percent raises last 
year, it does not look like the policemen 
will receive the full 7.5 percent raise they 
had negotiated for with the town in April. 

Six and seven percent raises for 
Winchester town employees may now' be 
a thing of the past. 

“Unfortunately, you can’t negotiate a 
6 or 7 percent raise when you have 
Proposition 2.5 limiting your revenues 
and only a 4 percent inflation rate” said 
Town Meeting member John Cheever. 
“It’s unfortunate they (police) took this 
personally because I’m sure the Town 
Meeting will do something to give them 
an increase at a Special Town Meeting 
this summer but they had better go 
back to the bargaining table for a 
smaller increase. 

The policemen claim statements like 
that are made out of context with the 
history of their salaries. 

Patrolmen’s Association President 
Francis Manzie noted that the town had 
elected officials who are supposed to 
negotiate w-ith his 40-member union. 
Those towm officials thought the 7.5 
percent raise was fair, he said. 

“They are very, very good ad¬ 
versaries to bargain with and they did 
not feel they were giving away the keys 
to the town.” Manzie said. “Both of us 
did not w'alk away from the bargaining 
table thinking we had gotten the greatest 
deal in the world, but it was a com¬ 
promise both sides were willing to settle 
for.” 

Manzie said that although he wanted 
a 7.5 raise during a time when the cost of 
living increase is only 4 percent, there 
were several instances in the past when 
his union members accepted a raise that 
was lower than the cost of living in¬ 
crease.

"It seems to me that you can’t have it 
both ways.” Manzie said. “In 1972. they 
didn’t want to give us a raise although 
the rest of the town got 3 percent. The 
people we bargain with are aware of our 
bargaining history so they are more 
qualified than Town Meeting members 
are as far as deciding what is fair or 
not.” 

But Town Meeting members were 
fighting against that very lack of 
knowledge May 19 when they ordered 
town officials to give them financial 
information. 

“This is the first time that the town 
has not been provided with any useful 
information on the wages.” said Town 
Meeting member Michael Connolly. 
“This information used to be provided 
for us and we now have paid help who 
have not given us any useful information 
at all. So in my mind the message was 
clear to the town management to give us 
information. 

“How can we agree to a 7.5 percent 
raise for this year and a 6.5 percent raise 
for the next year if we don’t know where 
the money will come from.” he con¬ 
tinued. “After all, wages account for 60 
to 70 percent of the budget. ” 

“The Town Meeting was very con¬ 
cerned that spending was out of line.” 
said Town Meeting member Gay Ken¬ 
ney. “We wanted to send out a very clear 
message to the people who prepared the 
budget that the increases had to be 
halted somewhere and that we want a 
plan to keep the town fiscally solvent 
within the confines of proposition 2.5. 

“I hope it will become clear to the 
police that we are not picking on them 
but that the nature of the wage 
negotiations is that different groups 
come up for their contracts at different 
years and if we gave the policemen a 
raise this year and the firemen got cut 
next year, then they would say it’s not 
fair. 

“It’s impossible to be fair,” she 
concluded.

“The Board of Selectmen will remain 
on the sidelines for this case,” said Select¬ 
men Chairman Edward F. O’Connell 
following an executive session held after 
Frongillo and his attorney had stated their 
case.

“Lt. Frongillo has gone through the 
Retirement Board and his appeal has been 
filed with the state and we arc not going 
to superimpose ourselves when there is 
already a process for that,” O’Connell 
added. 

Last March, Frongillo applied to the 
Retirement Board for a disability pension. 
When the request was denied, Frongillo 
appealed his case to the state Contributory 
Retirement Appeals Board (CRAB) which 
has not yet ruled on the matter. 

“We felt he did not prove to us that he 
was totally disabled from a work-related 
injury,” Retirement Board member Paul 
Amico said. “The police chief did not ap¬ 
prove of him getting the worker’s compen¬ 
sation because he felt he was not injured 
in the line of duty.” 


With the Screening Committee s 
membership revealed, the School Com¬ 
mittee quickly moved on to discuss how 
those members were going to know what 
kind of a superintendent the town, and the 
School Committee, want. 

“We have to determine, in the long run 
and the short run, . . . what we believe 
the community wants,” said School Com¬ 
mittee member Roger Bauman.

Frongillo was injured May 20 when he 
was hit by a car in back of the police sta¬ 
tion, according to police reports.

“The veto authority is not the appoin¬ 
ting authority so I disagree with you 
there,” O’Connell said. 

Camelio warned the selectmen that if 
the matter was not settled by the board, 
it would run into an expensive legal battle. 

"Mr. Frongillo loves this town and he

to see where it (the review > would 
go." 

Similarly, he maintains that 
the romantic image attached to 
wine connoisseuring is false. 
“The problem is that people think 
that there’s some kind of mystery 
to wine, that there’s a kind of 
magic — which is untrue," he 
says. 

He believes that becoming 
familiar with wine just takes time 
and concentration, and anyone 
can do it. In fact, points out Elia, 
“people have no idea how in¬ 
telligent they can be about wine." 
He adds that it takes some time 
to develop a palate, but the main 
ingredients are simply concen¬ 
tration and practice in comparing 
the various aromas, colors and 
tastes of different wines. 

What one needs to do, he says, 
is “banish the pretension and 
mystique surrounding wine that 
has developed and simply enjoy 
it.’’ In reference he cites wine 
master Baron de Rothschild who 
similarly claims “there’s too 
much humbug about wine" and

College. After realizing that wine 
was a “fundamental facet" of the 
Victorian literature in which he 
was specializing, he began to ex¬ 
periment on his own and con¬ 
tinued right through the 60s. 

Eventually he found himself 
typing up lists of his wine pur¬ 
chases and sending them to 
friends who requested recom¬ 
mendations. Soon he was receiv¬ 
ing subscriptions which led to his 
printing up of a four-page black 
and white leaflet. 

For the last four years, 
however, this “four-page thing" 
has taken the shape of a 32-36 
page, full-fledged review with 
color pages and 15 contributing 
writers including two of the 
world’s 108 wine masters, along 
with a circulation of 15,000. 

Most recently, Dr. Elia has 
been describing and selling off 
wine for the annual Channel 2 
auction that is going on this week. 

This success, however, he at¬ 
tributes mainly to chance. “It’s 
only because I didn’t know what 
I was doing that I succeeded. If I 
had planned it, I would have 
failed. I just fell into it. I wanted

John C. Wells, professor of German at 
Tufts University until his recent 
retirement, has been awarded emeritus 
status, enabling him to remain on the 
Tufts faculty. The Mystic Valley pkway. 
resident, a Tufts faculty member for 9(> 
years, was named professor emeritus for 
his long-term contributions and service 
to the Tufts community, and in 
recognition of excellence in his field 

Wells first came to Tufts in 1947. and 
has proved himself an industrious and 
singularly important presence. His 
major career work, the “Dictionary of 
Old High German Glosses." which took 
decades to complete, is a work his field 
has needed since the turn of the century 
A mark of its reception is the fact that 
the prestigious Max Planck Institute, a 
research institute in Munich. Germany, 
requested his painstakingly constructed 
data base for their archives 

An analysis of this dictionary reveals 
much that is Wells, according to 
Christiane Zehl Romero, acting chair¬ 
man of the German department. "The 
scope of his vision, and less obviously, 
perhaps his gentleness and generosity" 
are reflected in the fact that the name of 
the deceased Taylor Starck. who started 
the dictionary, still stands after the title 
of the work, “which in its present design 
and scope is virtually entirely Wells." 
she says. 

Wells is also a pioneer in the use of 
computer technology in the humanities 
He used computer generated con¬ 
cordances in structuring the dictionary, 
without which the dictionary may have 
been impossible to complete in his 
lifetime His vision and foresight proved

FACTS 


Price is uppermost in the 
minds of most potential 
home buyers. It's usually 
the starting point in the 
search for a place to live. 
So the home-hunter tries to 
find out "what homes are 
selling for," and starts dig¬ 
ging for figures and statis¬ 
tics. They're not hard to 
find, and the prices that he 
often comes up with (from 
newspapers and maga¬ 
zines) is the median price. 

Be careful of that figure! 
Sure, it gives a rough idea 
of home costs, but that’s 
about all. It's a composite 
price referring to a home 


that theoretically doesn't 
exist. Furthermore, one 
must bear in mind that the 
median price is often a na¬ 
tional index covering the 
whole country. Home prices 
differ considerably in dif¬ 
ferent parts of the country. 
Even we are surprised by 
the wide variances! 
Generally speaking, prices 
may be higher in metropol¬ 
itan areas, and lower in 
small towns and rural 
areas. BUT . . . there are 
still wide variances within 
those areas. This means 
that a home on one edge of 
a metropolitan area might 
be less — maybe thou¬ 
sands of dollars less — 
than a home on another 
edge! So don’t be discour¬ 
aged by a bald median 
figure — look behind it!

that “the only thing to do with 
wine is to open it up and drink it.” 
Comments Elia, “If the best can 
say this, the rest of us can surely 
follow-.” 

Dr. Elia got started by follow¬ 
ing up on an interest in literature 
and reading wine journals as well 
as “hanging around wine stores.” 
The “Quarterly Review of 
Wines” now allows him to expand 
his literary interests and at the 
same time extend his role as a 
teacher by educating his readers. 

As he says, he’s not just out to 
list wines or become a wine mer¬ 
chant. His main concern is with 
the quality of writing he publishes 
and his purpose is to create the 
very best magazine as possible 
that suits both those well-versed 
in wine and those not versed at 
all. 

But even though his publica¬ 
tion revolves around wine and 
critiques of it, he states that, “I 
don’t know nearly enough about 
wine as I should.” After all, he 
says, “the number of wines are 
countless and one can’t possibly 
know all there is to know about 
them.” 

Studying wine, he continues, is 
a “lesson in humility; the more 
you know, the less you know.” 
The reason, he explains, is that 
unlike beer and brands of soda 
where a basic recipe is followed, 
wines vary from year to year due 
to the effect changing climates 
have on the grapes harvested. 

Some of the very fine vintages 
he notes are of the years 1975, ‘70, 
’66, ’61, ’59, ’58, ’47, and ’45. And 
although it has yet to be bottled, 
Elia highly recommends the 1982 
vintage which should be on the 
market by 1984. 

Naturally, price differs accor¬ 
ding to wine and maker, but this 
should not discourage anyone 
who enjoys wine from buying it 
and developing his taste further, 
says Elia. Table wines are cheap 
and it is very hard to buy a bad 
bottle of wine today because of 
the perfection of vinification pro¬ 
cesses around the world. 

Besides, wine in moderation 
can be very good for you. This is 
suggested in the spring issue of 
“Quarterly” where some of the 
results of the fifth Medical Con¬ 
ference on Wine where doctors 
from the University of California 


Medical Center said that, “There 
are beneficial effects of alcohol in 
controlling diseases of the heart 
and blood vessels and moderate 
drinking of wine is a boon to nutrb 
tion” since the “natural tannins 
in red wine are thought to be an 
aid to relieve indigestion.” 

Elia’s job as a connoisseur is 
to determine which wines com¬ 
plement the different courses of 
a meal best. Although cham¬ 
pagne goes pretty well with 
everything, Elia asserts that cer¬ 
tain wines, either white or red, 
Burgundy or Bordeaux, comple¬ 
ment a specific food more aptly. 
But this knowledge, he says, 
comes from experience, and, he 
concedes, there’s no 
‘hard and and fast rule” when 
making a selection. 

“A beginner,” he cautions, 
“may at first be taken in by the 
sweeter wines, but will inevitably 
go to dries and eventually return 
to a sweet of which Chateaux 
Yquem, a great white Bordeaux, 
is the best. 

Elia encourages everyone to 
take the time to sample more 
wine, but especially women. 
“Wine connoisseuring is an un¬ 
tapped world for many women 
(Of the 108 masters, only 12 are 
women.), and it’s a shame since 
they are infinitely better at detec¬ 
ting the aroma, and bouquet of 
wine.” 

Personally, Elia’s major 
worry is that his interest in wine 
may get in the way of his career 
as a professor of English. 
Therefore he can’t really 
speculate on the future. His 
magazine may die or may con¬ 
tinue, he’s not sure. But for the 
meantime, he will continue 
writing, editing, and publishing 
the “Quarterly Review of Wines” 
as well as writing his own Vic¬ 
torian essays, contributing to the 
magazine “Antiques,” and mak¬ 
ing himself available for 
charitable wine tastings. 

He keeps himself busy, but, as 
he explains, the time involved is 
not a problem since “you don’t 
have to make time for the things 
you want and love doing.” 

For the rest of us, Elia 
guarantees that if we give it a 
chance and refuse to be over¬ 
powered by the elitist image that 
has arisen, “Wine wi! 1 you.”

Most Winchester students seem to be 
turning to the less expensive state in¬ 
stitutions only if they are unable to got 
the financial aid they need to attend 
other colleges and universities. 

Many students who. like Mueller, 
have had to choose a less expensive 
second or third choice originally hoped to 
receive all or part of a financial aid 
package "We did apply for financial aid 
and I'm applying for student loans, but 
our financial aid didn’t come through.” 
said Mueller. 

Each college or university can 
usually award three types of assistance: 
an outright grant or scholarship, a 
Direct Student Loan backed by the 
federal government, or work-study 


through which the student is able to earn 
money and gain experience. 

While funds are not unlimited, of¬ 
ficials at many area colleges and 
universities say they do have resources 
available. 

‘‘One of the first things that happens 
is students come in and expect to hear 
bad news and it’s not as bad as they 
would figure. Many students don’t apply 
because they think they're not eligible. 
Don’t panic and think there isn’t 
anything; there's quite a bit.” said Les 
Shelton. Assistant Director of Financial 
Aid at Northeastern. 

Grant Curtis. Dean of Financial Aid 
at Tufts, says that although the amount 
of financial aid funds he has available 


has increased, it has not been able to 
keep up with the costs of attending the 
university and students are having to 
pay for more of their own educations. 

‘‘What we’re seeing are more people 
who need considerably more when 
they’re in college.” he said. ‘‘Were 
asking students to borrow more and 
work more.” 

Most students take on summer jobs 
and some have been saving towards 
college for several years. 

Mueller says she has been con¬ 
sciously saving for her education for five 
or six years. “I didn’t work 
during the year but I did work during the 
summer and about three-fourths of my 
money went into the bank,” she said. 


‘‘When we were little my parents started 
us each a savings account and put in 
birthday money and Christmas money 
I’ve taken some out in the past for 
(things other than college), but never a 
lot.” 

In addition to saving in advance, 
students and parents can get assistance 
through federal loan programs. 

The student loans most commonly 
applied for are Guaranteed Student 
Loans or HELP loans through which 
students may borrow up to $2,500 a year 
for a total of no more than $12,500. The 
interest is paid by the federal govern¬ 
ment while the student is in school and 
the borrower is allowed up to 10 years 
after graduation to repay the loan.

The most widely used loan to parents 
is the PLUS federal loan program. 
Parents can borrow up to $3,000 a year to 
a total of $13,000 for each child. Although 
borrowers must begin paying interest on 
a PLUS loan within 60 days of taking out 
the loan, the current rate is only 12 
percent and parents have several years 
during which to absolve their debt. 

Last year the Winchester Savings 
Bank alone gave out 379 Guaranteed 
Students Loans amounting to a total of 
$969,028. By April of this year they had 
already received 43 applications for a 
total of $103,223. despite the fact that the 
spring is usually a fairly slow period. 

"Usually the first quarter is the light 
time of the year — so far it’s been fairly 
heavy.” said Michael Scanlon, Student 
Loan Representative for the bank. "(The 
amount we give out has) increased every 
year and it looks like it's been increased 
again. This year I would expect it to hit a 
million (dollars)." 

In addition, assistance providers say 
that this year students are asking for the 
full amount allowed when they apply for 
loans. 

"When the Guaranteed Student Loan 
program first started it didn’t look like 
people were asking for the full amount.” 
said Scanlon. "Last year the majority 
did; this year I did 30 applications and I 
think only one did not ask for the full 
amount.” 

Many people are beginning to worry 
about the heavy debts which students are 
taking upon themselves. 

"What I’m really worried about is the 
level of indebtedness,” said Les Shelton, 
Assistant Director of Financial Aid at 
Northeastern University. "We’re seeing 


students with $10,000 to $12,000 down the 
pike and that’s tough. That worries me.” 

The Winchester Scholarship Foun¬ 
dation, which was established in 1943, is 
aimed at reducing some of those debts. 

"Our main goal is to relieve some of 
the heavy burden that some students 
take upon themselves in the form of 
loans, work and work-study programs." 
said Berta Swanson, chairman of the 
foundation’s Scholarship Committee. 

Swanson says the number of ap¬ 
plications received each year is in¬ 
creasing while at the same time the 
foundation is having to reduce the 
number of scholarships it hands out, due 
to decreasing funds and the need to in¬ 
crease the amount of individual 
scholarships. 

"We go from $200 up to $2,600." said 
Swanson. "Two years ago $200 to $300 
was a big help; today we're giving much 
larger scholarships . . . the smaller ones 
were useless in some instances.” 

If a student or family has tried all of 
the common forms of financial aid and 
still needs more funds, there are private 
tuition companies through which people 
can take out loans according to DeBaise. 

But. he said, “people are not expected 
to mortgage their houses, sell their cars, 
or sell their kids into slavery (to pay 
their children’s tuitions) ” 

So far. most Winchester students 
seem to have been able to find means of 
financing even the more expensive 
public out-of-state and private colleges 
and universities. 

But unless the trend of ever- 
increasing college costs turns around, it 
may be inevitable that Winchester, too. 
will feel the squeeze of education in¬ 
flation.

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Hospital Softly Slapped 
For Sunday A.M. Noise 


By SUSAN SCIINECK 

An early Sunday morning racket from 
Winchester Hospital construction workers 
prompted the selectmen to administer a 
public slap on the wrist to the hospital 
president Monday. But the neighbors 
yanked from their sleep at 5 a m. on June 
5 by blaring noises said a full-fledged 
spanking would be more in order. Or at 
least a fine. 

The selectmen had called hospital 
President Jack Hunter to their weekly 
meeting to publicly condemn the violation 
of peace and make certain the incident 
would not be repeated. 

Although Hunter acknowledged the 
early morning work with a compressor 
was “poor judgment” and insisted it 
would not happen again, the five angry 
neighbors present at the Monday meeting 
were not satisfied. 

The neighbors objected to both the 
tenor of the public scolding and the lack 
of punishment. Selectmen Chairman Ed¬ 
ward O’Connell told Hunter that although 


the hospital has conducted itself well in the 
past, the behavior on the morning of June 
5 was reprehensible. 

“We think the neighbors were 
maltreated and inconvenienced,” O’Con¬ 
nell told Hunter. “I feel like I’m playing 
the role of a loving parent who occasional¬ 
ly has to tell a son or daughter that what 
you did was not nice and you can't use the 
car. 

“So while we are not blinded to the fact 
that Winchester Hospital is a wonderful in¬ 
stitution. I feel no pangs about telling you. 
Jack, that you goofed two weeks ago.” 
O’Connell continued, smiling. “The Sun¬ 
day sabbath peace of the neighbors was 
disturbed at an ungodly hour. And we cer¬ 
tainly do not want anything ungodly going 
on during the Sabbath." 

“We don’t expect perfection from 
anyone, but please hold it down and don’t 
do it to the neighbors again,” he 
concluded. 

The neighbors, however, expected the 
hospital would receive more than an 


amiable tongue-lashing from the select¬ 
men. “This jovial mood emanating from 
you does not sit well with us,” Elizabeth 
McNeill of Fairmount st. told O’Connell. 
“We who have had to live through that 
noise find the joviality quite offensive. 

“The noise up there is horrendous 
everyday,” she continued. “God forbid we 
should want to sleep after 7 a.m. We don’t 
feel like loving children.” 

The neighbors wanted the selectmen to 
fine the hospital for violating regulations 
restricting early morning construction 
and Sunday operations without a special 
permit. 

“W f e would be fined if we did that," 
claimed Elizabeth Henriques of Orient st. 

But O’Connell felt the public condem¬ 
nation of behavior was a fitting punish¬ 
ment and said he did not want to make an 
example of the one incident. O’Connell 
also noted that while it would be easier for 
him to be “less jovial.” it was not his style

To find out what school staffers, 
students, parents and townspeople want 
in a new superintendent of schools, the 
School Committee and the Superintendent 
Screening Committee will hold a series of 
meetings this week. 

From the views expressed at those 
meetings, the School Committee will 
establish the criteria for choosing the new 
superintendent. 

“By these criteria, the Screening Com¬ 
mittee will evaluate each and every ap¬ 
plication,” noted School Committee 
Chairman Constance Papas. 

“I’d like these meetings to be very in¬ 
formal, so people can feel comfortable 
making their views known.” added Papas. 

Papas noted that although not every 
School Commmitteee and Screening Com¬ 
mittee member can be present for every 
meeting, “It is important for each School 
Committee member to be present at at 
least one of the meetings, so we can have 


unanimous agreement as to how we will 
proceed.” 

The Screening Committee will begin its 
own series of meetings this week, as it 
meets with School Committee members 
tonight at 7 at the Town Hall. 

The first of the meetings to get sugges¬ 
tions on what kind of a new superintendent 
should be chosen will lx? held today. 

That meeting, with the school staff, will 
be held at 3 p in. at the Lynch School of¬ 
fices of the school administration.

ting superintendent who was not 
interested in taking on the job 
permanently. 

“I felt it was important that the acting 
superintendent not be a candidate for the 
job,” said MacDonald.

Woman Escapes In Winchester 
From Rockport Attackers

Police are looking for two men who 
they believe assaulted a 19-year-old 
South Boston woman in Rockport Sunday 
and then drove her to Winchester Center 
where she escaped from the car 

The woman refused medical treat¬ 
ment for minor injuries received when 
she was struck in the face and legs. 

“She said she was pushed around and 
grabbed in the wrong places," recalled 
Officer Eric Benson who discovered the 
distraught woman in Winchester Sunday 
evening. “She told us right away that she 
wasn’t raped but said she had come close 
to it. She was very concerned that she 
would’ve been raped if she had not 
escaped. 

“Basically, it was an indecent assault 
and battery.” he added 

Benson said he was driving through 
Winchester Center when a woman tried 
to catch his attention. “She was waving 
her arms at me so I pulled over to the 
side of the road,” he said. “She was 
obviously upset and she was crying so I 
took her to the police station." 

At the station. Benson said he and 
other policemen tried to comfort the 
woman and find out what happened to

her. 

“She told us that she and her 
boyfriend were riding his motorcycle in 
Lynn when they got into an argument." 
Benson said. “The boyfriend left the 
area and the woman said she began 
walking and attempting to reach her 
boyfriend by telephone." 

The woman told police that she 
became weary so she accepted a ride 
from tw'o men in a car who said they 


would drive her home, Benson con¬ 
tinued. One of the men is described as 18 
years old and short with longish, brown 
curly hair. The other suspect is 
described as a tall, 20-year-old man with 
medium-length, dark brown hair. 

Instead of driving her home, the 
woman told police she was taken to 
Rockport where suspects went swim- 
ming in a quarry. Afterward, she told 
police they assaulted her both physically 
and verbally. 

The woman told police that she 
repeatedly asked to be driven home and 
the men agreed. They all then went back 
into the car. Once inside the car 
however, the woman said she was again 
assaulted. 

The car was driven to Winchester 
Center as the men said they wanted to 
visit a friend in Winchester, the woman 
told police. At that point, the woman 
escaped from the car. While she was 
fleeing from the vehicle, the woman said 
she lost the contents of her pocket book 

“Many times in a sexual assault 
incident, the people will drive the victim 
to another town and leave her there," 
Benson said. “But this is Rockport ’s 
case. Our job was to get the information 
and forward it to them. ”

Town Paves The Way For New 


Bicycle Path 


By SKAN SMITH 

After two years of resistance from a 
group of unhappy residents the way is 
now clear for Winchester's second hike 
path, and by the end of the summer 
cycling enthusiasts may well be able to 
pedal all the way into Woburn. 

The Board of Selectmen gave the 
long-delayed project their approval 
Monday night by a vote of :t to 2 The 
project will now go to the Conservation 
Commission, which will calculate fur¬ 
ther specifications on the route and seek 
bids for its construction Department of 
Public Works Director Dominic 
Serratore said that the path could he 
ready by the first week of August 

But several residents part of a 
group which has been battling the 
proposed route since 1981 predicted 
that the path would invite noisy 
motorcyclists, raucous teenagers, 
vandals and other criminals 

The bike path project was started 
four years ago. when Town Meeting 
approved it by a vote of l()l-l Under the 
plan, the state would split construction 
costs with the town after the path had 
been built. The path would run northwest 
from Skillings rd. near the high school 
(where the present hike path runs In . 
past the Department of Public Works 
building on Horn Brook Pond rd.. along 


Sylvester ave and through the Lynch 
Junior High School property into 
Woburn, once in Woburn, it would join 
another path, providing a link to the 
downtown area. 

Selectmen added a provision to their 
resolution approving the project that 
would enable Town Meeting to close the 
path it it voted to do so. In addition, the 
path will only be open during the day. 
would have a gate on it at night, and 
would he off-limits to all motor vehicles. 

These provisions were added in 
deference to a group of residents living 
in the area the path would cut through. 
The residents, who are mainly from the 
Sylvester ave.-Horn Pond Brook rd - 
Middlesex st area, rose up in arms when 
construction started near them two 
years ago Selectmen put the project on 
hold, and froze the funds Town Meeting 
had appropriated. 

But last month. Town Meeting gave 
the selectmen an ultimatum: either send 
the project forward or rescind it entirely. 

Chairman ISdward O’Connell took 
note ol Town Meeting’s message as the 
selectmen took up the matter Monday 
night 

It’s time for us to bite the bullet.” he 
said "Town Meeting has told us to get on 
with it This is the last time we’ll have 
this issue before us unresolved ” 


Partisans on both sides showed up at 
the meeting 

Those who were against constructing 
the path said that if the route were 
opened, it would lead to noise, vandalism 
and perhaps other types of crime. 

Althea Burgess of Sylvester ave. 
predicted that the path would attract 
motorcycle riders who would upset the 
quiet atmosphere in the neighborhood. 

’There are already motorcycles 
coming through the section cleared by 
the DPW at the Lynch School.” she said. 
"They’ll just come barreling through the 
area." 

Chuck Peabody, also of Sylvester 
ave.. said that mopeds and minibikes 
would also make use of the path. 

"It will draw in all these small, 
unlicensed motor bikes.” he said. 

Town Engineer Jake Ciarcia ad¬ 
mitted it would be very difficult to keep 
out the motorbikes, but said that poles 
would be planted along the path at 
certain distances, to discourage riders 
from speeding through. 

But the major concern of the bike 
route opponents is that the path would 
increase the threat of break-ins and 
robberies. 

John Giuliani of Middlesex rd. said 
that there had been "21 robberies in an 
18-month period in that area.” and a bike 
route would make matters worse. 

"The path will give ’em another 
getaway." he said "It’ll bring in a lot of 
strangers, and there’s a lot of people 
living there alone who might become 
victims." 

Warren Bolivar of Middlesex st. said 
he was concerned that the path would 
merely provide a "hang-out" for 
teenagers, where they would drink, 
smoke, and be loud. 

"No one in their right mind is going to 
go down there and tell them to shut up. 
especially not at 2 in the morning." he 
said. "It won’t be any better in the 
winter, either. I’ve seen kids out there in 
all kinds of weather. You might as well 
build them a clubhouse so they can keep 
out of the rain." 

Bolivar added that the neighborhood 
was just not right for a path to go 
through. 

"We re working men. We like a nice 
quiet place to come home to after work." 
he said. "You’ve also got people there 
who are too old. and have been there too 
long to move to a quieter place." 

O’Connell, however, said that the bike 
path would not cause crime. On the 
contrary, he said, it would probably help 
to reduce it.

"If you’ve had those robberies 
without a bike path. I don’t see what 
further harm it would do." he said, 
referring to Giuliani’s statement It 
seems to me that you’d be opening up the 
area, making it more of a public place, 
where criminals are not apt to go 
because it would be full of people " 

Albert Muggia of Dartmouth st 
agreed with O’Connell, and said that 
motorcyclists would not be as attracted 
to the path as one might think. 

"If you’re on a motorcycle, you want 
to be on a street, not a path." he said. 
"You can get more speed and more noise 
if you open it up on a street." 

Other supporters of the path said it 
would be a benefit for families, exer¬ 
cisers and nature lovers of all ages 

"I think there’s a safety factor, too." 
said Pat Wells of Madison ave. "You 
might have young people who have 
summer jobs in Woburn, and have no 
way to go except by bicycle. This will 
make it safer for them 

"I understand what the neighbors are 
saying, and I'm alarmed, but a path 
would be really good for parents and 
their children to go on a nice Sunday 
morning." said Judy Manzo of Main st 
"This town would love a path." 

Marjorie Moore, chairwoman of the 
Bike Path Committee which had 
originally studied the proposed route and 


recommended it to selectmen said 
that the path would provide better access 
to park lands, and would be a good inter 
community link between Winchester and 
Woburn 

"I can tell you that in Woburn they’re 
just waiting for Winchester bikes." she 
said 

Selectman Alan Macdonald 
recommended that, in order to prevent 
the problems predicted by the path 
abutters, the route should be closed after 
sundown, and that gates be put at either 
end so that the route could be shut oil al 
that time He also suggested that a fine be 
given to anyone operating a motorized 
vehicle a car. motorcycle, a moped, a 
minibike or any other sort of engine- 
powered vehicle on the path 

Macdonald's final recommendation 
was that if there were any problems that 
lasted over a "reasonable" period of lime, 
the selectmen could close off the path 
completely if directed by Town Meeting. 

Macdonald noted that, if they so 
desired, residents could petition for a 
Special Town Meeting, and have a further 
opportunity to air their views 

"Obviously, some residents do not 
feel there has been sufficient discussion 
on this matter." he said. "They feel they 
haven’t had an opportunity to really put 
forth their opinions. This says that we 
will go ahead, but we will strictly 


regulate the situation, and if it comes to 
it. we'll close it down " 

O’Connell echoed Macdonald’s 
sentiments, and assured the residents 
that "we won’t sell you down the river 
"We re legitimately concerned about 
the residents' worries." he said "If this 
path turns out to be a detriment, we will 
close il down " 

However, selectman Michael Saraco 
who voted against the project along 
with Mark Lombardi was skeptical 
about how much good the regulations 
would do 

"We can't police what we have now . 
he said "This will just make it harder 
Sure, you can put up a gate, and post a 
sign or two saying this path is off-limits 
to motorbikes. But signs don't mean 
beans." 

But O’Connell called it a "good, 
comprehensive motion." and reiterated 
that the selectmen will watch things wry 
carefully 

"We re not so naive to think we won't 
have some problems." he said 

One of the path abutters said upon 
leaving that he would make sure 
selectmen would hear about any 
problem 

"If I'm woken up by a roaring 
motorcycle some morning." said An 
drew Capone of Linden st.. "you can bet 
I’m going to call the selectmen "

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Town Hall Listed On National 


Register Of Historic Places 


The Massachusetts Historical Commis¬ 
sion has recently informed the Board of 
Specimen and the Winchester Historical 
commission that the Winchester Town 
Hall has Been accepted by the National 
Park Service, Department of the Interior, 
mf listing in the National Register of 
Historic Places. 

'.A National Register nomination of 
the Town Hall provides several benefits 
for the town. 

This listing protected the building from 
adverse effect by any federally financed, 
licenses, or assisted undertaking. In other 
u ai ds, if there were to be a new highway 
planned for the town and it was to run 
rifcht through the Town Hall, the building 
would he protected from such a project. 

The listing also makes the building 
eligible to apply for 50 percent matching 
grants in-aid for historic preservation 
funds from the National Park Service and 
the state Historical Commission for ap¬ 
propriate treatment and maintenance of 
this significant structure. 

Built in 1887 by the architectural firm 
el Rand and Taylor, the building originally 
included the offices of the public library, 
the historical society, and the police lock¬ 
up.

New German Porcelain Business Growing Slowly 
But Surely With Strong, Sharp Ingredients

II burning desire and extreme dedica¬ 
tion are the ingredients needed to cook up 
a successful business, then Judy Gilke’s 
new venture is destined for prosperity. 

Last week, the < )ak st. resident moved 
her slowly growing German porcelain 
business from her home to a store at 62 
Mass. ave. in Lexington. 

Since Gilke began selling porcelain 
giftware. cuckoo clocks and bathroom fix¬ 
tures last January, she has devoted vir¬ 
tually every waking moment to her 
business. 

"I’m working practically 24 hours a 
day. but it's gotten to the point where I 
really love it." the 30-year-old en¬ 
trepreneur exclaimed. I believe in the 
business so 1 just want to keep going. No 
matter how hard it gets." 

Gilke’s first taste of the business world 
last January was not sweet. She and her 
new husband Gerhard, a German native, 
had just returned from a year long slay 
in Germany. Armed with a supply of 
porcelain wares selected from Bavaria, 
the two decided to try their luck in the 
business world Success came slowly, but 
surely and eventually Gerhard was able 
to pursue his career with an electronics 
company while Judy continued to build up 
the company. 

She learned about the business world 
through trial and error."We started the

company in January which we soon learn¬ 
ed is the worst time to start a business 
because it's right after Christmas and no 
one is buying anything,” Gilke said. "I 
didn't know anything when we started so 
I learned everything the hard way. And 
I'm still learning." 

Gilke, a Winchester native, met her 
husband through a mutual friend. At the 
time, the then Judy Giacalone was a 
secretary and Gerhard was in the United 
States as a technical engineer to train with 
the Compugraphic company. They had no 
idea at the time that they would be open¬ 
ing a business in the near future. 

Shortly after they were married June 
20. 1981, the couple moved to Germany. 
"We didn’t know where we wanted to live, 
here or in Germany, so we thought we’d 
try both." Gilke said. “We decided we like 
both places equally, but we don’t yet know 
what to do about that." 

While in Bavaria, the Gilkes visited 
porcelain showrooms since the major ones 
are located there. "I was buying a few 
things and I bought things I thought were 


Kosehthals and were surprised to find out 
they were Royals," Gilke said. "So 1 went 
to the Royal showroom and picked out 
things to bring back with us here." 

"At first we started picking out things 
from our tastes and then we tried to pick 
out things that suited the tastes ot our 
customers." she continued. "One of our 
first customers took a decoration off one 
vase and put it one another and now that's 
our best seller." 

When the business was operating out 
of the Gilkes’ home, the couple decided it 


would be more profitable for them to hire 
someone to set appointments so that Jud\ 
would have more time to spend on the 
road selling. 

"That was a good idea because we can 
get more coverage when I'm out more and 
then the business will do better." Gilke 
said. 

Although Gilke would not give up her 
business for anything, she did admit that 
it wasn’t always fun. "It's very scary to 
have your own business." she confessed 
"And every month or so it can get you 
down if you're not getting any appoint¬ 
ments. but most of the time I'm happy. 

"I find it very challenging." she add¬ 
ed." Although l don't have weekends off 
I don't know what I would do with the free 
time because I can’t lie around thinking 
about all the things I have to do.

Mike Schoenegge and Matt Behnke 
answered the questions with such 
adeptness, they propelled their school 
into an eleventh place tie in New 
England in the annual contest 

That is probably more than their 
parents could do 

“The lest is really a killer, and to 
show the parents how much of a killer, 
we took the toughest questions from the 
last five years and dared the parents to do 
what their kids did,” explained the Lincoln 
pupils' teacher. Katherine Currier. 

“You could hear the parents' 
breathing they were working so hard." 


she added. “And only one of them got all 
the answers right.” 

The five Lincoln Schoolers said they, 
like their parents, had to work awfully 
hard on the test. But. they added, that was 
the point ot the test. 

It's not really fun unless there’s 
pressure." said MacArlhur “Pressure 
can be fun." added Hamilton. “If the test 
was really easy, there would be no 
purpose " 


The pupils noted that although it was 
a mathematics tests, the questions were 
more logic problems than math 
questions. 

“They were testing logic more than 
mathematical ability." explained 
Magnusson. 

Currier noted that her students had to 
use logic to solve many of the problems, 
since those questions dealt with “con¬ 
cepts the students have not been 


taught.' 

They have been taught, however, to 
enjoy deciphering mathematical riddles 
even though some of the students, like 
Schoenegge. admitted they “didn't like 
math before they came to this class."

Winchester and one of the few intact ear 
ly 19th century farms in the Boston area, 
comprises a main house and ancillary 
buildings arranged within a well- 
preserved 19th century agrarian 
landscape. 

The farmhouse, buillt in 1828 by Asa 
Locke, exhibits a conservative federal 
period design typical of such buildings 
throughout New England, with later 
Greek Revival and Colonial Revival 
Modifications. It replaced an earlier 18th 
Century house erected by the Wright fami¬ 
ly who were among the first settlers in 
Winchester 

Philemon Wright, the last of that fami¬ 
ly to own the property, went on to become 
extremely active in the settlement of Ot¬ 
tawa, Canada. 

By the early 20th century, the farm was 
one of the many in the area which 


operated as a market garden supplying 
Boston residents with fresh produce and 
fruit. However, unlike others in the vicini¬ 
ty. this one has remained in active 
agricultural use up to the present time. 

The farm, near St. Eulalia Church, is 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. Curtis Hamilton. 

The National Register of Historic 
Places is the federal government’s list of 
important buildings, sites, structures, and 
objects, as well as districts, which are 
worthy of preservation and recognition. 
The benefits of National Register listing 
are threefold, it recognizes that the in¬ 
dividual properties and districts are im¬ 
portant to the history of the community, 
state, or nation , it allows the owners of 
income-producing properties certain 
federal tax incentives for renovation; and 
it provides limited protection from 
adverse effects by federally assisted 
projects.

Speakers Address Health Care Concerns At 
Meeting Of Friends Of Winchester Hospital 


The Annual Meeting of the Friends of 
Winchester Hospital was held recently at 
the Crawford Memorial Methodist Church 
in Winchester. Hospitality Chairman Mrs. 
Alexander Karnella, with the help of her 
committee, arranged the delicious lun¬ 
cheon with lovely floral decorations. 

After an informative business meeting 
led by president. Nancy Hunter, the 
featured speaker was Neil L. Chayet, at¬ 
torney with Warner and Stackpole. 
Boston, and a well-known radio personali¬ 
ty speaking on “Something’s Wrong With 


The System.” 

Chayet identified areas of concern fac¬ 
ing the health care industry, paying par¬ 
ticular attention to the area of spiraling 
costs. He felt some dangers are facing the 
hospital today where the state care 
systems have costs rising fast, and 
everybody blaming those rising costs on 
the wrong persons. 

It isn’t the doctors we should blame, he 
said, it was the regulations and regulators 
and the system of third-party payments 
that suck up the medical insurance 


premiums we all pay so that less than 50 
percent of the money invested actually 
winds up in the “front lines” of patient 
care. 

Malpractice is another area where 
costs are skyrocketing, Chayet said 
because in many cases insurance com¬ 
panies hire lawyers paid by the hour to de¬ 
fend suits brought by lawyers who get a 
third of the settlement. In such cases the 
insurance companies will tend to prolong 
cases, even though the cases may con¬ 
clude with large settlements in favor of the 


parties bringing the suit The proliferation 
ol malpractice suits, Chayet said, is a 
gathering storm and the scapegoats are 
often all the hospitals and doctors. 

Better public relations are needed for 
the consumer to be aware of these pro¬ 
blems in the health care delivery systems 
and also in the crisis area ol malpractice. 
“The health business should never have 
been allowed to become the insurance 
business," Chayet concluded, adding that 
concerned individuals should make their 
views known in the legislature

In Times Of Stress, Visit Faraway Places

An important trick to learn in 
life is how to transport yourself 
nleiitallv out of unpleasant 
•filiations. 

1 used to work on perfecting 
:lps trick waiting, as a school kid, 
'«)} tin* bus to come. As everyone 
{flows, most bus-stops are sha¬ 
ded in clammy, wind-blown car¬ 
ders of the earth, and this 
particular bus-stop was noexcep- 
ion I’d stand there, in a deep 
pec/.c. in a steady drizzle, in a 
iiowling gale, scrawny knee-sox 
three or four inches shy of the 
nark, leaving a square foot or so 
of . kin red and raw. exposed to 
die arctic elements. The wind 
would whistle; the river would 
!'low a foul breath into my face; 
id the bus would always be late. 

It was then that I learned 
ooul the trick. 

I'd close my eyes and simply 
; 'o ject myself to a certain chor¬ 
tled locale. The lake we swam in 
cry summer comes to mind as 
special favorite. I'd imagine 
111 yself bisecting those still blue 
waters with the morning’s first 
dive. I’d remember how astonish- 
ng it always felt, how magical, to 
leave the dry land-world behind 
and enter a fishier realm. I'd 
remember the cool water on sun- 
warmed skin; the sense of 
weightlessness, the thrilling 
realization that movement was 
truly three-dimensional here in 
this glassy domain. ... I can see 
it. all now. I can all but get there 
just thinking about that place. 


It's a handy thing to have in 
your pocket, this ability to play 
lloudini and slip the chains of 
time and place. It’s a convenient 
trick to know about. 

You can use it in the super¬ 
market when you haven’t both¬ 
ered to get yourself a carriage 
(after all. you needed just a cou¬ 
ple of things). But then there you 
are. standing with a gallon of 
milk, two watermelons and a bag 
of charcoal in your arms — and 
12 people in line ahead of you. 

You can use it nicely during 
August rush-hours when you’re 
stuck in traffic and your air- 
conditioner's on the blink. 

You can use it in those long 
and ghastly moments when the 
dentist skewers the delicate 
tissues of your gumline with his 
foot-long needle, slowly, slowly 
injecting you with the drug that 
will eventually bring the blessed 
numbness. 

I, personally, have found it 
handy during labor and delivery. 

There are countless situations 
in our daily lives from which it’s 
useful to make an escape, if only 
an escape of the imagination. 

The time a mental field trip 
served me best will perhaps do as 
a final example. 

Again, the time was rush hour 
— unpleasantries abound at this 
time of day, it seems — and I was 
making my way through the cat¬ 
acombs of the Boston subway 
system. I found the very last seat 
in a crowded car. Settling into it, 
I went into the recommended 


Transit Trance, eyes unfocused 
and cast demurely down, mus¬ 
cles flexed enough for ready ac¬ 
tion, but relaxed enough to 
accommodate the train’s sway¬ 
ing and screaming high-speed 
waddle. 

Gangs of people crushed on to 
the car at the next stop, and 
greater gangs yet at the stop 
after that. A half-dozen of them 
hung from straps and bars direct¬ 
ly over my head, their knees to 
my knees, their upper bodies in¬ 
ches from my face. In time, 
amidst this intimate crush, I 
came to realize that my lap was 
getting wet. Can it be raining in 
here? I thought. Does the train 
roof leak? Of course not; we were 
under the ground, after all, and 
midway through a summer 
drought. 

With great trepidation, I stole 
a glance upward. A bum in full 
flower stood above me, either a 
drunk or a junkie, there was no 
determining. He’d fallen asleep 
as he hung from his strap and his 
mouth gaped open. He was drool¬ 
ing, is what he was doing, relent¬ 
lessly and in terrible slow- motion. 
The man was drooling on me. 

Getting up was out of the ques¬ 
tion. We were travelling at 90 
miles an hour, it seemed, and 
where would I go even if I could 
pull myself to a standing posi¬ 
tion? I was trapped by a solid 
wall of humid humanity. 

My trick of the imagination 
was all that saved me that day. It 
saved me from an early farewell 


to my sanity. 

Someone remarked to me re¬ 
cently that I speak frequently 
about baths and showers in my 
writing; the person wondered if I 
wasn't rather obsessed. Lady 
Macbeth-style, with the topic of 
cleanliness. Thinking back now 
on this subway experience, I 
guess I am very likely the victim 
of such an obsession. Even as I 
write, I begin to sense again the 
steady drip of foreign saliva on 
my lap. 

A dent in an otherwise ser¬ 
viceable psyche then? Perhaps. 
But were it not for that dandy 
trick, learned early, of visiting 
faraway places in times of stress, 
I'd have cracked up long ago. I’d 
be writing this with my toes, 
arms wrapped lovingly about me 
in a strait-jacket. Or I'd be so¬ 
meone who wore plastic sheeting 
around over my clothes, a kind of 
grown-up version of the Boy in 
the Plastic Bubble, to ward off 
the slings and arrows of 
outrageous droolers. 

Or I’d even by one myself by 
now, a drooler, riding the subway 
day and night, foaming at the 
mouth and seeking, always seek¬ 
ing, vengeance against a world 
rife with unpleasant situations.

GAY RIGHTS (H 1628): The 
House gave initial approval 79-71, 
to a bill making it unlawful to 
discriminate in job hiring on the 
basis of sexual preference. 

Supporters, citing cases of 
discrimination, argued the bill 
will protect gays and give them 
the same rights everyone else has 
in job hiring. 

Opponents said the bill goes 
too far and condones gays and 
their lifestyle. Some said the bill 
is not necessary because there 
are few examples of discrimina¬ 
tion against gays. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it. 

Rep. Saltmarsh voted no. 

RIGHT TO KNOW (S 2058): 
Senate approved 31-2, the con¬ 
troversial “right to know” bill re¬ 
quiring employers to label toxic 
chemicals in the workplace to to 
disclose to employees and area 
residents the chemical names 
and potential health hazards ol 
toxic materials on the premises. 
The measure also requires cities 
and towns to keep for 40 years a 
list of workers in their individual 


communities who have been ex¬ 
posed to any harmful substances. 

Supporters argued the bill is 
pro-worker and pro-consumer 
and allows the workers and the 
community to have a knowledge 
of the substances and dangers 
with which they deal. 

Opponents said the bill went 
too far and is another layer of 
bureaucracy that will hurt small 
as well as large businesses.

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Lynch Students Gain Insight 
Into Lives Of Handicapped

The fifth and sixth graders of Lynch 
School just finished a unit on Special 
Needs, learning about the handicapped. 

They took their science and social 
studies periods and a lot of other time to 
learn about Special Needs. 

The teachers. Maura Albert, Cathy 
Sheridan, and Mike Marino, thought it 
would be a good idea to study Special 
Needs so the students would know what it 
is like to have a handicap, how to treat 
handicapped people, and know how the 
person feels. 

During the Special Needs unit they did 
a lot of activities. Every day before 
language class, Albert would* read a 
chapter from “They Wouldn’t Quit," a 
book that tells about many famous han¬ 
dicapped people who didn’t waste their 
lives. The students also had to read a book 
on a handicappead person and then write 
a report on it. The students kept journals 
to write down the information they 
learned. 

They teamed up with a partner or 
worked alone to form a poster about one 
particular handicap or handicaps in 
general. Continental Cablevision came 
over to film some events. 

Some people come in to speak about 
what they have to do with handicaps. 

Rhoda Robinson came in to speak 
about mentally retarded children. She 
teaches mentally retarded children.

Joe Weiss from the Massachusetts 
Commission for the Blind came to speak 
about his handicap of being partially 
blind. 

Anthony Ponti, a sixth grade student in 
the Lincoln School, is totally blind. He 
came to speak about that. 

The last one was Nils Jorgensen, a stu¬ 
dent at Northeastern University. He is a 
wheelchair athlete and holds the world’s 
record for the 100, 200, and 1,500 yard 


dashes for people in wheelchairs. 

Everybody had a chance to try being 
handicapped. They got to use one or more 
of the following things: crutches, 
wheelchair, leg brace, arm brace, sling, 
blindfold, eye patch, walker, cane, or put 
tape over their mouth. 

After the unit was over, four students 
went to teach the learning disabled 
children in Mrs. Greenquist’s Primary 
L.D. classroom a little bit of what they 
learned. The four students were Colleen 
Raymond, Jason Barnes, Nichole Robin¬ 
son, and Christina Tringale. 

They showed them some of the posters 
they did and gave the L.D. students an 
assignment to do themselves. Then the 
learning disabaled got to try some equip¬ 
ment also. They enjoyed it very much. 

The students learned a lot from study¬ 
ing Special Needs. When asked what they 
learned, students answered that they 
would now know how to treat handicapped 
people. They also said that they would 
know how it is to have a handicap and bet¬ 
ter understand the person’s feelilngs. 

The fifth and sixth graders learned 
what their teachers had hoped they would 
learn.

The Winchester Chapter. A lerican 
Red Cross of Massachusetts B. \ toda> 
launched an emergency disaster cam¬ 
paign for contributions- n. .-c.^ury to eon 
tinue assisting victims 61 natural disasters 
nationwide. 

As summer approaches with its high 
potential lor major storms and hur¬ 
ricanes. the Red Cross is appealing to the 
public for funds. Without support lor its 
$12.7 million goal, the Red Cross financial 
resources cannot meet the existing or an¬ 
ticipated disaster relief needs. The Win¬ 
chester Red Cross has a goal of $1,300 as 
its share of the nationwide campaign. 

“This is a crisis situation.” according 
to Manning C. Morrill, chairman of the 
Hoard of Directors of the Winchester Red 
(“ross. ‘We are depending on the generosi¬ 
ty of local residents to help their fellow 
Americans. It is unfortunate that the 
disaster relief budget has been exhausted 
just at a time when the potential demands 
are the greatest on Red Cross.” 

During the first in months of this fiscal 


year, the American Red Cross spent more 
than $33 million on lood. clothing, tem¬ 
porary shelter, occupational and medical 
supplies, and other necessities of life for 
over one million victims of disasters in the 
United States.

Morrill recalled that the Red 
Cross spent nearly $2 million to help 5,-1(H) 
families recover from the Great Blizzard 
of 15)78 and. more recently, some $88,000 
to assist residents of Lynn who were 
displaced by the general alarm lire which 
hit that community in November of 15)81. 

"Now it is our turn to help the 
thousands of people across the country 
who helped us in our time ol need." he 
said.

Nationally, out of every dollar spent on 
Red Cross disaster aid.

laid-off Muraco Principal Richard Young. 

Young will be laid off at the end of this 
school year as a result of the closing of the 
Mystic School, which left the school 
system with six elementary principals for 
five elementary schools. Young, like any 
laid-off school staff member, would be 
placed on a recall list. 

In response to a question from a 
Muraco parent, MacDonald said that it 
would be “hard to predict” whom he 
would recommend as the Ambrose prin¬ 
cipal on June 28. 

“I suggest it could still be possible that 
we would RIF an elementary school prin¬ 
cipal,” said MacDonald, using the educa¬ 
tion slang of RIF (reduction in force) for 
laid off. “But 1 would also suggest that any 
RIFed principal would be on a recall list 
— a logical place to look for an acting 
principal.”

Are Winchester Schools At Risk? 


Educators Say 
Emphatic ‘No’ 


Our educational foundations are “be¬ 
ing eroded by a rising tide of mediocrity.” 
The country’s “once unchallenged 
preeminence in commerce, industry and 
technological innovation is being over¬ 
taken by competitors.” 

“Our nation is at risk” because "others 
are matching or surpassing our educa¬ 
tional accomplishments.” 

Those were the conclusions of the Na¬ 
tional Commission on Excellence in 
Education, which in its recent report. “A 
Nation At Risk: The Imperative For 
Educational Reform.” concluded that 
while American schools can take pride in 
their historical accomplishments, they 
have lost sight of the basic purpose of 
schooling. 

But Winchester educators feel the 
town’s school system has not been wash¬ 
ed away in the rising tide of mediocrity. 

David Ackerman, curriculum director 
for the Winchester schools, asserted, 
"This is one shoe that simply doesn’t fit 
the schools in this town. 

"We owe it to the taxpayers of Win¬ 
chester to set the record straight.” said 
Ackerman, "to provide a report on our 


schools that will put the portrait being 
painted by the national media in 
perspective.” 

To give Winchester residents that 
perspective, a group comprised of 
teachers, administrators and parents has 
put together a response to the National 
Commission report. 

In responding to the report, the group 
looked at specific complaints and recom¬ 
mendations cited in the commission’s 
report dealing with excellence, skills and 
applications, computer education, facul¬ 
ty development and challenges for the 
future. 

Then, in the following articles, the 
group gave Winchester’s answer to the 
charges of the National Commission. 

And they believe that, notwithstanding 
a myriad of issues and challenges, the 
answer proves that the Winchester schools 
are not drowning in a sea of mediocrity. 

Instead, they believe, the Winchester 
schools should be included in another 
category of school systems noted in the 
report, the category including "many in¬ 
dividual. sometimes heroic, examples of 
schools ... of great merit.”

"The teaching of computer science in 
high school should equip graduates to: a) 
understand the computer as an informa¬ 
tion, computation, and communication 
device; b) use the computer in the study 
of other Basics and for personal and work- 
related purposes." —Commission Report. 

In 1982, the Winchester School System 
anticipated this recommendation by 
establishing a staff and community task 
force to examine the school system’s 
needs related to the use of computers. The 
task force produced a comprehensive five- 
year plan for the school system. 

This year significant portions of this 
plan were implemented and, under the 
leadership of high school Assistant Prin¬ 
cipal Thomas Budrewicz, preparations 
are being made to further expand com¬ 
puter learning opportunities in 1983-84 and 
beyond. 

Now elementary pupils to high school 
students are using computers for 
everything from creative writing to in¬ 
dustrial arts. 

All fifth graders have received over 15 
hours of instruction in Logo, a 
sophisticated, though child-appropriate, 
computer language.

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Mock Disaster Seriously Injures Twenty People 


Twenty people were “seriously in 
jured” recently while watching their 
children in a track meet when bleachers 
“collapsed" at Coolidge Junior High 
School, Reading. 

Police and firemen from Reading. 
North Reading, Wilmington, Woburn and 
Winchester responded immediately to the 
“disaster,” and ambulances from these 
towns as well as Life-Line, Curtis, Arm¬ 
strong and Enos ambulance companies 
arrived to transport the “injured” to Win¬ 
chester Hospital. 

As soon as field triage (assisting in¬ 
juries at the site) was completed, the vic¬ 
tims were carried to the 12 waiting 
ambulances. Forty minutes from the first 
emergency call for help in Reading, the 
last of the 20 victims had arrived at Win¬ 
chester Hospital, and treatment of all had 
begun. 

The surprise drill was one of two held 
yearly by the hospital to test the hospital’s 
preparedness in times of disaster, as well 
as to practice coordination between police 
and fire departments. 

The “victims” were all hospital 
volunteers from Winchester and surroun¬ 
ding towns who had been made up with 
stage makeup, and then transported by 
bus to the junior high school field 
Simulated fractures (made of plastic) 
were applied to limbs, teeth were blacken¬ 
ed to simulate displaced teeth, and faces 
were painted to resemble contusions and 
state of shock. 

Injuries included paralysis, fractured 
pelvis, dislocated shoulder, cardiac ar¬ 
rest, seizures, many life-like lacerations 
and loss of blood. Phyllis Hollinshead of 
Winchester, recently retired director of 
volunteer services at Winchester Hospital, 
had been "impaled” by an 18-inch piece 
of wood, and lay “unconscious” on the 
field. 

The volunteers played their parts to the 
hilt, screaming, groaning and calling for 
help as they lay on the ground. A case of 
hysteria acted out by Jean Putney of 
Reading made even Emergency Medical 
Technicians cringe. 

News of the disaster was radioed ahead 
to the hospital, and the PA system sent out 
the call, “Emergency alert. All personnel 
report to assigned areas." This was the 
first hospital personnel knew of the 
disaster. 

When the ambulances arrived, Bill 
Smethurst, emergency head nurse, and 
Dr. William Silva, emergency room physi¬ 
cian, triagaed patients at the door while 
Dr. Richard Kingsbury, Dr. Thomas 
Mulvaney and Dr. Jon Jenkins began 
treating the injured who had been dispat¬ 
ched to the cafeteria for minor injuries,

or to X-ray, the operating room or the in¬ 
tensive care unit. 

Smethurst said, "We did very well con¬ 
sidering the number of ambulances and so 
many injured. It showed we could handle 
that amount of patients without too much 
confusion." 

A1 Cincotta, manager of the North 
Shore Bus Company, donated the bus to 
drive volunteers from the hospital to the 
playing field.

There are two reasons the Sachem 
baseball team is going to the Eastern 
Massachusetts Division 2 semifinals this 
afternoon — incredibly potent hitting and 
consistently good pitching. 

The wins will send the Sachems against

In the first two games of the EMass 
tournament, the Sachem batters have sent 
opposing pitchers into shell shock.

As far as the pitching goes, it didn’t 
really matter if Bozo the Clown was on the 
mound during the Lowell game.

In Year-Ending Meets

You don’t need a crystal ball to know 
Winchester High’s girls track team is go¬ 
ing to be a potent force in the Middlesex 
League next year. 

You only have to look at the results of 
the post-season round of league, regional, 
state and New England meets. 

The Sachemettes picked up five vic¬ 
tories and a couple of places in the league 
meet, a win and another two places in the 
EMass Class Meet, a fourth and a ninth 
place in the States, and a third place in the 
New Englands. 

Or, you could look at the roster of all¬ 
stars chosen last week by the Middlesex 
League coaches. Four athletes are pick¬ 
ed for each event, with one in each event 
chosen as “best performer.” 

Six Sachemettes were chosen for the 
All-Star team, with five chosen as best 
performers. One. Laura Weylman. was 
chosen as best performer in two events. 

The reason those All-Star picks and 
post-season meet marks have coach Joe 
Cantillon eager to begin the next season 
is that all but two of the girls who did so 
well in the last few weeks will l>e back next 
year. 

“It indicates that we will have a good 
nucleus of very talented people coming 
back next year,” said Cantillon. “The 
team we had three years ago was the best 
overall team we’ve ever had. But looking

Winchester students in grades one through 
eight score an average of 30 points higher 
than national norms. Also, their achieve¬ 
ment scores, more often than not, surpass 
their aptitude scores — an indication of 
strong student effort and effective 
instruction. 

The elementary schools can also point 
to strengthened science, history, and 
writing curricula. These, with cable TV 
productions, student art exhibits, musical 
performances and special school pro¬ 
grams — including Ambrose’s Global 
Awareness Festival and Lynch’s Women 
in History unit — provide clear evidence 
of excellence and innovation in Win¬ 
chester’s elementary schools. 

On the junior high level, the DeCordova 
Museum “Art Band’’ program for visually 
gifted students encourages artistic ex¬ 
cellence. This year, 14 of McCall’s most 
talented art students learned technique 
from professional artists. McCall art 
teacher David P. Ardito credits the pro¬ 
gram with giving students “a rare oppor¬ 
tunity to develop individual creative 
potential.” 

This year, the junior high has also 
upgraded the accelerated math program 
for seventh graders. New textbooks were 
purchased and a more difficult cur¬ 
riculum was designed. Director of 
Mathematics Jack Waite says ‘the 
changes were made to make certain that 
our students’ abilities are challenged to 
the fullest." 

This has also been a banner year for 
Winchester High School achievement. 
Secondary students garnered scholastic 
and athletic honors in several areas 
including: 

• The Boston Globe’s Dalton Trophy 
for athletics 

• First place awards for contests in 
English, French, and Latin 

• 'l\vo winners in national arts contests 

• Nine National Merit Scholarship 
finalists 

• Two top scorers in national math ex¬ 
ams 

• First place journalism honors from 
the Columbia Scholastic Press Association 

• Tenth place in the Cherry Blossom 
Festival and band competition 

Anthony N. DiBiase, Winchester High 
School Guidance Director, claims Win¬ 
chester's reputation for excellence is also 
reflected in the college admission process. 

In fact, he believes this reputation 
helps seniors when they apply to college. 

“Colleges know we have high 
academic standards," he says, "and they 
will make adjustments in class rank bas¬ 
ed on this knowledge." 

But Winchester High School Principal 
Vincent E. Larocco cautions, "We can’t be 
smug and rest simply on past ac¬ 
complishments." He adds. “The trick will 
be to maintain quality even as school 
resources dwindle."

constrained. 

In the face of these difficulties, the ad¬ 
ministration and faculty have maintain¬ 
ed a commitment to providing quality 
education with flair and flexibility. While 
the program lacks “frills," it continues to 
provide the “basics" needed by everyone 
and to address a range of student interests 
and abilities. 

Maintaining quality in the future will 
be even more of a challenge than it has 
been. In September 1980. Winchester High 
School changed from a three-year to a 
four-year program, with an enrollment of 
approximately 1400 students. In the ear¬ 
ly 90s, that number is expected to 
decrease by half — to 700 students. 

The National Commission on Ex¬ 
cellence in Education has levied the 
charge of mediocrity at the nation’s public 
schools. In fact, the challenge faced by 
this system is not mediocrity but main¬ 
taining excellence. As enrollment, staff, 
and resources decrease, the challenge 
becomes more difficult — but the system 
is preparing to rise to the occasion. Some 
of the specific challenges to be met will 
now be noted. 

• Produce a long-range plan for Win¬ 
chester High School, addressing cur¬ 
riculum goals, graduation requirements, 
departmental structure, schedule, staffing 
and budget. Work on this plan has been 
started by an administrative Program 
Planning Committee. In addition, the 
School Committee has appointed a Task 
Force on the future of Athletics. 

• Coordinate all aspects of planning, in¬ 
cluding program, staffing (including ad¬ 
ministrative organization), facilities, and 
special education With this goal in mind, 
a systemwide Coordinating Committee 
was established this year, under the 
leadership of Superintendent MacDonald 
and McCall Principal Kobert Fitzgerald. 

• Carry out the process of selecting a 
new Superintendent of Schools. 

• Complete the high school accredita¬ 
tion process in conjunction with the New 
England Association of Schools and Col¬ 
leges. The school self-evaluation process 
is now complete. Next fall a visiting team 
will assess the school. Recommendations 
must then be implemented to the extent 
possible. 

• Carry out the short and long range 
goals for curriculum improvement iden¬ 
tified this year by the principals and cur¬ 
riculum director. 

• Address the remaining goals for com¬ 
puter education identified by the Staff- 
Community Task Force 

• Re-examine the K-l program and the 
desirability of extending the length of the 
kindergarten day. Assess the role of “Life 
Education" in relation to “the 
academics ' Both of these topics will be 
addressed by Staff-Community Task 
Forces next fall. 

• Complete Faculty Development pro¬ 
gram by articulating individual, depart¬ 
mental. school, and system goals. 

• Build on the efforts of Community 
Schools Association and Adult Education 
to expand the involvement of the com¬ 
munity with the schools and the services 
provided by the schools to all segments of 
the community

★ Computers 

Twelve Apple microcomputers and a 
related network device were acquired to 
establish a high school microcomputer 
lab. which is available to students before, 
during, and after school. 

Improvements in both hardware and 
curriculum for the high school Computer 
Science course helped produce an enroll¬ 
ment increase from 102 to 140 for next 
year, despite a 3 % enrollment decline in 
the school as a whole 

In Business Education, a computer- 
based accounting (MAGISi and a “com¬ 
puterized spread sheet" i VisiCalc) were 
adopted for classroom use. Additional 
hardware made an increase in beginner 
and intermediate word processing train¬ 
ing possible. 

Winchester has begun to pilot the Bank 
Street Writer, a text-editing program for 
children. This program aids children in 
editing and revising their own writing and 
facilitates the creative writing process. 

Summer curriculum workshops are 
scheduled to develop prototypes for 
computer-assisted learning in high school 
math and science. 

The Industrial Arts program at the 
high school now offers coursework on 
digital electronics and microprocessors. 
This year in Advanced Electronics, 
students have been constructing an elec¬ 
tronic robot called “Hero I" as well as 
other electronic hardware 

The school system has begun to utilize 
the town's recently purchased VAX 11-730 
minicomputer to fully automate its stu¬ 
dent records system. 

Student access to computers increas¬ 
ed through expanded Summer School of¬ 
ferings. and community access through 
expanded offerings in Adult Education 

Numerous Winchester teachers and 
admlnlstrtors have attended computer 
courses, workshops, and training pro¬ 
grams. to prepare themselves for the in¬ 
creasing emphasis on technology in the 
classroom

The Winchester Public School system 
has recognized the importance of com¬ 
puter education, has produced a long- 
range plan lor curriculum, hardware, and 
staff training, and has already begun to 
provide its students with opportunities to 
develop competency in this important new 
area. 

it Basics 

writing skills. Winchester’s Writing Pro¬ 
gram, under development since 197G is a 
noteworthy example. 

“Of course basic skills are developed 
in our writing programs," says English 
Director Frances Russell, “but we have 
always emphasized developing thinking 
skills through writing, for in writing one 
generates new ideas as well as assimilates 
ideas generated by others." 

In 1971>, the* grade to Writing 
Laboratory was introduced, in 1977 focus 
on the writing process was made an ex¬ 
plicit part of composition instruction in 
junior high, and during this 1982-83 school 
year, a tunctional writing program has 
been tried in the elementary schools. 

The Massachusetts Bay Association of 
Writing Directors (college and secondary) 
meeting in April evaluated the Winchester 
K-12 program as “unique in the state", 
and praised it for "its thrust toward ex¬ 
cellence as well as for the smooth transi¬ 
tion into college it provides for students 
through its sound foundation in cognitive 
development." 

Comparable accomplishments can be 
cited in other subjects. In science for ex¬ 
ample. the elementary program, consis¬ 
tent with the recommendations of leaders 
in the field, teaches the scientific ap¬ 
proach to problem solving. 

At the secondary level, Winchester 
hasn’t experienced the alarming decrease 
in the number of science students seen na¬ 
tionally.

development consists of and derives from 
“activities which expand an educator’s 
range, repertoire, and depth relative to his 
or her professional field." Based on this 
’’definition, a comprehensive survey of 
1982-83 faculty development activities has 
been prepared for presentation to the 
School Committee on June 28. Highlights 
include: 

•A series ot successful inservice 
courses, including “Functional Writing" 
(featuring Prof. Donald Graves, a na¬ 
tional leader in children’s writing), 
“Logo: A Language for Learning." and 
“Architectural Heritage Education" 

(featuring Winchester department heads 
William O’Connor and Ralph DiBona). 

•Numerous departmental workshops, 
including ones in science (analog to digital 
computer software), English (work with 
a novelist), foreign language (classroom 
discussion techniques), physical educa¬ 
tion (gymnastics, aerobic exercise, and 
self-defense), and elementary (children’s 
literature, math problem-solving, and life 
science). 

•Faculty summer workshop teams 
generated improvements in such areas as 
elementary science and social studies, 
junior high math, science and English, 
and high school reading and computer 
science. During the year, programs were 
presented by teachers to their colleagues 
under the heading of “Curriculum 
Highlights." 

•All members of the faculty are involv¬ 
ed in a program of annual evaluation and 
individual professional development goal¬ 
setting. 

• Faculty development was also 
augmented through receipt of grants. In 
particular; the Newton Advanced 
Challenge project brought training in a 
new geography program to elementary 
teachers. Funds for Project Art Band 
focused the junior high art department in 
the potential of its most gifted students. 

A Federal occupational education grant 
increased the business faculty’s 
knowledge of wordprocessing. A federal 
block grant brought a training program in 
computers to the elementary and secon¬ 
dary principals. Next year, Winchester 
will participate in a National Endowment 
for the Humanities grant program to 
establish a professional support network 
among schools and college foreign 
language instructors. 

•Many teachers are involved in ad¬ 
vanced coursework outside of Winchester. 

For example, this summer four social 
studies teachers were selected to par- ’ 
ticipate in summer institutes run by the j 
Tufts University Center for Excellence in ) 
Teaching. Pamela Brooks, Randee Mar- * 
tin, and Larry Rinaldi will participate in 
the American Studies Institute, and Paul 
Mulloy will attend "Three German Texts 
and the Road to Hitler," to be taught by i 
Winchester resident and Tufts Provost Sol ‘ 
Gittelman. 

•The individual talents of the faculty ] 
continue to receive outside recognition. 
Examples this year include: Director 
Frances Russell’s selection as English co¬ 
chair in a University of Massachusetts 
program to identify college amdisisons 
standards ; McCall Art Teacher David Ar- 
dito’s one-man show at the First Parish 
Church in Arlington ; George Watson’s ap¬ 
pointment to a national committee to 
revise the Social Studies curriculum; and 
Anthony DeBiase’s three-year appoint¬ 
ment to be New England Regional Coun¬ 
cil of the College Board and the selection 
of DeBiase as New England’s outstanding ? 
counselor of the year. 

•To widen opportunities for faculty 
growth and development, Winchester has 
joined the EdCo (Educational Col¬ 
laborative for Greater Boston), which t 
features curriculum committees, inser- li 
vice programs, and a regional computer < 
center. Plans have also been finalized for 
a cooperative faculty development pro 
gram next year with the Lexington Public 
Schools. 

•Notwithstanding all the talk about 
"professional development," the Win¬ 
chester faculty is “already developed" to 
an appreciable extent. In the high school, 
for example, 49% of the faculty is at the 
C.A.G.S. (Certified of Advanced Graduate 
Study) level.

•A drug and alcohol education pro¬ 
gram involving peers teaching by high 
school students conducting workshops for 
junior high school and elementarv 
students. 

•Week-long outdoor education pro¬ 
grams for upper elementary students. 

•A holiday program involving all 
Mystic students that acknowledged Chris¬ 
tian, Jewish, and Moslem cultures. 

•Foreign Language exchange pro¬ 
grams with France. Germany, and Spain, 
and study trips to Italy and Montreal. 

•A nursery school for pre-schoolers 
directed by students in the high school’s 
Early Childhood course. 

•Honorable Mention to two in¬ 
termediate grade students who par¬ 
ticipated in the Massachusetts Future 
Problem-Solving Program.

PROPOSALS AND 
COUNTERPROPOSALS 

Real estate brokers differ 
from many other types of 
businessmen in that they 
do not sell any products 
They sell services, and they 
are in a real sense, nego¬ 
tiators. In trying for a 
meeting of m.nds between 
a buyer and seller, they 
deal with proposals and 
counterproposals. 

But how does this some¬ 
times delicate bargaining 
work? And what about the 
validity of proposals and 
counter proposals? 

Example: Johnson 

makes a written offer to buy 
Brown's property for 
$40,000. Brown then 
makes a counter proposal 
to sell it for 
$44,000.Johnson refuses 


the counter proposal. 
Brown then decides to ac¬ 
cept Johnson's ORIGINAL 
proposal ($40,000), but 
Johnson refuses to deal 
with him Question: Is there 
a valid contract? Can 
Johnson be made to sell 
Brown the property for the 
original proposal of 
$40,000? 

The answer is no. When 
Brown made that counter¬ 
proposal he, in effect, RE¬ 
JECTED the original offer 
Once he did this, that offer 
was forever gone — it no 
longer existed. Johnson 
(buyer), can, if he wants to, 
reinstate the original offer 
and the parties can then 
make a deal. 

Advice: Offers and 
counter offers should be 
sincere efforts to buy or sell 
at those prices — not used 
as psychologicial ploys to 
move the intended price 
partially up or down.

Coming together was a little 
more involved, however, for 
Third Stage than The Solution. 
Dionne and Mulligan met while 
playing on St. Eulalia’s CYO 
State Championship Cadet Team 
in ’78 and Mulligan in turn 
recruited O’Keefe who was a 
classmate of his at Matignon 
High School in Cambridge. 
O’Keefe did his part in introduc¬ 
ing Kenny with whom he sang in 
the Boston Archdiocese Boys’ 
Choir. 

Viglas, who played in the Jazz 
Ensemble with Dionne at Rivers 
School in Weston and who was a 
former member of White Lightn¬ 
ing, later replaced Winchester 
resident Cliff Lyons who left for 
Wesleyan University last year. 

Their backgrounds naturally 
differ due to their ages and 
separate interests, but the 
members of each group recall the 
“earlier days’’ of musty base¬ 
ment studios and borrowed 
equipment. As Dionne puts it, 
“We started with virtually 
nothing and for three months 
were forced to rely on sporadic 
practices.’’ But eventually, they 
rented a room at the Music Com¬ 
plex in Cambridge and started 
practicing “seriously.” 

Likewise, The Solution had to 
go six months without a drummer 
and depended on faulty equip¬ 
ment w'hen they first got started. 
But when their parents realized 
they were “going to stick it out,’’ 
things began to look up. Gradual¬ 
ly, they were able to purchase 
more of their own equipment in¬ 
cluding a long-awaited PA 
system and monitor and although 
there’s still the basement studio, 
they’ve made the move to a nicer 
one. 

The music played by both 
groups is rock, with The Solution 
concentrating on tunes written by 
J. Geils and the Rolling Stones 
and other such groups from the 
70s. As they explain, “We don’t 
have a synthesizer and the other 
electronic equipment needed to 
play the new wave stuff on the 
radio today.” 

Even though Third Stage does 
have some of the equipment that 
The Solution lacks and can play 
music from Elton John to U2, it 
too is restricted since so much of 
the music out today uses over¬ 
dubs and other mechanical 
maneuvers that can’t be 
duplicated on stage. 

In each case, organizing, 
managing and arranging is done 
by the band’s own musicians. 
Rodriguez is the key man for The 
Solution when it comes to ar¬ 
rangements. Say his friends, “He 
can pick up the bass, sax and 
keyboard parts of a song right off 
the radio in a third of the time it 
would take us to do it.” 

For Third Stage, the musical 
composition responsibilities are 
divided between Dionne, Viglas. 
and O’Keefe, leaving the lyrics of 
group originals up to Kenny. In 
charge of the whole show is 
manager David Mulligan. 

Among the difficulties that 
both bands encounter is finding 
the time to practice on a set

schedule. For Third Stage this 
has meant converting an old 
garage at O’Keefe’s into a per¬ 
manent studio they call Shangri- 
Li. The name is the same as one 
of their originals that’s a very 
happy tune. Explained Dionne, 
“The spirit of the song matched 
how we feel about ourselves as a 
group and it just seemed right 
that the place where we rehearse 
share the same meaning.” 

The Solutions rehearse for 
seven hours every Saturday at 
Rodger’s home. This much time 
together is bound to result in 
some disputes, but says Blasi, 
“the best time we have is when 
we’re rehearsing.” Adds Kessel, 
“We laugh a lot too and help each 
other by picking out our 
mistakes.” Besides, if it gets 
tedious, there’s always the two- 
hour lunch with a couple of 
games of basketball thrown in. 

For The Solution, parents 
have meant more than just finan¬ 
cial backing. They are, in fact, 
the band’s roadies since none of 
the members has a driver’s 
license yet. But, more important¬ 
ly, the parents for both groups 
provide moral support. They may 
be the most severe critics at 
times, but they’re also the 
greatest of fans (and welcomed 
repair people). 

The bands are serious about 
what they do, but not to such a 
degree that the music-making 
becomes all-consuming or, even 
worse, a burden. 

Says Dionne, “We’re kind of 
happy-go-lucky. We play day by 
day, week by week. We never ex¬ 
pected to get this far, and we’re 
happy about our success. But our 
lives don’t depend on it. We make 
enough to get by and we’ll take all 
the success we can get, but the 
band is mainly entertainment for 
us.” 

The same applies for The Solu¬ 
tion. They admit that they could 
improve in certain areas, but if 
that means replacing any in¬ 
dividuals in the group, forget it. 
As they observe, “We’re a good 
mix. It’s like we each made four 
new brothers and our main con¬ 
cern is not with making money 
anyway.” 

As for the future, it will have 
to be taken day by day. The Third 
Stage members will be off to col¬ 
leges next year, but they should 
all be in the Boston area and 
hopefully that will keep them 
together. 

The Solution, however, has 
two more years before high 
school graduation hits so they’re 
just going to see if they can hold 
out until then. Meanwhile, they’ll 
be practicing over the summer 
and learning some new material. 

Third Stage plans to concen¬ 
trate on practicing this summer 
as well, and hopefully to air one 
of the three songs they recorded 
just last week, “Shangri-Li,” on 
WBCN-FM sometime this 
summer. 

Obviously rock-and-roll suc¬ 
cesses aren’t achieved overnight, 
but if the objective is to have a 
good time and maintain some 
friendships, the members of 
these two bands have got the 
right idea.

Mirny Winchester children have gone 
a long way since leaving town, but it’s cer¬ 
tain that no one has gone as far as 
Frederick llauck. 

Right now. Ilauck is 220 miles from 
earth, circling the globe at the controls of 
the space shuttle Challenger. 

With llauck and commander Robert 
Crippen at the controls. Challenger 
blasted off from Kennedy Space Center in 
Florida Saturday on its six-day mission. 

‘•The blast oil was impressive, that 
goes without saying." said Virginia llauck 
ol Canterbury rd., who flew to Florida to 
watch her son go into orbit "I expected 
to be nervous, hut I had such faith in the 
program I fully enjoyed it as a spectacle. 

"It certainly was a great deal more im¬ 
pressive than it was on TV." added Mrs. 
llauck. "They just can't give the whole 
picture on television." 

The view from the ground can't be half 
as impressive as the view llauck is see¬ 
ing from outer space. Moreover, it is a 
view llauck has lx»en waiting 21 years to 
see. 

llauck. a 42-ydnr-old Navy captain, 
spent several years growing up in Win¬ 
chester and attended junior high here, 
when he and his family weren’t moving 
from one Navy assignment to another with 
his father, the late Navy ('apt. Philip F. 
llauck 

llauck kept moving from Tufts 
University, where he earned a degree in 
physics; to the Naval Postgraduate School 
in Monterey. Calif.: to MIT. where he 
received a master's degree in engineer¬ 
ing; to Navy aircraft carriers, where he 
spent five years as a fighter pilot. 

And all that time, he wanted to do ex¬ 
actly what he is doing now, piloting the 



acme of American technology through 
space. 

"Thewear Sputnik went up was Rick’s 
senior year in high school." recalled his 
mother. "That may have been the begin¬ 
ning of his interest in space. Rick always 
wanted to be a flyer, and 1 think that as 
soon as he knew about the (space) pro¬ 
gram. he wanted to be in it." 

For awhile, it didn’t look like Rick 
llauck would get the chance to fly in 
space. Ilis mother recalls that NASA 
wasn't taking on any new astronauts alter 
llauck rccieved his Navy commission in 
15)85 i he was sworn in by his grandfather. 
Vice Admiral Olaf liustvedt. making 
llauck a third-generation Navy man). 
So llauck took on different challenges 
in the classrooms and as a test pilot, 
lighter pilot and I light instructor 

llauck had already proven himsell 
scholastically (Virginia llauck. with 
motherly pride, recalled he got a perfect 
tint) on his math SATs >. 

At Tufts University, he was a member 
of the Naval ROTC and received a 
bachelor's degree and a Naval Reserve 
commission in 15)02. In Monterey, he 
studied math and physics at the Naval 
Postgraduate Institute, and Russian at the 
Defense Eanguage Institute hclore receiv¬ 
ing his regular Navy commission. Later, 
he went to MIT. where he earned a

Center Meters 
Gone For Good

The temporary downtown parking 
experiment of no on-street meters, plus 
charges for off-street lots has become 
permanent. 

Selectmen voted Monday to keep the 
experimental system with only a few 
minor changes, and refused to make one 
big change putting a parking ticket 
machine in the Skillings rd. lot opposite 
town hull. 

The on-street revisions include 
making Shore rd between the 
professional building and the High 
School and Main st. in front of Lincoln 
and McCall Schools unrestricted zones; 
and reducing the time when the hour 
long regulation is in effect from H am.-8 
p.m. to8a.m.-5 p.m. 

Changes in olf-street regulations 
include a reduction in hours for the ticket 
machines at the Post Office and 
Waterfield rd. lots from 6a.m.*6 p.m. to6 
a m -4 p.m.. effectively capping the 
maximum expense for all-day parking at 
$1 Selectmen also voted to maintain the 
rate for the meters at 10 cents per hour 
and not to enforce off-street regulations 
on Saturdays because the demand isn't 
sufficient. 

Economic Development Coordinator 
John Connery said his wanting the 
Skillings rd. lot to be metered is due to 
the "basic unfairness" of having lots on 
one side of the center metered and the lot 
on the other side free. 

"For an equitable system that in the long 
run will distribute parking more evenly, 
we should have a third machine." he 
said. 

Connery also noted that Mystic Valley 
pkwv. is a "slowly burning fuse." as he 
expected MIX’ police to begin ticketing 
more heavily on the pkwv. When this 
happens, he said commuters will fill up 
the free Skillings rd. lot. 

-With a free lot. you will get more 
pressure." he said. 

He also suggested reserving it) free 
spots in the Skillings rd. lot for Town Hall 
business only, and allowing senior 
citizens to park free with a sticker. 


Connery’s idea met with resistance 
from residents at the meeting and from 
the board. 

"I’m extremely against putting any 
machine in that lot." said Jack ('Intel, 
owner of Child’s Clothing on ML Vernon 
st. "We ll revert back to the intolerable 
situation before when people put cars iu 
the lot to go to Boston. Winchester people 
should be able to park there for nothing." 

Selectmen Chairman Edward 
O’Connell said he had “philosophical" 
reservations about putting a meter in the 
lot "which we often refer to as the Town 
Hall lot ” 

He added that the Skillings rd lot was 
originally left free of a ticket machine 
because of pressure from senior citizens, 
and that "has worked." 

O’Connell was joined by Selectman 
John Williams, who said he saw "no 
reason to tamper with the status quo. 
Putting in machines smacks of per¬ 
manence." 

Selectman Michael Saraco insisted he 
was against charging for parking 
anywhere in town, and added that 
selectmen are "catering to certain 
businesses in town." He said 
“everything has worked wonderfully" at 
the Skillings rd. lot. 

The lone Selectman who supported 
Connery was Alan Macdonald. He 
agreed with Connery that fairness was 
the issue. 

"As an clement of fairness, we should 
have a meter in that particular lot." he 
said. "I’d rather have none at all than 
one free and the others not ." 

Connery earned considerably more 
support in making his case to retain the 
10 cents per hour charge in the metered 
lots. He said that rate is the lowest of any 
community in Eastern Massachusetts, 
but the town has been collecting $800 per 
week from the meters. 

Town Manager Tom Groux said "part 
of the reason" for the meters was to 
collect money for the town. He said the 
budget was built around annual receipts 
of $50,000 from the meters.

Not many ol the schools in Winchester 
have history like that of Mystic School. 

In fact the school dates hack before 
Winchester was even a town. 

In the years before 1830. there was no 
Mystic School In order to get a basic 
education a child was forced to either 
trudge two miles to Medford Center or 
hope for acceptance into Woburn’s 
Richardson’s Row School which stood 
where Leonard Field is today

Some people may have to experience 
a loss ora move to realize what thay had 
or left behind, but for the residents ol the 
Mystic School district, and the teachers 
and staff that worked there for years, the 
closing on Tuesday ol one of Win¬ 
chester’s oldest grammar schools only 
emphasized what they already knew 

For some the school represented 
family, for others it was the place where 
lasting friendships were made, and for 


Pamela Symmes. the daughter of 
Deacon John Symmes, held classes for a 
number of years in the ell of her father’s 
home, the same Symmes home that 
stands today at 230 Main st 

Then shortly after 1830. the Symmes 
Corner School was established on the hill 
of land where Edgehill rd. now runs. 
Miss Symmes stayed on until 1851 so that 
she could spend at least one year 
teaching in the town of Winchester, in 
corpora t (Ml in 1850. 


But the school was soon found to be 
too small and inconvenient and a new 
school house was built on Bacon st a 
little below Symmes Corner in 1853 with 
a price tag of $1,818.01. Around 1855 the 
schoolhouse also served the neigh¬ 
borhood as a meeting place for 50-80 
children ol the Winchester Unitarian 
Society’s Sunday School, as well as the 
place where occasional services were 
conducted by Unitarian ministers from 
surrounding towns. 


The neighborhood population kept 
growing and in 1900 a two-room 
schoolhouse. designed by Allen Boone, 
replaced the old one at a cost of $8,500 
As the years went by. however, a lot 
ol unrest in town developed over the 
quality of education being received by 
the students, The main concern was that 
the "industrial curriculum" was a 
deterrent for those students interested in

almost everyone, the Mystic School was 
an undeniable part of the neighborhood 
that will undoubtedly be missed. 

It was a symbol of closeness, personal 
attention and growth For custodian 
Richard Fiore, of 29 Forest st.. Mystic 
School and the people there were like a 
family itself. As he said. I've worked 
here for 28 years. I’ve watched the 
children grow up and I know the grand 
children of people. Coming to work'is like 
a joy. It’s like a home away from home 


and I’m very sad to see it go I know I’ll 
shed some tears when I have to finally 
lock up "

The easiest tenant to put in the Mystic 
School would be a private school. 

Some of the school's neighbors 
wouldn't mind seeing the building torn 
down and a park or a tennis court put in 
its place. 

The most viable tenant for the school 
isn't one tenant, but a batch of them a 
children's gymnastic program, an art 
studio and an art exhibition room, a 
nursery school and a visiting nurses 
association. 

But none of those uses for the school is 


likely, at least not at the moment. 

The Mystic School Reuse Committee, 
which has been looking for a tenant for the 
school since mid-February, keeps running 
into problems every time it finds what the 
commmittee agrees is a suitable tenant. 

The School Committee is considering 
removing one pi the roadblocks to finding 
a tenant, by going to Town Meeting at its 
next session to ask it to extend a possible 
lease from five years to 10 or 15 

One of the possible tenants for the 
Mystic School, Visiting Nurse and Com 
munity Health Care Inc. now located in 


Arlington, is dose to backing out of Ihe 
deal because five years is too short a time 
to recover the cost ol moving the 
organization 

II the School Committee does decide to 
go for a longer lease, that might allow the 
Reuse Committee to put several tenants 
in the building, w ith the Visiting Nurse and 
CommuniK Health Inc taking up the 
largest portion ol the building 

Reuse Committee chairman Charles 
Tseckares told the School ('ommittee that 
including the Visting Nurses, "we have 
enough to till up the school _ 


There are tenants interested in leas¬ 
ing a very small portion of the building," 
said Tseckares. And the building is ideal 
for multiple tenants." 

There are still problems with multiple 
tenants principally, the question of who 
would be the landlord for the smaller 
tenants Visting Nurse and Community 
Health, or the School Committee. 

But that's not the only roadblock the 
Mystic Reuse Committee has run into dur¬ 
ing the four months it’s been looking for

School Committee Again Refuses To 
Cut Grades To Penalize Hookey Players 


By DAYK LKIXO 

Although high school administrators 
claimed a year of enforcing the present at¬ 
tendance policy has not cut down on 
students playing hooky, the School Com 
mittec is loath to institute a policy that 
would penalize cuts with grade reductions 

Last year, the School Committee refus¬ 
ed to go along with the grade-reduction 
policy which would have reduced a stu 
dent’s grade one full mark after the se 
cond cut from class. 

Instead, the committee told high school 
Principal Vincent Laroceo to enforce the 
present policy of calling parents and tak¬ 
ing away open campus privileges after 
cuts. If after a year no improvement was 
made in the war against cuts, they told 
Laroceo, the committee would reconsider 
the grade-reduction policy. 

Well, Laroceo came back after a year 
and told the School Committee that “the 
numbers show there is still a serious cut¬ 
ting problem. Students feel if they don't 
want to go to class, they are not obligated 
to go to class.” 

Assistant Principal Evandcr French 
noted that in the third marking period. (*n 
percent of the seniors cut at least one 
class. As students get older, he noted, they 
cut more often, as only 15 percent of the 
freshmen and 35 percent of the juniors cut 
one class or more. 

“1 could suggest to you that one reason 
for the problem is that our attendance 
policy is too permissive." said French. 


‘The numbers show there is still a 
serious cutting problem. Students 
feel if they don’t want to go to class, 
they are not obligated to do so.’

“We have much less cutting in phys ed. 
where our attendance policies are more 
stern and strict." 

But the School Committee didn't think 
the answer to the problem is cutting 
grades. 

“1 think what troubles me is the 
punitive, negative approach," said School 
Committee chairman Constance Papas. 
“Any time we’ve had any success, it has 
been the result of some very positive ac¬ 
tion by the staff and the kids.” 

School Committee member Roger 
Bauman suggested that one positive way 
to reduce cuts would be to give an extra 
few grade points for perfect attendance, 
rather than taking away a grade for cuts. 

And most of the School Committee 
members agreed that to reduce cuts, the

educators should work to improve 
parents’ and students' altitudes about at¬ 
tending school. 

The committee members laid the 
blame for the cuts on teachers who didn't 
compel their students to attend, and on 
parents who. through example, taught 
students that attendance wasn’t 
important 

“It would seem to me. listening to the 
kids, that some teachers' classes don’t get 
cut. while some other teachers don't seem 
to attract a crowd no matter what they 
do,” said Papas. 

Papas also noted that parents, with the 
blessing of school administrators and 
teachers who gave make-up work, often 
take their children out of school to go on 
vacations 

"I find this appalling it undermines 
the whole policy.” said Papas. “We’re 


saying we have an attendance policy, but 
if you're going to Disneyworld the polio 
is not so important.” 

Laroceo and French responded that 
there were many reasons students cut 
class not only permissive teachers 
And. they continued, there were often 
situations where the only chance some 
parents had for a vacation with their 
children was to take it during school time 
Yet the School Committee told the two 
administrators to come up with a plan that 
would make teachers responsible lot- 
keeping students in class member 
Catherine Alexander suggested the 
teachers, rather than the administrators, 
call parents after the first cut. 

And the committee told Laroceo that 
except in exceptional cases, students 
shouldn’t he allowed to leave school to go 
to Disneyworld 

Laroceo will come back to the School 
Committee during its summer. Aug. 9. 
meeting to show a revised attendance 
policy which does not include the strict 
grade cuts he suggested last week. 

Not that the School Committee has en 
lirely ruled out grade reductions if nothing 
else works committee member Mary 
Jean Weylman noted that knowing grades 
might be reduced would "make parents 
think about condoning cutting classes, 
and Bauman commented that a less 
drastic grade reduction, say a third of a 
grade, might be appropriate 

But first, the School Committee will try 
to draw students into classes, rather than 
chaining them there.

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Ticketing Surge Leads To Call For More Info -Taste Of Japan 


The recent dramatic upsurge in the 
number ol parking tickets issued by Win¬ 
chester police has prompted at least one 
resident to find out exactly What laws are 
being broken. 

Peggy Schleicher of Loelnvan st 
recently asked selectmen if parking 
regulations and other laws having to do 
with motor vehicles could be made 
available to residents at a central location, 
such as the town library. 

Schleicher’s request was in response to 
the police department's increased 
vigilance over the town's parking laws in 
the last week of May. Members of the 
department privately calculated the 
number of tickets given out by officers 
tripled during that week. Many people 


odln inside and outside the department 
speculated that the police were retaliating 
against Town Meeting's decision to freeze 
their salaries next year. 

Schleicher said she had to make 
several phone calls to ascertain what 
some of the parking laws were, and that 
this was an unfair burden to lay on 
residents. 

‘it seems that more and more atten¬ 
tion is being paid to enforcing these laws," 
she said. "As we all know, ignorance of the 
law is no excuse. Hut how can citizens 
follow the law if we don't know what it is 
or how to find out what it is?" 

Hoard of Selectmen Chairman Edward 
O’Connell replied that any documents in 


the public interest are available from 
several sources, such as the Town 
Manager’s office. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux added 
that information about (larking laws could 
be fbund through the police department 
and the Department of Public Works. 

Referring to the ticketing increase* 
O'Connell said that the police have the 
authority to make any inquiries about 
"suspicious" or improperly placed 
vehicles, and to take "protective action" 
if they see fit. such as issuing a violation 

"We will not. however, discuss the zeal 
with which the department has done this 
of late," he said. "What has happened has 
happened. I think the members of the 


force have realized they have gotten tncu 
message across and conveyed their side 
of the story. I’d like to think we've gotten 
through it." 

Schleicher responded that residents 
"shouldn't have to put up with it." and 
said that the laws should be as accessible 
os possible to them. 

Is it such a monumental task to put 
them ithe laws) in the library?" she 
asked. 

Groux said it was an excellent recom¬ 
mendation. O’Connell cautioned that some 
of the descriptions of the laws were 
"bulky." and might be expensive to 
reproduce, but that the selectmen would 
consider the matter with Groux.

Financial Community Bullish 
On Winchester’s AAA Rating 


By PAl’L VAN OSDOI. 

When Winchester talks, investors 
listen. 

This is the message from Moody’s 
Investors Service, which has again given 
the town an AAA bond rating, the highest 
possible. Only four other Massachusetts 
towns or cities Belmont. Lexington. 
Newton and Wellesley qualified for 
this creme de la creme of municipal 
debt. 

The ratings are graded at seven 
levels, from AAA to C. Winchester's 
rating shows the town has the best ability 
to pay interest and principal, and the 
town’s bonds carry the least amount of 
risk. 


Town Manager Tom Groux told the 
Board of Selectmen Monday that the 
analysis by Moody's was based on 
“exactly what Town Meeting was doing 
in May and June.” However, since Town 
Meeting ended up appropriating $250,000 
less than Moody's had projected, the 
town’s financial health is even stronger 
than the bond rating indicates. 

“This is a mark of confidence in the 
town at large and the fiscal management 
of the town.” Selectmen Chairman 
Edward O’Connell said. “It also reflects 
that Winchester is a well-managed and - 
governed town." 

Not only did Winchester earn the top 
bond rating, but its interest quotations 


are very low. The town is paying 0.1 
percent on a recent bond sale, which 
Groux said is “the lowest rate in 
Massachusetts in the past lew months. 

“Even some AAA municipalities pay 
in the high sixes." be said. “The result is 
Winchester will pay less interest in the 
eight years of the bond 

With such positive reverberations 
from the municipal bond community. 
Groux said residents should consider 
putting money into the town. 

“Maybe even some of our Town 
Meeting members will be interested in 
buying Winchester’s bonds, he said. 
The town is a good investment and the 
bonds are tax-free." 


Moderator Searches For Residents 
To Fill Personnel, FinCom Posts 



Town Moderator John J. Sullivan and 
other town officials have begun the search 
for volunteers to serve on several impor¬ 
tant town committees. 

Sullivan is responsible for the appoint¬ 
ment of four citizens of the town to serve 
on an advisory committee to assist the 
Board of Assessors in reviewing ap¬ 
plicants for the newly created position ol 
assistant assessor-appraiser. 

An attorney, a building contractor and 
two other citizens are needed for the Per¬ 
manent Building Committee. This com¬ 
mittee will oversee the design and 
construction of the new public safety 
facility for which funds for the design 
phase were appropriated at the spring 
town meeting. 


In addition. Sullivan will be working 
with the chairmen ol the Board ol Select¬ 
men. School Committee and Finance 
Committee to draft applicants for 
membership on the Finance Committee 
and the Personnel Board. 

“We will be appointing five new peo¬ 
ple to the Finance Committee this year." 
said Sullivan. “This committee is charg¬ 
ed with the review ol and recommenda¬ 
tions on the town manager’s proposed 
budget each spring, and acts as an ad¬ 
visory board to Town Meeting on all mat¬ 
ters having a financial impact on the town. 

“The Personnel Board is advisory to 
the town manager and other town agen¬ 
cies on personnel matters, including col¬ 
lective bargaining.’’ he continued. "The

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Graduates Are Eager For Life 


By TEKHY MAROTTA 

The place is a country inn, one 
close to. one actually on the cam¬ 
pus of, an old New England prep 
school. 

The time of year is early June. 
The time of day is early evening. 
A golden light rests like a bless¬ 
ing on the green lawns, and 
softens the square-shouldered 
lines of the old old buildings. 

A boy or two straggles by in 
bare feet and an open shirt; 
another emerges from an ivy- 
bearded dorm toting an armful of 
empty cartons. But the campus is 
largely deserted, or seems to be. 
We can’t tell who's left here now. 
Have the underclassmen gone 
home, leaving just the seniors? 
Or is it the other way around? 

The place breathes a school’s- 
out hush, an audible absence of 
noisy voices. 

We stroll pathways beneath 
elms born a century before, and 
study monuments erected to the 
young men of this school who died 
in wars fought long long ago. The 
engraved script that speaks those 
triple names crawls across their 
granite faces, along with an 
enterprising insect or two, and 
the earthy embrace of some er¬ 
rant ivy. 

A sneaker lies abandoned on 
the manicured green, kicked off, 
perhaps, in an exuberant mo¬ 
ment by someone celebrating an 
end to schoolboy tutelage. 

As we round the corner past 
some classroom buildings, a dis¬ 
tant muted cheer goes up, as of 
many voices heard over water. 
Are these the seniors, then, 
gathered for some final banquet 
down by the boathouse? Or are 
they spirits merely, a trick of the 
imagination and the elm’s soft 
sighs? An evocation of voices 
long-stilled and of another era? 

Our circuit returns us to the 
inn, a simple and rustic building, 
with rockers arrayed along its 


porch, rockers as narrow and 
straight-backed as any Puritan 
settler. I am drawn, as we move 
inside it, to the shelf that holds the 
school’s yearbooks. Yearbooks 
dating well back into the last cen¬ 
tury. The photographs touch me: 
there are boys in Edwardian col¬ 
lars and in wide-lapel sportcoats; 
boys in crewcuts and in shoulder- 
length lions’ manes; boys at¬ 
tempting to look serious or clever 
or wise; but boys, all the same, of 
whatever vintage or era. 

As I linger over these 
volumes, a few members of the 
school’s current crop of students 
wander in with their families. It’s 
comical to watch them together, 
the father walking briskly in front 
of the others, checking his watch 
and frowning slightly, faintly an¬ 
noyed with his dawdling family. 
Mother trails behind him, smiling 
gamely, making the best of this 
weekend invasion of their son’s 
alien world. 

The student himself brings up 
the rear, and his manner both 
complements and explains that of 
his parents. His hair is too long, 
and the requisite necktie he 
wears appears to be choking him. 
He looks nothing if not sullen, em¬ 
barrassed to be thus set apart 
from his peer-group and restored 
to the confining embrace of his 
family — those people who knew 
him when he lisped, and when he 
wet his pants; who probably 
changed his diapers more times 
than a person could count, for 
pete’s sake. You can see that he’s 
worried about how lie’s going to 
get through the summer with 
these people, and keep his pride 
intact. . . . And you can unders¬ 
tand some why he lags behind so, 
struggling to put some distance 
between himself and this set of in¬ 
dividuals who hold in their 
memories so much damaging in¬ 
formation about him. 

They move slowly past us. 


families such as this one, and 
pass into the high-ceilinged room 
where hum the muted clink and 
murmur of gracious dining. 

We will join them soon, and be 
diners ourselves, but not yet. 
Another scene compels our gaze. 

A pair of boys huddle together 
in the inn's remotest corner. Free 
of family and necktie both, they 
appear more relaxed than those 
we’ve just been watching. 

Their conversation unfolds in 
short fragments, in murmured 
staccato exchanges. They ad¬ 
dress, I think, a subject of con¬ 
siderable interest to them both. I 
sense in their manner a suppress¬ 
ed excitement, and at the same 
time, an elaborately feigned air 
of nonchalance. 

They lean forward, toward 
each other, elbows on their knees 
and heads bowed; they do not 
look at each other as they speak. 
They look distinctly athletic sit¬ 
ting this way, like athletes on the 
bench. Their posture says, “Send 
me in coach; send ME into the 
game.” 

They seem so eager for life, in 
their whispered intensity. 

And they are that, I suspect, if 
nothing else: they are eager for 
life. 

Eager to kick off the school¬ 
boy sneakers and be done with 
the long years of familial 
smothering; eager to add their 
own images to those yearbooks 
and to quit forever the warm and 
nurturing environment that this 
school has provided for them; 
eager to become names etched in 
granite themselves, perhaps; and 
eager to add their voices, faintly 
heard across salad-fresh acres of 
grass at twilight to add their 
own voices to the distant shout of 
history.

CIGARETTE TAX (S207W): 
Senate rejected 17-9, an amend¬ 
ment eliminating the proposed 5 
percent sales tax on cigarettes 
and replacing it with Gov. 
Dukakis’ original proposal of a 4 
cent hike in the excise tax on 
cigarettes. 

Amendment supporters said 
the 4 cent excise tax hike is a 
more logical way to go and will 
bring in more money to the state. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 4 cent 
excise tax hike. A “Nay” vote is 
for the 5 percent sales tax. 

Kraus voted no. 

GUNS (SI27(»): Senate re¬ 
jected l()-l(), a bill banning the 
sale or leasing of any handgun 
with a barrel three inches or less. 
The measure also prohibits the 
sale of the component parts of 
these handguns. 

Supporters said the bill is a 
reasonable proposal which will 
begin to control the flow of these 
small guns. 

Opponents said the state 
already has tough gun laws and 
called this an anti-gun owner bill 
that is the first step toward ban¬ 
ning all guns. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it. 

Kraus voted yes. 

TEACHER INCENTIVE: 
House rejected 124-31, a $(i0(),()()0 
pilot program of incentive pay for 
public school teachers. Under the 
proposal, a special committee in 
each community that wants to 
participate would choose an 
outstanding teacher who would 
receive $2000 from the state and 
$!()()() from the community. 

Supporters said this pilot pro¬ 
gram would encourage and 
reward excellent teachers and 
raise morale during these 
troubled educational times 

Opponents said the idea might 


be a good one but urged the 1 louse 
to wait for the results of a com¬ 
prehensive study by the Educa¬ 
tion Committee of the entire field 
of education. 

A "Yea” vote is for the pilot 
program. A “Nay” vote is 
against it. Gibson voted no.

TELEVISE HOUSE: House 
approved 123-29, an amendment 
providing $2(10,()()() for costs of 
televising House sessions from 
January to June 1984.

That was 20 years ago. and since then, 
the technology of the Space Age has 
transformed her department, con¬ 
siderably expanding the scope of its 
duties. 

Most noticeable, perhaps, has been 
the burgeoning of the hospital’s phar¬ 
macopoeia. which now includes scores of 
medications not even dreamed of 20 
years ago. With the introduction of these 
drugs has come growth in the volume of 
procedures performed by the depart¬ 
ment’s 16 full-and part-time staff 
members, and a resultant need for more 
space. 

“The pharmacy’s workload has in¬ 
creased at least fivefold in the past to to 
12 years.” Mooney asserted. “We need 
work space, staff, equipment and 
storage area.” she said. 

Relief is finally in sight, for in early 
10B4. the department is slated to move to 
renovated quarters in the hospital’s 
main building. 

The new site will provide more than 
twice the space currently available, a 
boon long awaited by the staff. Mooney 
said. This Will enable the department to 
expand its facilities for the preparation, 
storage, and refrigeration of drugs. 

“Since we started mixing IVs (in¬ 
travenous drug solutions), our volume 
has increased tremendously.” Mooney 
said. Furthermore, with the innovation 
of the unit dose system in the late 1960s, 
the operation of the pharmacy was 
streamlined, resulting in an increased 
demand for the department’s services. 

Under the unit dose system, the 
pharmacy dispenses medications that 
are prepackaged individually. Each 
package identifies the drug by name, 
and lists its expiration date. 

The increased demands on Mooney’s 
department engendered by the in¬ 
troduction of the unit dose system in¬ 
clude a more prominent role in patient

monitoring for adverse drug reactions. 

“Doctors give patients a medication 
guide, and we discuss with the patient or 
his family what the drugs are, their use. 
how to take them and how to store 
them,” the pharmacy director noted. 

The pharmacy staff involve them¬ 
selves in more formal educational 
programs, as well. Six times a year, for 
example, the department serves as an 
informational resource for the hospital's 
outpatient cardiac teaching program. 
This multidisciplinary program affords 
heart patients an opportunity to learn 
how to maintain a high quality of life 
through proper diet, exercise, 
medication, and a positive mental at¬ 
titude. 


The storage and retrieval of the 
department’s drug information will be 
enhanced by the addition of computer 
services in the new facility. Mooney 
noted. 

The expansion will offer private of¬ 
fices, a lounge and a small library, all of 
which should serve to facilitate the work 
of her department. Mooney said. 

“We’re looking forward to the new 
area. We ll have more efficiency, and 
...better service. We’d like to do more 
drug education for patients and staff, but 
because of the shortage of space and 
staff until now. . ..it hasn't been possible. 
But 1 hope that with our move, we’ll be 
able to do more of that.”

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Program Features Dramatics, Computers, Math, Science Woodworking 

Hole In Summer Program Filled With Variety Of Classes 


When Lesley College decided not to 
hold its summer school elementary 
program in Winchester this year, it left a 
hole in the town's vacation education 
program. 

Hut the school teachers and ad¬ 
ministrators running the summer school 
filled the hole with a host of new classes 
for elementary pupils ranging from 
dramatics to computers, and from math 
and science to woodworking 

And while they were at it. they added 
a slew of new courses to the secondary 
curriculum, trying to get away from the 
usual summer school make-up courses to 
interesting lessons in literature, ecology 
and morality 

"We've expanded the curriculum to 
accommodate a variety of interests, to 
appeal to a broader base ot students." 
explained summer school director .John 
Pirani. noting nearly half of this year's 
courses are new 

"I feel we’ve done some very positive 
things." added Pirani Wo ve really 
focused on the needs of Winchester and 
the kids." 

The biggest change to the summer 
school program was the end of the Lesley 
College program and the beginning of 
Winchester’s own summer school for 
elementary students. 

For the past two years. Lesley 
College has set up the elementary 
summer school and staffed it with 
students from its education department 
Hut a change in teaching certification 
requirements meant the students 
couldn't fulfill the criteria with just one 
summer of work, explained Pirani. so 
the Lesley program was ended 

Pirani. however, thinks that Win¬ 
chester's own elementary program is 
equal to. if not better, than Lesley’s. 

Eleven elementary courses have been 
developed for the summer season, he 
explained, covering classic topics like 
reading and math, as well as unusual 
offerings such as woodworking, foreign 
languages, creative writing and physical 
education. There will also be a kin 
dergarten program. 

"I don’t know any other summer 
program that offers foreign language for 
elementary students." said Pirani 
“We’ve got woodworking, which you 
can’t get in the elementary schools, and 
a computer course, which wasn’t offered 
by Lesley " 

Once they got rolling with the 
elementary program, the summer 
school staff decided to revamp the 
secondary offerings as well. 

“In the past, we’ve always offered 
just remedial things, courses the 
students have to make up for credits." 
said Pirani. “This year, we’re trying to 
put in some enrichment courses." 

Some of those courses are great 
literature and creative writing, a speech 
and media course, discussion groups on 
“Morality and Scientific Issues" and 
ecology, as well as an SAT preparation 
course. 

Registration for the summer school 


program is taking place now. and 
students can register up until the first 
day of classes, on June 27 for the 
secondary classes and July 5 for the 
elementary courses. 

Since the summer school is self- 
supporting. courses must have a full 
complement of students to be run. but 
Pirani noted “we’ve never cancelled a 
course because of low enrollment.’’ 

With those kinds of courses, it’s not 
hard to see why.

William MacDonald’s office 
could have used traffic signals 
last week. Or at least a big box of 
soft tissues for the steady stream 
of friends, colleagues and 
students filing in and out of the 
retiring superintendent’s office to 
wish him well. 

MacDonald could have used a 
few tissues himself. Wiping his 
reddened, misty blue eyes, the 
56-year-old superintendent ad¬ 
mitted he is finding it tougher and 
tougher to say “goodbye.” 

The emotional drain of leaving 
a post after 12 years and the late 
hours MacDonald has been keep¬ 
ing recently at the numerous par¬ 
ties thrown in his honor have left 
the Emerson rd. resident positiv¬ 
ely wilted. 

“There is a certain amount of 
sadness you have to experience 
when you leave a working rela¬ 
tionship with so many people and 
this is definitely a people busi¬ 
ness,” MacDonald said to ac¬ 
count for his open display of 


sentiment. “It’s especially dif¬ 
ficult because I know that in not 
too many moons, I’ll only be run¬ 
ning into all these people by 
chance.” 

But many of the well-wishers 
will be thinking of MacDonald 
more often than that. When he 
reflects on his 30-year educa¬ 
tional career, MacDonald not 
only has a list of professional ac¬ 
complishments to think about, 
but also a great deal of success 
from students and teachers he 
has dealt with. And it is that per¬ 
sonal interaction MacDonald en¬ 
joyed as a teacher, athletic coach 
and administrator that fill his 
fondest career memories. 

“To have a former student 
come up to me at the testimonial 
(dinner held last week for Mac¬ 
Donald) and tell me he wouldn’t 
have missed it for anything 
because I played such a strong 
role in his life is really . . .,” Mac¬ 
Donald’s voice faltered for a mo¬ 
ment as he wiped his eyes before 
continuing. “Or another former 


student who is now a teacher tell 
me he modeled his teaching style 
after mine — that’s what educa¬ 
tion is all about. 

“I can search and search for 
the one accomplishment I’m 
most proud of, but whatever im¬ 
pact I’ve had on people — 
teachers or kids — that’s the ac¬ 
complishment I look back on as 
being most important,” he added. 

MacDonald’s reign in Win¬ 
chester, however, has not always 
been enjoyable for him. During 
his tenure, the superintendent 
had to grapple with difficult pro¬ 
blems stemming from declining 
student enrollment and increas¬ 
ingly tight budgets. But of all the 
crises he faced as superinten¬ 
dent, the toughest part of the job 
for MacDonald was when he has 
had to hand teachers pink slips. 
Those experiences make up his 
least-favorite career memories. 

“People automatically think 
dealing with the public is difficult 
or that closing a school is one of 
the most difficult things in the 


world,” he said. “They are hard, 
but the one thing that tears me 
apart the most in this job is to 
have to inform a good teacher 
that he or she is the one who 
doesn’t have a job next summer. 
Everybody realizes you only need 
a certain number of teachers for 
a certain number of kids but no 
one sees why it has to be them.” 

MacDonald will not have to 
deal with those sticky situations 
in his new job at Lesley College 
in Cambridge where he will teach 
administration to graduate stu¬ 
dents and head the college’s Edu¬ 
cational Leadership Institute. 

He will also have more free 
time on his hands which he is 
looking forward to spending with 
his family on his 34-foot Hatteras 
boat. He is not looking forward to 
complete retirement — at least 
not for awhile. “I would drive 
myself and my wife and the world 
absolutely crazy,” he confessed.

quish the tough aspects of the 
superintendency and he does not 
envy the challenges that will face 
his successor. “The new person 
will have to look at shrinking 
enrollment at the secondary level 
and try to figure out how Win¬ 
chester can continue to offer flex¬ 
ibility and quality in its programs 
within the constraints of the 
budget," he said. “I don't know 
what the answer is but that will 
be the test of the next five years." 

MacDonald noted that one 
solution of the problem could be 
to form a regional high school 
whereby several communities 
would merge at one location. 
Although that has been done in 
several areas of Massachusetts, 
MacDonald said he would not like 
to see Winchester switch to a 
regional system. 

“I don’t believe a small com¬ 
munity like Winchester, with peo¬ 
ple who have such pride in the 
community and its good school 
system, will want to lose its iden¬ 
tity and meld together with other 
towns," he said. “I’d hate to see 
that happen in Winchester 
because I’ve seen two or three 
regional high schools and one 
group always thinks it got the 
short end of the stick while the 
other got the gravy. And the 
school can only be located in one 
place so the other towns never 
feel quite a part of it. 

“A solution will come, 
though," he continued, “I’ve 
tackled problems which I thought 
were just as sever such as riffing 
(reduction in force) teachers and 
closing schools and I said to 
myself at the time, ‘How will I do 
it?’ but it’s just one more problem 
in the continuing list of problems 
that confront superintendents. 

“As soon as you solve one, you 
have a new one," he added. 
“There is always a different pro¬ 
blem every day.’’ 

MacDonald hopes the new 
soli on will not be at the expense 
of ie liberal arts or the athletics 


program. 

“There is nothing wrong with 
education that'll make it better 
by giving less," he said. “For 
somethings, you have to find a 
way. I think people can get overly 
specialized and too restricted. 

MacDonald’s belief in the im¬ 
portance of a strong liberal arts 
background stems from his own 
experiences. 

As a pre-medical student, 
MacDonald graduated from 
Boston University in 1948. 
Romantic ties with his girlfriend 
Barbara, whom he later married, 
kept him from attending McGill 
Medical School in Montreal. 

A year-long experiement in 
teaching changed MacDonald’s 
career ambitions from medicine 
to education. “That year of 
teaching (after his graduation 
from B.U.) convinced me that 
that was what 1 wanted," he said. 

MacDonald’s first teaching 
job was at Lawrence Academy at 
Groton where he taught 
chemistry and physics and 
coached football, basketball and 
lacrosse. Three years later, he 
went to Weymouth as a math 
teacher and athletic coach. Dur¬ 
ing his 15 years in Weymouth, 
MacDonald was promoted to 
assistant principal and principal. 

He left Weymouth to take an 
assistant superintendent position 
in Marshfield and was soon of¬ 
fered the superintendency at 
Bethel, Conn., which he accepted. 

Four years later, he was of¬ 
fered the job in Winchester. Mac¬ 
Donald was finicky about where 
he would work, but it did not take 
him long to decide to accept the 
post in Winchester. 

“I would certainly not have 
come to any place," he said. “I 
had a number of offers while I 
was in Conn. 

“But I had a couple of vested 


interests and priorities in where 
I would go." he continued. “My 
kids were in school and I wanted 
a school system that was good for 
them. 

Winchester was good to Mac¬ 
Donald’s children and it was good 
for him. So good, in fact, that he 
leaves with very few regrets. “If 
I say I have no regrets, it almost 
sounds like I have no feeling for 
the community and I have such a 
deep one that I plan on staying 
here in this town," he said. “I’ve 
adopted the town or maybe 
they’ve adopted me. 

“I leave with a sadness but 
with no regrets in the sense that 
I think I’ve made my contribu¬ 
tions and people respect what 
I’ve done," he continued. “I’m 
proud of my accomplishments 
and I ’m looking forward to being 
able to spend more time with my 
family and being able to teach at 
a college level. 

I’m excited about my new 
job," he added. “And I think I’m 
leaving at the right time. But 
there is a lot of sadness at having 
to say goodbye to so many 
people." 

But when he thinks back at his 
12 years at the helm of Win¬ 
chester’s school system, it’s not 
that sadness or the hard times 
that stand out. 

“There is that good part when 
you see a kid in the school system 
who is successful or you see a kid 
who is so turned on about some¬ 
thing," he said. “Or you pick up 
The Winchester Star and read 
about a kid who just graduated 
cum laude from a university or 
just made it in the business 
world. Or a teacher who has just 
turned something around to a 
point where it is a total success — 
it’s a really nice feeling. And 
that’s the fun part of it." 


someone to take the place of the children 
who left the school for the last time Tues¬ 
day. (The School Committee decided last 
winter to close the school because of 
declining enrollment and a rising budget. > 

In its written report to the School Com¬ 
mittee, and an oral report delivered last 
week by Mystic Reuse Chairman 
Tseckares, the same message kept com¬ 
ing up over and over, through example 
after example. 

As Tseckares put it at the recent School 
Committee meeting, “This is a struggle. 
Every time we have a lead or an oppor¬ 
tunity, one of several things gets in the 
way." 

What gets in the way most often is zon¬ 
ing. The school property is zoned as a 
conservancy-institutional district, defin¬ 
ed in the zoning laws as a “public use" 
district “for conservational. educational, 
institutional and recreational uses." 

The Mystic Reuse Committee conclud¬ 
ed that only 21 sorts of uses could go in the 
school — schools, churches, libraries, 
parks, conservation areas, kindergartens, 
day care facilities, tennis courts, 
nurseries, nursing homes, goverment 
buildings, hospitals, swimming pools, 
cemeteries, police or fire stations, 
transfer stations, town kennels or 
greenhouses, fraternal lodges or country 
clubs. 

Of those 21, however, only the first 11 
were deemed acceptable by the neighbors. 

And the list was further reduced 
because the School Committee wants to 
keep the building, not tear it down for 
parks, conservation areas or tennis 
courts; building a nursing home in the 
building would leave it unsuitable for 
future use as a school; and the town 
doesn’t need another library or more of¬ 
fice space. 

That leaves only schools, churches, 
kindergartens, day care facilities or 
nurseries. 

No private schools have asked for 
space in the building (although the Reuse 
Committee has notified the National Assn, 
of Independent Schools, of which the com¬ 
mittee report says "schools use them as 
a clearing house" for information on 
available space). 

The Reuse Committee, though, is still 
hoping to find a school, and in its report 
noted that "it is the general agreement 
that a private elementary school would be 
the ideal interim use." 

The only church to express any interest 
in the building, a Lexington congregation, 
decided to stay in Lexington. 

And only two child care groups — 
Children’s Own School and Kids Corner — 
have seemed interested in using the school 
building. But Kids Corner found another 


home, at McCall Jr. High, and Children's 
Own School can’t use the whole building. 

The Mystic Reuse Committee actual¬ 
ly received several inquiries from groups 
that could use part of the school, but not 
all of it. 

That led to the idea of filling the school 
with several tenants. 

In its report, the Mystic Reuse Com¬ 
mittee noted that gymnastics instructor 
Jennifer Edwards (who now conducts a 
gymnastics class at the Baptist Church >. 
the Studio Guild of Winchester mow 
located on Mt. Vernon st.), the Winchester 
Art Assn, (which needs exhibition space) 
and Children’s Own School all wanted to 
move to Mystic. 

The chance of them finding a home in 
Mystic hinges on whether or not the 
Visiting Nurse and Community Health 
group chooses to move into the building. 

Tseckares explained that the VNCII 
was ready to move into the building, un¬ 
til they looked at their moving costs. 

"They still are interested, but with this 
little addendum," said Tseckares. “When 
they looked at it, they realized their start¬ 
up costs were very substantial, to the point 
where a five-year lease is too short to 
recover the costs. 

“They simply refused the binding on a 
five year basis,” Tseckares concluded. 

School Committee Chairman Con¬ 
stance Papas said that if the Mystic Reuse 
Committee was sure a longer lease would 
help get a tenant into Mystic, the School 
Committee would ask Town Meeting for 
permission to rent the school for a longer 
period.

Saraco reiterated his opposition to any 
metered parking. 

“If we’re after money, that’s one 
thing." he said. “But as far as parking 
goes, plenty of spaces are available. 1 Ie 
used pictures to show that many streets 
in the town center had open spaces. 

For the on-street changes. Connery’s 
recommendation to restrict parking on 
Main st. in front of Lincoln and McCall 
school’s between 6-H:30 a.m. earned the 
wrath of the Selectmen, who said parking 
there should be unlimited with no 
restrictions.

number of years.' the School Committee 
will be happy to go back before Town 
Meeting." said Papas.

Even getting a longer lease wouldn’t 
entirely satisfy the Visiting Nurse and 
Community Health Inc. 

Tseckares explained his committee in¬ 
itially planned to have VNCII be the 
“prime tenant" of Mystic, paying the en¬ 
tire rent and responsible for finding sub¬ 
tenants. 

“They are concerned and I’d have 
the same concern if I were on the board 
of directors that they would be required 
to have the neighborhood committee 
scrutinize every prospective tenant," said 
Tseckares. "They're worried they may 
have to carry empty space." 

One solution to the problem would be 
to have the School Committee act as the 
landlord for the Mystic School, with VNCII 
being simply one tenant. 

One problem with having the Visiting 
Nurse and Community Health in Mystic 
has been cleared up “The neighbors were 
concerned with the parking — but after 
reevaluating their needs, Visiting Nurse 
and Community Health realized they 
didn't need the off-street parking they 
thought they would," said Tseckares. 

But that’s just one problem solved. As 
for the rest, said Tseckares, “This simp¬ 
ly isn’t happening as easily as we 
thought."

Win North But Lose States 

Sachem Nine Bombard 
Opponents, Take Title

On Saturday they were champions. On 
Tuesday, they were runners-up. 

The Sachem baseball squad took the 
Division II North Championship Saturday 
in their tightest game of the tournament, 
7-5. 

The win capped a week of tournament 
play in which Winchester simply over¬ 
whelmed its opponents with near-shutout 
pitching and a cannonade of hitting. 

In the four North tournament games, 
the Sachem batters came up with a pro¬ 
digious 47 runs, with Kevin Scully, Chris 
Cahill and Chuck Allard all hitting around 
.500. Allard lived up to his rep as the 
Sachem slugger as well, hanging a homer 
a game and collecting a dozen RBIs. 

Not that the Sachems really needed all 
those runs, with the MacDonald brothers, 
Steve and Robbie, on the mound. 

Steve MacDonald started three of the 
four North tournament games, including 
the one that gave the Sachems the North 
championship. 

Rob MacDonald came up with his best 
pitching performance of the year, a four- 
hit shutout, to get the Sachems into the 
North finals. 

But all that knock-em-down pitching, 
and all that knock-em-out-of-the-park hit¬ 
ting. disappeared when the Sachems got 
to the state finals in East Bridgewater 
against Stoughton. 

First of all, the Sachem batters were 
faced with a hurlcr the likes of whom they 
hadn't seen since the first game against 
Burlington during the regular season. 

Globe All-Scholastic Ed Statkiewicz 
strait-jacketed the Sachem hitters, 
holding the usual potent offense to only 
five hits and striking out six. 

Winchester didn’t get a run until the 
seventh inning, when Steve MacDonald 
doubled with one out and Scully banged 
out a single to drive him in. 

One run might have been enough for 
the Sachems if their pitching had been the 
equal of that in the North tournament. But 
the Stoughton hitters climbed all over 
starter Rob MacDonald. 

By the time Stoughton was finished, 
they had toted up 14 runs to put an embar¬ 
rassing end to a fine season. 

The final 14-1 score wasn’t the only em¬ 
barrassment of the game. The bugaboo of 
the early season — defensive errors, 
returned to haunt the Sachems. The 


Sachem infield that became a tight, effi¬ 
cient machine in the North tournament 
broke down and committed six errors to 
further hurt the cause. 

But the Sachems needn’t hang their 
heads over the season. This was the first 
time the baseball team had gotten to the 
state finals in memory, and they still can 
call themselves the North Champions. 

The game that gave the Sachems the 
Division II North championship was 
finished almost as soon as it began, with 
a five-run, first-inning barrage from the 
Sachem batters that seemed to put the 
game away, considering that ace Steve 
MacDonald was on the mound. 

The game ended up closer (7-5) than it 
seemed it would at first, but the North An¬ 
dover Scarlet Knights never got closer 
than two. They got as close as two pretty 
quickly though, tying it up in their half of 
the first 5-3. 

The wild inning started with Mike 
DellaSala punching a single, and. though 
he was picked off. the Sachems had 
started rolling. 

Chris Cahill got the first run in with a 
double, scoring Rick Veitch from a first - 
base position he got with a walk. Chuck 
Allard hit a long fly to move Cahill to third, 
and after S. MacDonald got to first on a 
walk. Kevin Scully stroked a single to push 
across the second run. 

Rob DiVincenzo loaded the bases with 
a single, setting up a big hit from Brian 
Carroll. Carroll crunched another single 
which not only scored MacDonald and 
Scully, but led to a throwing error that 
allowed a charging DiVincenzo to make it 
5-0. 

That lead lasted for four batters, as the 
Knights came back 5-3. That was all they 
would get from MacDonald for seven 
more innings, as the Sachem hurlcr struck 
out nine and gave up only two walks. Nor 
could the Sachems touch the Knights 

Again both teams scored in the same 
frame, and again the Sachems got the bel¬ 
ter of the deal. 

The Sachem batters finally started hit¬ 
ting the long ball in the eighth. Allard trip¬ 
led to left to open the inning, and scored 
on a sacrifice from S. MacDonald. 

The longest ball came next, as Scully 
creamed the ball into deepest part of the 
park, w'halloped it further than the park 
went, ending the Sachem hitting and help¬ 
ing to win the North championship with a 
home run. 


The Knights would get two more off 
MacDonald, but again it was only one in¬ 
ning. as MacDonald mowed the batters 
down 1-2-3 in the ninth 

It was the other MacDonald w ho was 
mowing down batters in the semifinal 

Robbie MacDonald has been playing 
under the shadow of his younger brother 
all season. Both have pitched fine games, 
but Steve was always the ace of the two. 
compiling a sub-1.00 ERA while his 
brother struggled to win games. 

That was until the playoffs. With the 
money on the line, both MacDonalds have 
been aces. 

Robbie gave the performance of his 
high school career last Thursday in 
Wakefield against Winthrop. He struck out 
three, walked only one, gave up only four 
hits, and at one point got 11 in a row' out. 

MacDonald just melted Winthrop with 
heat. The balls were fast and low. and if 
the Winthrop batters hit them at all, they 
hit them at somebody. 

The Sachems, meanwhile, were hitting 
the ball all over the place with a spree that 
was capped with a two-run homer that 
rocketed off Allard’s hat in the sixth. 

Scully got the first one through pure ef¬ 
fort. reaching on a single and moving 
around on speedy legs, flying slides, a slow 
relay that got him to second, a fielder’s 
choice from Brian Carroll that got him to 
third and a wild pitch that got him home. 

Cahill was responsible for two in the 
third his powerful triple scored Veitch, 
and he scored himself on a bad throw in¬ 
tended to gel Veitch. 

Carroll scored the final run after he 
was out when the catcher dropped a 
third strike on the Sachem right fielder, 
he alertly took first, eventually getting 
home after a Rob MacDonald single and 
a DellaSala double. 

Hopefully, the Sachems will remember 
the kind of hitting and pitching displayed 
in the semifinal when they think back on 
the season. 

The Sachems were a team that came 
back from a slow start, won their final 
three games of the season to earn a tour¬ 
nament; berth, and went all the way to the 
top of that tournament. 

The 1983 Sachem baseball team should 
be remembered as winners, and not run¬ 
ners up.

school is still remembered and was 
considered an indelible part of their 
surroundings. 

Commented Charlie Cowen of 12 
Fenwick rd , who's presently a 
sophomore at Winchester High. “1 spent 
seven years there and 1 don't like the 
idea of it closing because it’s just part of 
the neighborhood.” 

Even for the soon-to-be college grads 
like Jim Kent of Chestnut st. whose four 
brothers and sisters went through Mystic 
and who will be a senior at UMass next 
year, the school remains a part of his life 
today 1 finished at Mystic 10 years ago, 
but most of my friends are the ones I 
made while 1 was there.” 

Tom Reidy of l(> Pierrepont rd just 
completed his sophomore year at Boston 
College, but he was also touched by the 
family atmosphere ot Mystic and hoped 
that in the future Mystic would be there 
to continue the line of tradition "I at¬ 
tended the same school my mother did in 
New York lor a while and I had thought 
that maybe my children would likewise 
go to Mystic.” 

The major fear of previous students 
concerning their old alma mater is that it 
will turn into just another condo. Like 
Tom Reidy says. “It's too weird to have 
the opportunity to live in your old 
classroom.” 

For the parents, it was the personal 
attention their children received from 
the Mystic staff that was so appealing 
and. for some, the chance to have their 
child come home for lunch. 

The teachers who lived in the area 
likewise enjoyed the close neighborhood 
and. as Angela Dyson of 37 Pierrepont 
rd. points out. “walking to school is a 
very big part of a child’s life and the 
short distance to Mystic allowed all the 
children to enjoy it.” 


Retired first grade teacher Marjorie 
Blomquist of ll Grove st. not only 
worked at Mystic for 20 years, but both 
her children attended the school and her 
late husband. Clover Dyer, went to the 
old Mystic School on Bacon st. for four 
years. 

No doubt, she shares an attachment

attending college. It neither prepared 
them to get in to college or. if they did get 
in, they found themselves so limited by 
their education that most soon left. 

The people finally took action and 
brought in seven specialists from the 
state Bureau of Education to conduct an 
investigation. To their surprise, the 
townspeople were issued a report that 
stated the quality of education was fine, 
but in comparison to other towns of 
equivalent wealth. Winchester was not 
spending as much on education as it 
could. 

Thus, in 1922 a plan got underway 
calling for the scrapping of the old 
elementary schools and the building of 
four new ones. The undertaking was of 
such scale that before they started, the 
people had to obtain permission from the 
state to borrow beyond the town’s debt 
limit. 

Mystic was the fourth of these schools 
to be constructed and when it opened in 
January of 1925 on the corner of Madison 
ave. and Main st. it housed children from 
the old Gifford grammar school as well 

The old Mystic School on Bacon st. 
was used as a storage house and then 
later as a hobby house for children 
during the 1940s. But in 1949 it was 
purchased by the Flander family and 
remodeled bv a Mr Elliott Presently

thc school stands at 10 Bacon st. with its 
original “eyebrow” windows and has 
been owned by John Robinson for the last 

25 years. 

Things ran rather smoothly until 
Winchester found itself faced with 
masses of people wanting to move into 
the suburbs and the post-war baby boom. 
To accommodate the increase, a six- 
room addition had to be built on to 
Mystic in 1950. 

By 1903. the town’s schools were still 
busting, but some of the pressure was 
taken off by the closing of the Marycliff 
Academy and the town reopening it as 
the High Street School, renamed Am¬ 
brose School in 1972. 

The addition of the “portables” was 
the last renovation to take place at 
Mystic school and although the portable 
classrooms were only expected to serve 
for a few years, due to the expected 
decline in population they provided 
valuable functional space and stayed up 
until the last day classes were held. 

Mystic School continued to be one of 
the nine remaining grammar schools in 
1976. but by the end of the ’79-’80 school 
year only it and Muraco, Ambrose. 
Lincoln. Vinson-Owen and Lynch 
existed. 

Now Mystic is closed too.

master’s degree in nuclear engineering in 
1966. 

Meanwhile. Hauck was putting in his 
time doing what he wanted to do — flying.

Hauck returned to the western Pacific 
in 1974, serving as operations manager 
aboard the carrier Enterprise, flying day 
and night operations, and giving combat 
support for the evacuation of Saigon. 

Hauck’s biggest flying assignment 
would begin in 1978. when, as a pilot with 
3,000 hours flying time (2,500 in jet air¬ 
craft) nine air medals and a Navy Com¬ 
mendation with a gold star and combat V. 
he was selected by NASA to become an 
astronaut. 

He spent the next year training at the 
Johnson Space Center in Houston. Texas, 
learning the design and systems of the 
space shuttle, geology, astonomy and or¬ 
bital mechanics.

For the next three years, he trained in 
“space flight readiness" exercises, 
piloting a two-seat jet aircraft modified to 
fly in the steep approach pattern of the 
space shuttle and going through simulated 
shuttle flights in a mock-up of Challenger. 

The years of training came to fruition 
Saturday, as Challenger lifted off right on 
schedule, at 7:33 a.m., for its five-day, 
23-hour, 20-minute flight. 

As he boarded Challenger, Hauck car¬ 
ried with him mementos of his years in the 
area — a brown and blue Tufts Universi¬ 
ty pennant and a copy of an old lithograph 
portraying the Tufts campus of 1850. He 
also brought along a locket for his wife 
Dolly, a ring for his daughter Whitney, 
and a watch for his son Steve. 

And when Hauck woke from his orbital 
sleep Monday morning, the first thing to 
greet his ears was a rendition of “Tuf- 
tonia’s Day,” Tufts’ fight song. 

The song and mementos are part of an 
effort to ease the tension and maintain the 
high morale of the Challenger crew — co¬ 
pilot Hauck, commander Crippen, and 
mission specialists Sally Hide, John Fa¬ 
bian and Norman Thagard. 

Morale certainly stayed high — Hauck 
was the target of some ribbing for the 
“brown and blue” school colors from 
fellow astronaut Sally Hide. 

The good humor on Hauck’s part is 
understandable — after all, he is fulfilling 
a dream he’s held since Sputnik broke the 
space barrier a quarter-century ago.

Swanton St. Construction Will Begin Tuesday 


By DAVE I.I.KCO 

When the first truckload of fill is 
dumped next week in the hole the Swan¬ 
ton st. bridge once spanned, there is go¬ 
ing to be a crowd of cheering merchants 
standing alongside watching. 

More than one year since Sutton Corp. 
construction crews tore down the bridge 
and put up detour signs, work will finally 
begin July 5 on replacing the Swanton si 
bridge with a roadway. 

“Are they really going to start?'' ask¬ 
ed a beaming Hetty Morgan of Bellino’s 
Restaurant when she heard the news. “I 
think everyone in this area has to be 
ecstatic about the start of construction. 

“It’s been a terrible year (since the 
bridge was torn down last May),” con¬ 
tinued Morgan, the sister of Bellino’s 
owner Anthony Bellino. “It's been one 
pain in the neck especially for me. 


because 1 live right across the bridge from 
this place.” 

Morgan will In* able to drive directly 
from her home to work by mid-fall, accor¬ 
ding to state Rep. Sherman “Whip” 
Saltmarsh. who has been working on the 
bridge project since it was a bridge pro¬ 
ject and not a plan to fill in the abandon¬ 
ed railroad right-of-way and construct a 
new road. 

Saltmarsh said the state awarded the 
contract to build the new roadway in mid- 
Mav to the Conway Co. of Boston, the low 
bidder on the project at $2:12,000. 

Work is scheduled to begin next Tues¬ 
day. Saltmarsh said, and the contract 
calls for the roadway to be completed by 
mid-November. 

The end of construction will also mark 
the end of a year of frustration lor 
residents trying to get from one side of 
town to another, and a year of hard times 


for merchants whose businesses arc 
clustered around the Main st. side of the 
bridge. 

Doreen Bellino felt both the frustration 
and the hard times. As a Swanton st. resi¬ 
dent, she found it was “a real pain to see 
all my friends who live on the other side 
of the bridge.” As the daughter of Anthony 
Bellino. she knew “business has dropped 
down a lot. Why should people come ail the 
way around, when there’s another pizza 
place at the other end of Swanton st?” 

The year of detours and dropping 
business began in May 1982, when crews 
from Sutton Corp. tore down the bridge, 
intending to replace it with a new, $925,000 
span. 

The money for the bridge replacement 
comes from the federal government, 
which will pay HO percent of the cost, and 
the state, which will pick up the remain¬ 
ing 20 percent. 


But less than a month after the bridge 
was reduced to rubble, the MBTA decid¬ 
ed to abandon the railroad line running 
under the bridge. 

Saltmarsh, getting wind of that plan, 
immediately halted the construction work. 

“It would have been irresponsible to let 
them build that bridge over an abandon¬ 
ed right-of-way,” said Saltmarsh. “The 
bridge would have been completed by now 
t it was scheduled to be finished in the fall 
of 1982). but it wouldn’t have been the right 
thing. 

“There is a substantial savings," said 
Saltmarsh, pointing to the difference bet¬ 
ween the $ 925,000 bridge and the $282,ooo 
roadway. 

More savings will come in the future, 
Sa 11marsh continued. 

“A bridge is extremely expensive to 
maintain,” said the representative. “One 
of the biggest problems in the United 


States is replacement or repair of bridges. 
President Reagan, in his gas tax distribu¬ 
tion talk, mentioned that millions of 
dollars will go to bridge replacement.” 

But getting those savings meant leav¬ 
ing up the detour signs for a year, while 
the state DPW and eventually a private 
engineering firm worked on the design of 
the roadway embankment, specifications 
for the work were drawn up. and a new 
contractor chosen. 

Saltmarsh said he believes the savings 
were “well worth the delay,” but admit¬ 
ted that he’s glad to see the delay over. 

“I took a lot of heat on this,” 
acknowledged Saltmarsh. 

A lot of the heat came from the mer¬ 
chants located at the intersection of Main 
and Swanton sts., merchants who said 
their businesses suffered during the year 
and who are overjoyed to hear the work 
will soon begin. 


“It will be good to have the bridge back 
— good for my customers, good for my 
business,” said Chris Eliopoulos, (he 
owner of Andrea’s Pizza. “My business is 
always good, even when the bridge clos¬ 
ed. But after it closed, a lot of my 
customers who would come two or three 
times a week would come one time." 

Merchants in the area noted that the 
businesses which suffered most from the 
bridge closing were those with com¬ 
petitors across town, competitors more 
easily accessible to customers blocked by 
the lack of a bridge. 

The lack of a bridge was felt at the cash 
registers of Bellino’s and Andrea’s. And 
one business with competition, the Aber- 
jona Apothecary, closed before the bridge 
was rebuilt. 

“I feel sorry for the drug store, they’re

Doin’ The School Dept. Shuffle 


Ambrose, Muraco Top Assistant Superintendent 

Jobs Still Up In Air Post Cut To Part-Time 


Neither Muraco nor Ambrose School 
parents and students will know who is 
heading their schools until mid-August. 

A School Committee decision Tuesday 
night to delay hearing the dismissal case 
of Muraco Principal Richard Young until 
Aug. 16 puts the principalships of both 
Muraco and Ambrose School in question. 

Ambrose comes into the picture 
because Young might be tapped to be ac¬ 
ting principal at in place of Dr. Robert 
Forest, the Ambrose principal who has 
been picked as acting superintendent. 

Young is being considered for dismis¬ 
sal because the school system lias too 
many elementary principals to staff its 
elementary schools. 

The closing of Mystic School left the 
town with five elementary schools and six 
elementary principals. After evaluating 
each of the six, the school administration 
chose Young as the one to go. made that 
recommendation to the School Commit¬ 


tee, and set a dismissal hearing for 
Tuesday. 

But outgoing Supt. William MacDonald 
announced at the beginning of Tuesday 
night ’s meeting that the hearing would be 
delayed until Aug. 16, without giving a 
reason. 

“I personally talked to < Young), and he 
has no objections,” MacDonald said. “As 
for the acting principalship i of Ambrose >. 
this would be inappropriate for discussion 
at this time. 

Many of the parents from both schools 
who had come to the School Committee 
meeting for the dismissal hearing walked 
out after it was cancelled, but the few who 
stayed complained later about the delay. 

“I’m disturbed, on behalf of the 
parents, that you are not discussing the 
cipalship of Ambrose and Muraco 
)ols.” said Marty Fuller, chairman of 
the Community Schools Assn., a parents

It just won’t be the same school Cen¬ 
tral Office next year — no more Sanborn 
House, no William MacDonald us 
superintendent, and now Assistant Supt. 
Jack Fallon will only be working part 
time. 

In his last act us superintendent, Mac¬ 
Donald presented the School Committee 
Tuesday night with a plan to reorganize 
the Central Office, shifting some of 
Fallon’s duties to Personnel Director 
Alexander Tennant and cutting his hours 
from 25-plus per week to 20. 

Fallon, who as assistant superinten¬ 
dent for administration ran the business 
side of the school system, said after the 
meeting that he welcomed the change. 

“It's a strong desire on my part to wind 
down,” he said. "I’ve been here nine 
years, going on nine-and-a-half, and that's 
a long time. 


"I’m going to relax, give myself some 
more time,” he continued. “I have a large 
family and some outside interests, and I’d 
like to spend a little more time with 
them.” 

MacDonald described the Central Of¬ 
fice switch as “a very modest change that 
will save some dollars and make a logical 
transition of some functions to a more ap¬ 
propriate location.” 

With the change, the assistant superin¬ 
tendent will no longer handle collective 
bargaining or run the school lunch pro¬ 
gram Both tasks will be taken on by the 
director of personnel. 

Fallon’s salary will be reduced in pro¬ 
portion to the reduction in hours, although 
the final savings from the change will be 
determined by negotiations on a new con¬ 
tract for Fallon. 

The School Committee approved the 
change in a unanimous vote and without 
comment 


Woman Wasn’t Told Of Rights 

Local’s Arson Conviction Overturned 


A former Winchester resident con¬ 
victed on arson charges in connection 
with two 1978 fires at her own home is 
now entitled to a re-trial. 

Doris DeStefano, formerly of 
Burlington rd.. was convicted in 1981 on 
two charges of arson to a dwelling, 
conspiracy to commit arson and burning 
a building with the intent to defraud 
DeStefano’s conviction was over¬ 
turned last week after the state appeals 
court ruled that she had not been briefed 
sufficiently about the difference between 
being tried by a judge or a jury 
DeStefano had opted for a trial before a 


judge and was later sentenced to 
probation for two years. 

According to id. Andrew Crawford, 
no date for re-trial has been set. 

in August 1981, DeStefano, then 
was accused of conspiring with her 
husband, Leslie Surette, to destroy their 
Wellington rd. home to collect insurance. 

The single-family split-level ranch 
sustained $ 20,000 in damage following a 
Jan. 9.1978. fire and an additional $10,000 
(allowing a fire that occurred 20 days 
later The prosecution had submitted 
evidence that the couple had rented an 
apartment under an assumed name in 


Malden prior to the first fire, and had 
moved many of their belongings there. 

The prosecutor also urged Judge 
Francis Larkin to jail DeStefano for a 
minimum of six months, arguing that 
Winchester firefighters had twice risked 
their lives when they entered her bur¬ 
ning home. 

At the time. Judge Larkin rejected a 
jail sentence for DeStefano. claiming 
that she suffered great financial losses 
that her insurance company was not 
obliged to pay. 

DeStefano’s husband, Leslie J Sur- 
rette. later plead guilty before Superior 


Court Judge Samuel Flaksman. The Pro¬ 
secutor recommended a three-to-five year 
sentence at Walpole but Judge Flaksman 
sentenced him to an indefinite term at 
Concord in March 1982, with parole 
privileges suspended for the first year. 
Surrette was found guilty of arson, con¬ 
spiracy and burning insured property with 
the intent to defraud an insurance 
company. 

The state appeals court opinion was 
written by Justice John Greaney, and 
included the dissenting opinion of Justice 
K Ammi Cutter, who believed that both 
defendants had been properly briefed.

Music Fest Raises 
Cash For Scholarships 


Girard-rd.-arda residents haven’t let 
their fight to stop the town from connec¬ 
ting three dead-end streets come to a dead 
end with last month’s Town Meeting vote 
to pay for the connection. 

Forty-three residents of the Girard rd. 
neighborhood have banded together, and, 
led by a neighborhood attorney, have fil¬ 
ed suit in Middlesex Superior Court to halt 
the $87,000 project. 

The residents claim that the construc¬ 
tion would damage their homes, destroy 
the peace of their neighborhood, and cost 
far more than expected 

The group’s bid for a temporary 
restraining order was turned down a week 
ago by Superior Court Judge Guy 
Volterra, but an appeal of that decision 
was taken under advisement Monday by 
Judge David Rose. 

If the restraining order comes through, 
the Girard rd. neighbors will have con¬ 
vinced a judge of something they could not 
convince the selectmen or the Town 
Meeting members — that the connection 
of Girard rd.. Hilltop rd. and Pilgrim dr. 
is unnecessary. 

At a selectmen's public hearing in 
April and during two May Town Meeting 
sessions, residents’ pleas that connecting 
the three roads would spoil the quality of 
the neighborhood were drowned out by 
town officials’ cries that the unconnected 
roads are illegal and dangerous. 

At the public hearing and later at Town 
Meeting, those officials pointed out fire 


engines and police cruisers can’t get 
directly to the neighborhoods because of 
the dead-end streets, and warned the town 
could be in for a lawsuit if someone were 
injured while waiting for help. 

The steep dead-ends also create pro¬ 
blems for snowplows that have to turn 
around, officials stated, and a lack of 
water pressure at the end of Girard rd. 
because of dead-end water lines could 
hamper firefighting efforts. 

Residents countered with the argu¬ 
ment that they’d never experienced pro¬ 
blems with fire or police protection, and 
that they want their neighborhood to stay 
the way it is 

That argument wasn’t enough to con¬ 
vince Town Meeting members, though, 
and on May 2 they voted 85-68 to authorize 
the spending of $87,000 to connect the 
roads. An attempt to have the vote recon¬ 
sidered failed at the May 25 Town 
Meeting. 

So the residents, in a suit filed by 
Boston attorney James Ryan and argued 
by Ryan's partner, Nelson Gediman of 
Girard rd., came up with a host of new 
arguments. 

Principal among those is that blasting 
of ledge to connect the roads would lead 
to damage to area homes, and that the 
project will cost thousands of dollars more 
than town officials estimated. 

All told, there were eight counts in the 
suit filed on behalf of the neighbors, 
christened CROW (Citizens Rights 
Organization of Winchester). 


Two of the counts note that blasting the 
ledge to construct the roadway would 
violate state conservation laws, and en¬ 
danger some homes only 20 to 40 feet away 
from the blast site. 

The suit further claims that the con¬ 
struction would cost far more than the 
$87,000 appropriated by Town Meeting. 

Supporting both contentions is a letter 
from Edward Vozzella, president of the 
Massachusetts Construction Co. of 
Saugus, who stated that the project would 
cost $205,000 and that “there is a serious 
and unreasonable risk endangering the ex¬ 
ist ing homes adjacent to the area being 
blasted." 

Even if the blasting doesn't destroy any 


homes, the suit continues, the construction 
will destroy the quality of the 
neighborhood. 

“Most, if not all of, the plaintiffs bought 
their homes on these streets specifically 
because they were dead-end streets with 
peace and quiet and little traffic," the suit 
states, noting there are 80 other dead-end 
streets in town. 

Other charges made by the suit include 
a statement that town officials deceived 
Town Meeting members and didn’t notify 
neighbors, that it was illegal for Town 
Meeting to overrule a Finance Committee 
recommendation to cut the $87,000 from 
the budget, and that there is no proof the 
town has the $87,000 to spend.

The Secret: Don’t Sweat The Small Stuff

Time magazine did a story a 
month or so ago on the causes and 
effects of stress in people’s lives. 

Since a persons’ ability to cope 
with stress seems directly related 
to his or her state of health, and 
hence longevity, this story was a 
compelling one. 

It went into the physical man¬ 
ifestations of stress as well as 
what we know about its chemis¬ 
try. It included this little check¬ 
list you could use to gauge your 
own vulnerability to stress: there 
were questions about your eating 
and sleeping patterns, about your 
smoking and drinking habits, 
about your recreational, spiritual 
and emotional levels of activity. 

Further on in the story, 
though, there was a paragraph 
that really gave me pause. It said 
that certain particular segments 
of the population seem to possess 
excellent coping machanisms for 
dealing with stress, and hence 
live longer and more healthful 
lives. Who are these groups? 
Mormons, conductors of sym¬ 
phony orchestras, nuns, and 
women whose names are listed in 
“Who’s Who.” 

Now why these people in par¬ 
ticular should be the lucky ones is 
something I found myself won¬ 
dering as I read the article. 

All right, maybe with Mor¬ 
mons it makes some sense. These 
people don't smoke or drink as I 
understand it, so right there they 
can knock off any major worry 
about their lungs, their hearts or 


their livers. Many Mormons don't 
drink coffee either, so their 
systems presumably cruise along 
in first gear all the time; they’re 
not subjected to the jazz-up of caf¬ 
feine that propels the rest of us 
into second, or third, or even 
overdrive. 

Think of the Osmond family, 
there’s a good example. Mor¬ 
mons, right? And a healthier* 
looking bunch you’ll never find; 
so many sets of blindingly perfect 
teeth you’ll never see gathered in 
one place this side of a dentures 
convention. Think of Marie Os¬ 
mond in particular. She's only 
about 21 , and she just gave birth 
to her first baby. By the time 
she’s 40, she'll have had a dozen 
babies, all candidates for more 
health and longevity. When we 
watch Chirstmas Willi the 
Osmonds 2030, they’ll all still be 
alive, all the brothers and the 
wives, even old Mom and Pop. By 
then there'll be more Osmonds on 
that sound stage than there are 
Sullivans in the Boston phone 
book. 

So Mormons, OK. 

Now take the conductors of 
symphony orchestras: why do 
they enjoy such healthy long life? 
There are those who’d say their 
job is easy: all they need do is 
stand up front, wave a little stick 
around, and work up an artistic- 
looking sweat along toward the 
crescendo. But can that really be 
all there is to it? After all. it's not 
their job to learn one part only, to 
do just one person’s homework. 


They’ve got to hold dozens of sep¬ 
arate pieces of music in their 
heads: in a sense they've got to do 
everybody’s homework. AND 
worry about 100 different in¬ 
dividuals coming in on time, 
which has got to be at least as 
hard as getting a family of six 
ready for church on a Sunday 
morning; harder perhaps even 
than getting the 20 separate 
dishes that constitute Thanksgiv¬ 
ing dinner all cooked and ready 
for consumption at exactly the 
same moment. You’d almost pic¬ 
ture them as candidates of EX¬ 
TRA high blood pressure, 
musical air traffic controllers 
that they are. 

Now nuns I have no problem 
with, though I must confess I 
know less about the way nuns live 
now, with their apartments and 
their Pontiacs and their regular 
clothes and all. It may be that 
these days nuns are subjected to 
the same big-world rigors as the 
rest of us. But for the nuns of my 
childhood, it wasn’t that way. 
And I dare say there are nuns like 
that around even now, in their 
cool and roomy habits, with their 
beads and their high smooth lore- 
heads set off by the clean linen 
bands that spanned them. 

These nuns were serene. They 
glided down the hushed marble 
halls as if on roller skates, their 
hands crossed and resting on 
their forearms, tucked inside 
sleeves as black and sheltering as 
the sleep of the just. Exempt ' 
from child-rearing, and from that 


journey through the ragged peaks 
and valleys of marriage, exempt 
even from the bills of orthodon¬ 
tists, they live calm and untroub¬ 
led lives, quiet and spiritually 
virginal. 

Most nuns probably live to be 
a hundred. 

And what, finally of those 
women listed in “Who’s Who”? 
How do they purchase health and 
length of life? Are they powerful 
and wealthy enough to pay some¬ 
one else to do their worrying? Is 
that what it is? The Sandra Day 
O’Connors and the Kate Hep¬ 
burns — do they live long because 
someone else picks up their dry- 
cleaning for them? Because 
someone else plans their menus 
and braves the clog and havoc of 
supermarket shopping? A likely 
guess. I’d say. Success breeds 
success and all that. 

But what of the rest of us 
then? We've got to take our 
chances, I guess, with most of 
high-stressed America. 

We’ve got to work, as the arti¬ 
cle suggests, on learning not to 
sweat the small stuff; we’ve got 
to work on realizing, as it goes on 
to say, that it's all small stuff. 

And maybe it wouldn’t hurt to 
build into our lives some of the 
qualities that set apart the nuns, 
the Mormons, the conductors and 
the successful women: hard 
work, clean living, a strong 
religious conviction, and a liberal 
dose of music, taken daily.

(THU) ABUSE (S 20(14): 
Senate approved 33-1, a lengthy 
bill dealing with reporting cases 
of child abuse. The key section re¬ 
quires the Department of Social 
Services (I)SS) to notify district 
attorneys of child abuse cases in¬ 
volving not only death, as re¬ 
quired by current law, but in 
cases of rape, sexual exploitation, 
brain damage, and serious bodily 
injury. 

Supporters said the bill will 
make it clear which cases social 
workers have to report and will 
give direction that will protect 
children. 

Opponents said the bill would 
harm recent efforts to decrimin¬ 
alize actions dealing with mem¬ 
bers of the same family and to 
promote counseling to decrimin¬ 
alize actions dealing with mem¬ 
bers of the same family and to 
promote counseling and treat¬ 
ment. They said the bill would in¬ 
crease DSS funding and should be 
put on hold until after the fiscal 
1984 budget.

HANDGUNS (II 1444): House 
rejected 104-44J, a bill banning the 
sale, rent, or lease of handguns 
with barrels of less than three in¬ 
ches and their component parts. 

Supporters said the bill would 
ban these guns which are respon¬ 
sible for 81 percent of handgun 
crimes. They said making these 
“snubbies” more difficult to ob¬ 
tain will reduce the number of 
crimes. 

Opponents said the state al¬ 
ready has the toughest gun laws 
in the nation and said the ban will 
not keep guns away from crimin¬ 
als who will get them at any cost. 
The> said this bill will open the 
door to a total ban on guns.

FIRFFIGIITKRS (II (1485): 
House approved 141 -(>, a bill 
crediting firefighters laid off in 
1981 and 1982 and hired by this 
July, with active service for their 
layoff period.

towns accepting it. applies the 
credited service for seniority, 
promotions, and retirement. 

Supporters argued the bill will 
help over 200 Boston firefighters 
and others who were laid off dur¬ 
ing Proposition 2 1 - and Tregor 
battles. 

Opponents said the bill is un¬ 
fair and sets a bad precedent 
which will open the door to re¬ 
quests by all kinds of groups for 
special treatment.

Shea ring or rounding off has no place in 
the pruning of flowering shrubs even 
though that easy and ungentle art has 
long been practiced on Forsythias in our 
Town. 

Let’s realize that pruning is an art 
which cannot be delegated safely to just 
any “lawn cutter."

Winchester’s Ann McCann is making a name for herself in New England swimming circles, where she is rated among the top 10 in the region for five events.

For most of us. getting junk mail 
means taking another detour to the 
nearest trash can. But for 17 year-old 
Ann McCann of GO Yale st.. one piece of it 
led her to taking the first step of many 
down a pathway of swimming success. 

If McCann had never received a flier 
describing summer activities in her 
Frothmoor, III., neighborhood seven 
years ago, she may never have become 
one of the highest ranked swimmers in 
New England today nor developed the 
sense of discipline she now cites as one of 
the greatest benefits of the sport. 

But with her mother’s en¬ 
couragement. McCann did look over that 
flier and decided to take up swimming 
simply as a way of "getting out of the 
house during the summer.” Today, after 
years of hard work and dedication, she’s 
ranked among the top ten in New 
England in five swimming events. 

Her mother may have given her the 
push she needed to get started, but 
during her time in Illinois, McCann 
developed such a love of the sport that as 
soon as she moved to Winchester in 1980, 
she joined the North Suburban YMCA in 
Woburn. 

After a year and a half, however. 
McCann realized she "wasn’t getting 


enough yardage” to improve upon her 
times the way she wanted to and decided 
to leave the Y in search of another team. 

She had heard of another league that 
a lot of other Winchester swimmers 
belonged to and soon she too was at a 
stroke clinic offered by the New England 
Barracudas, a competitive swimming 
league with over KH) members of all 
ages. 

After getting the word that day from 
head coach Bob Pyatt to "Come back 
and we’ll start practice,” McCann 
eagerly set out for a year of daily and 
nightly practices. 

No longer was she able to enjoy the 
luxury of sleeping past 4:30 in the 
morning during the spring and summer 
months. Practice at the Shawsheen 
Vocational School with regional coach 
Steve Shuito began promptly at 5 a m. 
and didn’t end until 7:30 a.m., after the 
team had completed about four miles of 
swimming. 

Then it was back to the pool at 
Hanscom Air Force Base for an evening 
practice from 6:30 until 8 p.m. On 
weekends, the team had it com¬ 
paratively easy, limiting practice at the 
Minuteman Vocational Technical School

How To Fight Nothing-To-Do 

Blues In Town 
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SUMMER SHOT — If you can find a member to sponsor you, and afford the 
membership costs, one of the most elegant summer activities in town is a round 
or two of golf at the nationally ranked Winchester Country Club. The club also 
offers Its members a poo!, tennis, curling and the fine facilities of its club house.

Is summer passing you by? Before 
it’s too late, before you slip into a lazy 
routine and complain, “It’s too hot to do 
anything!” take another look at the 
sports and recreational facilities 
available to you right here in Win¬ 
chester. 

To those lucky enough to belong to a 
private club, activities can range from 
golfing at one of the country’s highest- 
rated courses to sipping cocktails around 
a lovely landscaped swimming pool. 

There are clubs that emphasize 
sailing, others that stress tennis, and 
others where youngsters can compete in 
swimming and diving meets against 
neighboring towns. 

There are clubs that insist their 
prices are within reach of the average 
middle-class family and clubs where 
prices are only revealed to sponsored 
candidates for membership. 

There are also clubs in town where 
the waiting list for membership exceeds 
three years. 

It’s easy to get intimidated by all 
these clubs. 

It’s also easy to take advantage of 
Recreation Dept, programs which in¬ 
clude tennis, swimming at Leonard Pool 
and a variety of instructional activities 
aimed at all age groups. 

Winchester also boasts an indoor 
tennis facility, open to anyone, with 
courts that are often far more accessible 
than the busy outdoor courts on a warm 
summer afternoon. Racquetball is also 
available at the Winchester Indoor 
Tennis Center, along with aerobic 
dancing two evenings a week. 

Not to be overlooked are the Mystic 
Lakes themselves, a haven for sun 
worshippers, shade seekers and those 
who don’t mind immersing themselves 
in the murky waters. A favorite spot for 
cyclists and joggers, the Mystic Lakes 
are also becoming a popular wind¬ 
surfing center. Shifting winds make both 
wind-surfing and sailing a constant 
challenge. 

This week, The Star takes a look at 
Winchester’s different sports and 
country clubs, as well as the tennis 
courts, golf courses and recreational 
facilities available to residents all 
summer long. 

Now’s the time to take advantage of 
summer sports offerings, or even begin 
learning a new sport. There is no longer 
any excuse for letting summer pass you 
by. 


Swim And 
Tennis Club 

The Winchester Swim and Tennis 
Club originally opened in 1967, after 
several court disputes and a State 
Supreme Court appeal by several 
neighbors who disapproved of the 
Johnson rd. club. 

The club was originally started by a 
group of Winchester residents who 
believed there was a need for another 
swim and tennis club in the area. The 
five hard surface tennis courts did not 
become a reality until 1974. 

Two hundred and twenty-five families 
belong to the Winchester Swim and 
Tennis Club. According to membership 
chairperson Nancy O’Herron, “There is 
about a two-year waiting list, which 
really moves right along. The first 
criteria we use for admission is the date 
on the application.” 

Although references from two current 
members are required for admission. 
O’Herron sometimes makes exceptions 
for people who are new in town and want 
to join. “People don’t have to show me a 
pedigree,” she laughs. “Usually I’ll 
mvite them over to talk.” 

O’Herron acknowledges. “Our rates 
are very reasonable for the facilities, 
which include an Olympic-sized 
swimming pool. Also, there are no ad¬ 
ditional prices for instruction. There is a 
nationally ranked tennis pro on duty all 
summer as well as Red Cross Swimming 
instruction." 

The swim and diving teams compete 
in the Bicentennial Swim League, which 
includes clubs from neighboring towns. 
There are two women’s tennis teams, 
boys’ and girls’ teams and weekly tennis 
tournaments. Members have keys to the 
tennis courts, which are open year 


round. 

There are four major social functions 
throughout the summer, including a 
welcome party for new members, an 
adult splash party, a Las Vegas Night 
and a Labor day Clambake. There are 
also a snack bar, arts and crafts for the 
children and a weekly contract bridge 
game. 

“Our population consists of about 90 
percent Winchester residents,” adds 
O’Herron. “It’s a very family oriented 
club. The emphasis is on the sports 
(swimming and tennis) as well as the 
family.” 


Recreation 

Department 

The Recreation Dept, offers three 
special youth programs, which include 
both instructional sessions and 
recreational activities. Camp Sunshine 
for ages 4 and 5 offers two two-week 
sessions; Camp Superfriends en¬ 
compasses kindergarten through second 
grade; and Mini Camp is offered for 
youngsters ages 9-12. 

In addition, the department offers a 
full eight-week day program with 
overnight trips for grades 7 through 12, 
as well as weekly day trips to beaches 
and other recreational settings for the 
same age group. 

For adults, there is a free soccer 
clinic every Sunday at Lynch Field, a 
Women’s Running Program at McCall 
Junior High, and instructional tennis 
($12 for eight lessons) at the high school 
tennis courts. There is also tennis in¬ 
struction available for vouths, ages 8 to 
16. 

Tennis 

Tennis lovers who do not belong to 
any of Winchester’s private clubs can be 
issued a pass at Town Hall in the Town 
Clerk’s office. The pass entitles them to 
use of the clay Packer Tennis Courts off 
Palmer st. from May 1 to mid-October. 
The season pass (adults $10, youths $5) 
must be presented to the supervisor 
before a resident is assigned a court. A 
single-use pass, which is a book of five 
tickets for $5, as well as guest passes, are 
also available. 

There are also free tennis courts 
available at Winchester High School on a 
first-come basis. 

Swimming 

Open recreational swimming is 
available at Leonard Pool on Cross st. all 
summer, from 9 a m. to 7 p.m. There is 
no charge to residents. 

Ciolf 

At present, there is no public golf 
course in Winchester. Many residents 
play at the Woburn Country Club on 
Cambridge st., on the Woburn- 
Winchester line. Reserve tee-time in 
advance on weekends by calling Thur¬ 
sdays after 9 a.m. Greens fees for the 
nine-hole course are $4.75 on weekdays, 
$4.50 after 3 p.m. weekdays, and $5.25 on 
weekends. It is always a good idea to call 
in advance, as there are leagues playing 
through-out the summer 


Boat Club 

On a recent late summer afternoon, 
the pool overlooking the Mystic Lakes at 
the Winchester Boat Club looked cool 
and inviting. Not more than seven heads 
could be seen bobbing up and down in the 
sun splashed water 

Across the lake, the public parking lot 
at Sandy Beach was full, and the beach 
itself was teeming with wandering 
toddlers, sun worshippers and would-be 
bathers. 

The crowds at Sandy Beach couldn’t 
have descended on the Boat Club’s pool 
even if they’d wanted to. “The Win¬ 
chester Boat Club is a private family 
club for members only,” says manger 
Stephen Hood. “There is presently a 
three-to-four-year waiting list.” he 
added. 

The 83-year-old club incorporates an 
average of 18 to 23 new families a year. 
They must be sponsored by memers and 
then considered through a membership 
committee. Single memberships are also 
available. The cost of a family mem¬ 
bership is $400 as a down payment, plus

There 
is a snack bar run by members who are 
in college They divide up their summer 
profits to assist their parents with 
tuition, according to Hood. 

The Winchester Hoat Club seems to 
have a lot to offer for those desiring pool 
and lake privileges and the opportunity 
to improve their skills through in¬ 
struction It is also a medium for family 
involvement and participation in both 
sporting and social events. Anyone who 
wishes to join for these reasons must find 
a member to sponsor him and then two 
others to recommend him. And then wait 
at least three years 

Country Club 

A cool, luxurious atmosphere im¬ 
presses the visitor to the Winchester 
Country Club, a membership club not 
open to the general public. 

An airy porch is furnished with 
comfortable wicker and bamboo fur¬ 
niture. and lush with indoor greenery. 
Through the glass windows, a land¬ 
scaped kidney shaped pool beckons. 

Around the pool, a crowd of women 
sip cocktails served to them by a waiter 
in a snug fitting green jacket. The 
noticeable absence of men is explained 
by the popularity of the lovely 18-hole 
golf course adjacent to the pool, rated 
jpne of the best in the country.

Add to that' a tea room, a women's 
lounge that looks large enough to hold a 
lively party, and a grill room that allows 
only men to be served during the lun 
cheon hours 

Despite the seeming formality, 
manager Paul Satkewich insists that 
members come from diverse 
backgrounds, with plenty of plain 
working people and middle class 
families represented " Although the 
management will not disclose the price 
of membership with anyone who is not a 
perspective candidate for membership 
(sponsored by a present member with 
recommendations from two others 
Satkewich insists prices are "In the 
middle class range " 

The Winchester Country Club was 
formally incorporated in May 1908 lor 
the stated purpose of "encouraging 
athletic exercise and for the establish¬ 
ment and maintenance of places for 
social meetings." The club succeeded 
the Winchester Golf Club, which was 
established in 1895. 

In addition to the extensive athletic 
facilities, there are many social time 
tions and family oriented activities 52

Satkewich also maintains that there 
is no waiting list for membership, 
although the number of male golfers is 
limited. Golf membership is applied lor 
later, after acceptance to the country 
club itself. 

There are currently 650 members of 
the Winchester Country Club, not in¬ 
cluding wives of male members or 
children. According to Skatewlch. those 
wishing to join the club must simply 
"find themselves a member to sponsor 
them." 

Indoor Tennis 

Center 

The best news for tennis buffs in 
Winchester is the availability of tennis 
courts at the Winchester Indoor Tennis 
Club on East st. During the summer, 
when players must often wait to play 
outdoors, courts here are frequently 
empty.

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TAX LAW 
INCREASES 
DEPRECIATION 

The latest tax law allows 
complete depreciation of in¬ 
vestment property in only 
15 years. This can mean a 
substantial tax saving com¬ 
pared to the previous 
method of depreciating pro¬ 
perty for tax purposes over 
a life span ranging from 40 
to 60 years. 

On top of that, the pro¬ 
perly owner can elect to use 
a 175% declining balance

in Lexington to only once on Saturday 
and Sunday. 

Double sessions didn’t start until June 
6, but even so, McCann had to learn how 
to juggle school and practice ‘Tve 
learned to get my homework done in the 
time I have before practice and after 
school.” 

Hut the hard work last summer paid 
off. By the end of z\ugust, after being 
with the team just two seasons. McCann 
was ranked eighth in New England in the 
200 meter, the 1(H) meter and the 200 yard 
breast stroke, ninth in the 100 yard 
breast stroke and tenth in the mile. 

Her times were 2:54.4, 1:22.3, 2:34.5, 
1:10.3, and 18:24.31 Hanks are 
established for the top 16 of the hundreds 
of swimmers competing from around the 
state in a specific event. 

With a routine established, McCann 
was then able to dive into the 1983 school 
year swimming for both Winchester 
High and the New England Barracudas. 

Now that summer is here she’s begun 
her “long course” outdoor season again. 
Travel for the team hasn’t been too 
widespread, going at the most to Brown 
University in Providence, H I., and 
Harvard University in Cambridge, since 
they have the best facilities. 

Hut coming up in July, McCann will 
he going with the rest of the senior 
competing group on the Barracudas and 
approximately 40 other New England 
teams to a Canadian meet in Montreal, 
the same complex where the 1976 
Olympics were held. 

McCann is working just as hard as 
she did last summer in the pool and when 
she’s out of the water she works out at 
the Nautilus CMK Fitness Center in 
Woburn for about 45 minutes three times 
a week. 

Like all serious athletes, she’s aware 
that this much devotion to a sport 
requires certain sacrifices on her part. 
Time with friends is limited, going to bed 
early is a must, and television is out. Hut 
says McCann, commenting on her social 
life, ‘‘You have to he serious about 
swimming and I realize that I can’t do 
both.” Besides, “I figure if the worst 
thing I’m missing is TV. it’s not that bad 
and most of the programs 1 don’t know 
about so I don’t really miss them.” 

As far as friends go, McCann says, 
“Most of my friends are on the team, and 
my other friends I just hope that when 1 
have free time they do, too.” 

With only four weeks off a year (two 


weeks at the end of April and two weeks 
at the beginning of September), McCann 
and the rest of her teammates find it 
hard to forget that swimming is a 
demanding sport, but as she says. “It’s a 
lot easier to take when you look around 
and see everyone else feeling the same 
way. 

“Lots of times no one wants to be up 
that early and in the pool including the 
coach, but if you're going to improve 
you’ve got to work and that means every 
day. Swimming can be a pain, but at the 
end you see it’s all been worth it when 
you see the time you’ve dropped.” 

And points out McCann, getting up 
that early every morning can have some 
nice benefits. “Most of my friends don’t 
get up until 10 but when I get home from 
practice. I’ve got the whole day ahead of 
me." And most importantly, swimming 
is fun. “I wouldn’t have kept it up if the 
team was all work and no fun like some 
that I know of, but our coaches realize 
that swimming’s not your life and they 
understand if you miss practice every 
now and then. That way they don’t take 
the fun out of it . ” 

Along with the friendships, physical 
conditioning, and self-esteem achieved 
through swimming, McCann is also very 
aware of the tremendous amount of 
discipline developed through such an 
interest that’s “good for homework and 
other things.” In her words, “With 
swimming you’ve got to do it right or not 
at all. it doesn't work if you can't put in 
the effort.” 

In the free time she manages to find. 
McCann works as a lifeguard at 
Leonard’s Pool or just enjoys some time 
with friends eating sundaes ‘at Chad¬ 
wick’s in Lexington, going to the movies 
or “humming around in Boston.” 

She’s usually very up about her 
swimming, but in those rare moments 
where she needs some support she can 
always count on her parents. “My mom 
likes to come to meets and watch and my 
dad likes to know I’m doing well and 
encourages me to keep it up." 

And she intends to keep up her 
swimming right through college, making 
it as her priority in determining where to 
go and also hoping that it will help her 
get into a college of her choice. 

With the determination and discipline 
McCann has developed, it doesn’t seem 
she’ll have much trouble getting into one 
of her college choices. Or making quite a 
splash while she’s there.
